EDITORIAL 



At THE present time it is too 
early for us to be able to re- 
port the first members in the 
new Field & Stream Environ- 
mental Action Group, since its 
formation was only announced 
in the June 75th anniversary 
issue. When the applications 
and nominations for our Action 

Group do come in, we will run the names of the mem- 
bers in issues of Field & Stream. In addition, each mem- 
ber will receive a card certifying that he has performed 
outstanding work in preserving, protecting, and improv- 
ing our environment. Also presented with the card will 
be the Action Group pin, a handsome hand-carved 
duck's head that can be worn as a decorative pin, a 
lapel pin, or as a tie tack. The mallard duck's head in 
the center of this page is an enlargement of the pin. 
The creator of the carving is Sid Bell of Tully, New 
York, whose pins and tie tacks of all kinds of game ani- 
mals are featured in many catalogs and shops. Here at 
Field & Stream we feel proud that we helped discover 
Sid with an article about his fine work called "Master- 
pieces in Metal," which ran in December 1967. One thing 
different about our quacking mallard duck and the rest 
of Sid's jewelry is that our's can't be bought, it can only 
be earned. The model for our duck's head was made 
especially for us and is not in catalogs or stores. 

Of course, the idea behind the Field & Stream En- 
vironmental Action Group is to get you, the reader, into 
the action. In the United States we have many good and 
worthy conservation organizations, but for the most part 
these groups depend on their officers, directors, and 
paid staffs to make the moves for the whole organiza- 
tion. They accomplish much; however, if the environ- 
mental concern of the public is to be demonstrated 
forcibly to our elected officials, particularly on the na- 
tional level, and demonstrated to industry, the American 
public must make itself heard. 

The motto of the group is, "Not just words, but ac- 
tion!" and if you or anyone you know of has performed 
some action that improved or protected our environment, 
was somewhat more than ordinary, and was of demon- 
strable value, we would like to know about it. Write and 
tell us the story, including photographs and news clip- 
pings if available. If the editors and judges consider that 
the work of you or your nominee qualifies and deserves 
public recognition, you or he will become a member of 
our growing Action Group. The names and hometowns 
of each new member, and if possible, the types of service 
performed, will appear in the magazine. 

The work to be done is up to you, but examples of 
what we have in mind might be letter-writing cam- 
paigns to members of Congress, educating young people 
to environmental awareness, forming a local action group 
to attack hometown pollution, testifying in state and 
Federal Congressional hearings on environmental prob- 
lems, or any other method of making your feelings 
about our slipping environmental quality known — par- 
ticularly in this year in which elections will be held. 




In working with articles 
about the environment, as we 
do constantly here at Field & 
Stream, one comes to the con- 
clusion at times that a weak- 
ness is that what scientists are 
saying is not translated into 
terms which apply to the 
everyday lives of people. 
Dr. Lyle Stanford, head of the Biology Department 
of the College of Idaho, was in New York not long ago 
to make an appearance on the Today Show in connec- 
tion with a regional environmental plan that he and his 
people have devised for implementation in southern 
Idaho. But to me what was equally interesting was a 
conversation I had with him. First we talked about the 
obvious things that are wrong and getting worse — pol- 
lution in its many forms, overpopulation, dwindling land 
supplies, and the like — but then the talk turned to the 
effects of pesticides in the long run. 

It is now known that DDT can kill plankton. It is also 
obvious that the green areas of the world are being 
reduced. What this means is that we face the very real 
possibility of finding that the air we breathe does not 
contain the amount of oxygen it once did. Now, taking 
this one step farther, let's assume that the usable oxygen 
in the air is eventually cut by half. Suddenly, breathing 
in a city the altitude of Denver, Colorado — 5,280 feet — 
becomes like breathing at an altitude of almost 11,000 
feet. Mexico City would become comparable to an alti- 
tude of 14,000 feet by today's standards. Some mountain 
passes could not be crossed by drivers without oxygen 
masks, and it is uncertain if cars would have enough 
power to climb a mountain under such circumstances. 

We once called this sort of talk science fiction. Now 
we just call it science, and more and more of these 
kinds of applications should be made to show what can 
happen if we keep on our present course. Here's another 
example. Today we have cut back in some states and 
provinces on the use of certain pesticides, notably DDT: 
but two startling facts remain: We are still producing 
more DDT than ever, and the Federal Government is 
backing the construction of a DDT manufacturing plant 
in South America. And no matter whether that plant's 
DDT is sprayed in the Amazon jungle or the Mississippi 
Delta, it is just as threatening, because we are concerned 
with a world pollution problem. 

Much as we would like to believe that North America 
is separate and apart, it is just another chunk of the 
world. If the Chinese want to go on using persistent and 
lasting pesticides, for example, they are taking us down 
the road with them, like it or not. 

Now for a final shocker. In my talk with Dr. Stanford, 
both of us eventually came to confessing our innermost 
thoughts about whether these world problems could be 
corrected in time and what the time element was. Here 
goes: If correctable, effective changes must start in this 
decade. If they don't, it is possible that a worldwide dis- 
aster could occur within the lifetime of most of the peo- 
ple on earth today. Think about that. — Clare Conley

Habitat for wildlife is dwindling rapidly; pollution of the environment is rampant; 
but the worst problem of all, say some, is the population growth of one mammal 



Conservationists started cry- 
ing in the wilderness way back when 
there actually was a wilderness. Un- 
fortunately, no one that counted for 
much did anything about their 
lamentations. Today wild areas are 
paved with concrete, cities, factories, 
and — like the road to hell — with good 
intentions. A thing called population 
explosion has taken place. This is a 
four-bit term meaning that men are 
multiplying like cats, guinea pigs, 
and lemmings — that is to say, with 
great rapidity. Anyway, our popula- 
tion is predicted to double by 2,000 
A.D.. and if you think that's a long 



time away, just consider that thirty 
years is about the length of time it 
takes most of us to become good 
quail shots. 

We have acquired thousands of 
uptown quarterbacks who have sud- 
denly discovered that this planet is in 
a terrible shape as to its future ex- 
istence. They have found that we live 
knee-deep in filth — dump it into the 
waters and even refine it and drink 
it. Someone looked toward the sky 
and noted that jets were adding 
their filth to that contributed by care- 
lessly run factories. As there isn't 
much around us but air, land, and 



water, a new race of conservationists 
got on the bandwagon in a hurry. 
Whichever direction they probed 
they found that man had exploited 
anything he could get his hands on 
if it would make him a buck.

to be swept under the rug and at- 
tended to sometime in the future. 
Many of our rivers are little better 
than open sewers. And land pollu- 
tion — where should one start? It is 
actually hard to find places near 
large cities where excavations can be 
made to be filled with garbage, 
aluminum beer cans, bottles, and 
debris, and then covered with good 
earth to hide and partially purify our 
shameful waste. 

It is a curious turn of events that 
has mankind fighting to prolong his 
life with transplanted hearts, costly 
medicines and doctors, physical ex- 
ercises, and condemnation of booze, 
cigarettes, and dope — while at the 
same time he blithely continues to 
befoul his nest and make it unlivable 
for his grandchildren. Strange, too, 
that mankind is the only animal 
with a complete language 
and the ability to pass his 
knowledge in pictures, writ- 
ten word, and speech almost 
instantaneously as far as the 
moon. No other animal is so 
gifted. One would think that 
with such an advantage man- 
kind would now have an 
Utopia of fine food, cleanli- 
ness, health, and pleasure. Not 
so. He is creating a hell on 
earth. His immediate inven- 
tions — gadgets for his ease of 
living and pleasure— cannot 
long be concealed in land- 
filled dumps, on scows sent to 
sea, or beneath the waters of 
lakes and streams. 

My contemporaries in the 
field of conservation have not 
been pulling their punches of 
late in condemning the prac- 
tices of mankind for the woe- 



ful state of the Key deer, whooping 
cranes, and even the DDT-poisoned 
coho salmon of the Great Lakes. 
There is no use in kidding ourselves; 
a lot of species of wildlife that we 
have now are not going to make it. 
This is a shame, for many of them 
might have been saved, at least in a 
zoo. But we have gotten along with- 
out heath hens, dodo birds, and pass- 
enger pigeons for quite a spell and 
no one has much to say about them 
anymore. I haven't even missed the 
Labrador duck and would almost as 
soon have a few more mallards. But 
before we try to save our world for 
wildlife, let us concentrate on saving 
ourselves. By so doing, we will auto- 
matically take the more adaptable 
species along with us. Otherwise we 
all perish together. 

It doesn't take a Ph.D. to tell me 




that when mankind gets too abundant 
he will starve to death. I doubt if he 
can farm the bottom of the ocean or 
irrigate the moon and raise crops 
common to his stomach and the 
gullets of his wildlife neighbors. Un- 
less something happens to practically 
exterminate the human race, such as 
atomic warfare or another great 
flood, in a very short time we will 
have had it. My son may even see this 
come about when he is my age. My 
grandchildren most assuredly will 
unless we stop the population explo- 
sion. This is not a matter of religion; 
it is a matter of common sense and 
simple biology. 

I have heard the alibi of those 
prone to disregard the future, that 
we can take care of our expanding 
population with better agricultural 
techniques. We will find food, they 
say, from new sources — beneath the 
sea and God knows where else. This, 
in the long run, is pure baloney. The 
earth, our habitat, can only support 
a given amount of flora and fauna. 
To take a hard look, we may one day 
need be pure vegetarians in order to 
survive. That is, unless we eat each 
other. It is no secret that we can 
raise far more flora on a given area 
than we can animal protein. It takes, 
in most instances, a lot of vegetation 
to produce a pound of meat. Take a 
look at some of the heavily populated 
countries of the world. Their people 
are rice eaters. Incidentally, they can 
fight like mad on such a diet. 

It doesn't take a Las Vegas book- 
maker to compute the amount of peo- 
ple who will be trying to find room 
on this planet, at the present rate of 
population increase, by 2,000 A.D. If 
every family on earth had but two 
kids, theoretically our population 
would stop its growth and 
would remain the same. Act- 
ually, even then we would 
become more abundant, as 
scientists have found means 
to keep us alive longer. Not 
only that, it is claimed it 
will become possible to 
change sex. Come to think of 
it, it might be a good idea to 
have only one gender. That 
way population explosion 
could be stopped cold. By 
fiddling with genes and chro- 
mosomes, I have read, the 
color, form and even char- 
acter of children can be con- 
trolled. We could create a race 
of giant whiz-kids with brains 
so superior that it wouldn't 
be any fun to try to talk to 
them. 

Years ago in this country 
it was the style to have large 
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families, and in reality we needed 
them. We had large virgin tracts of 
land to be torn up, exploited, and 
destroyed. We needed manpower to 
kill out harmless natives living here 
so that we could steal their squashes, 
corn, and buffalo. We had masters 
we needed to fight in order to be free 
from their taxes. We had no factories, 
autos, and jets to stink up our air. 
Cardboard boxes, cellophane, and 
aluminum beer cans were unheard 
of. There wasn't even much paper. 
And there still was plenty of room 
for everyone. A man could even 
build a duck blind and return to it 
the following day without finding 
half a dozen other hunters trying to 
occupy it. 

Those were the days! We didn't 
have much money, but our gardens 
and fields raised food in abundance. 
We even made our own soap, wine, 
and whisky, and spun wool to make 
our clothing. Our population explo- 
sion was hardly getting started, but 
in other parts of the world it was 
beginning to happen. 

Great powers like England, France, 
Germany, and even Russia, were be- 
ginning to feel the pinch of too many 
people and not enough to eat. So they 
entered into wars with one another 
and depleted their natural resources 
and even their population. We here 
in America were depleting our re- 
sources too, but we still had room for 
all and didn't really know what we 
were doing. At that, we were stock- 
piling great wealth to become the 
greatest nation on earth.

So laws 
were passed to correct the evil ex- 
ploitation of man. A few years back 
it was popular to destroy predators 
to save valued wild and domestic 
animal species. What a farce — the 
predator was man and the more he 
exploded or increased in population 
the greater was his exploitation. It 
seems that no one ever mentioned 
the curtailment of man's abundance 
in order that we might have sufficient 
habitat for this most destructive of

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Think Like a Fish 

By TED TRUEBLOOD 



If YOU can think like a fish, turn to the back page 
and read Ed Zern's column. You'll enjoy it. But if, like 
most of us, there are times when you have difficulty 
outwitting the finny fools, this is for you. 

It is well known, of course, that a fish doesn't have 
the highly convuluted cortex of the cerebral hemispheres 
common to man. In fact, the fish has practically no 
cerebral hemispheres of even the plainest sort. Since 
this is the region of the brain where thinking is done, 
one way to think like a fish would be to have your 
cerebral hemispheres removed. Really dedicated anglers 
might consider this. 

If you are not that dedicated, you can still improve 
your technique by learning from those rare fishermen 
who have a knack for catching fish when most of their 
fellow anglers don't. I've been lucky enough to fish with 
several such fishermen and, while it was ofttimes em- 
barrassing, it was always educational. 

My old fishing buddy, Jim Eidemiller, was one of 
them. He was a natural. No matter what we were fish- 



ing for, he was quick to hit on the right method, to find 
the right spot and the proper depth, and even to learn 
from chance happenings that I sometimes failed to ap- 
preciate. 

One June morning about twenty years ago, he and 
I started plugging the shoreline for bass, and at the end 
of three hours we were baffled. Everything was perfect 
but one: The largemouths were strangely uncooperative. 
The weather and water were ideal and it was the sea- 
son when we usually got the best top-water fishing on 
this particular lake, but our only strikes had come from 
occasional small fish. 

Then Jim got a terrific backlash. Instead of landing 
close to shore, his plug came down with a splash over 
deep water halfway between the brushy shore and our 
canoe. He let it lie and began picking the snarls of line 
out of his bait-casting reel. I continued casting to shore. 
There was no breeze, so the canoe didn't move. 

I had soon cast to all the inviting spots within reach 
and was ready to move on, but Jim hadn't yet finished

untangling his backlash so I lit my 
pipe and waited. Suddenly, with a 
heart-stopping splash, a big bass 
smashed the motionless plug. My 
startled friend managed to strike 
and set the hook and he finally 
landed a 6-pounder, despite the 
tangled line still on his reel. 

After this, we continued slowly 
along the shore and I resumed cast- 
ing to it. But Jim exhibited true 
angling genius. Quickly reasoning 
that his lucky catch involved more 
than luck, he began casting ahead 
of the canoe over deep water and 
letting the plug lie where it fell. Oc- 
casionally he jiggled it very slightly 
with his rod, but he didn't move it 
across the surface. Before long, he 
caught another good bass that came 
shooting up out of 6 or 8 feet of 
water 25 feet from shore. 

That convinced me, and I began 
doing the same thing. It was excru- 
tiating fishing. Unless you've tried 
it, you can't imagine how nerve- 
racking it is to pitch out a surface 
plug and then just let it lie for sev- 
eral minutes. But that day it was 
the way to catch bass and we did 
all right. 

I have caught bass this way a 
time or two since, but not until 
years later did I think of a possible 
explanation: The reservoir had been 
rising slowly but steadily for several 



weeks and the day Jim got his back- 
lash bass it was nearly full. Perhaps 
the bass made their spawning nests 
at normal depth near shore and then 
stayed with them as the water rose. 
This would account for their being 
both farther out and deeper than 
usual. 

It really isn't too uncommon to 
catch a fish by accident when you're 
fiddling with your tackle, lighting 
your pipe, or perhaps just day- 
dreaming. The important thing is to 
realize that some different action 
given fly or lure may have been 
responsible — then analyze what that 
action was and repeat it. Many a 
big trout has been caught on a 
dragging dry fly, but comparatively 
few anglers are sharp enough to 
drag a fly intentionally when this is 
what the fish want. 

It was Jim who first demonstrated 
to me the importance of fishing for 
smallmouths from exactly the right 
spot. I have observed many times 
since that there is often one best 
location from which to fish a pool, 
riffle, break, bar, or other fishy- 
looking water. This is true, at least 
to a degree, of all stream-dwelling 
fish, but it is particularly important 
with smallmouth bass. In fact, I have 
caught them in a dozen places where 
I got strike after strike when cast- 
ing from (Continued on -page 81)

ThE vast North American Arctic is in 
mortal danger. So is the whole painfully 
wrought philosophy of conservation. It is 
probably not overstating the case to assert 
that the last-ditch struggle that is now 
being waged to save this huge wilderness 
is a decisive engagement in the battle to 
keep earth fit for human habitation. 

A grim warning about what was already 
happening was carried in these pages not 
very long ago ("Hard Lessons On a Far 
Slope," Field & Stream, February 1970), 
but the developments are moving so fast 
that already an up-dating of the situation is required. 

It has been known for a long time that enormous oil fields existed 
beneath the North Slope. But not until Atlantic-Richfield's big 
strike at Prudhoe Bay two years ago did anyone outside the oil 
companies have any idea of just how immense the prize was. Secre- 
tary of Interior Walter J. Hickel — a former Governor of Alaska — 
estimates "without a doubt" there are 100 billion barrels of oil in 
the Alaskan Arctic fields. How much more there is in the Canadian 
Arctic no one knows, but there is no reason to suppose another 
bonanza does not exist there. 

Within six months of the Prudhoe Bay strikes, boomtown mad- 
ness overtook Alaska, and alarmed conservationists quickly became 
convinced that oil threatened to become the curse of the Arctic 
just as coal had damned the Cumberland Plateau. Indeed, the hand- 
ful of scientists who really knew the north realized that the blight 
would be infinitely worse, for in that huge, cold wilderness the 
ecology survives in an unbelievably delicate balance. Wanton de- 
struction of natural resources is bad enough further south, but in 
the Arctic it is disastrous because scars inflicted on the eons-old 
tundra simply do not heal. 

So ecologists early understood that as bad as have been the 
ancient sins of oil exploiters in Texas, California, and elsewhere, 
it was bound to be infinitely worse amid the exquisitely poised 
natural life cycles in Alaska. 

The 500-mile Hickel Highway, winter route to the Arctic, is only 
one small, ugly symptom of the fever that has Alaska by the throat. 
The desperate threat lies in the necessity of transporting the oceans 
of oil from the North Slope fields to refineries and markets in the 
Lower Forty-eight. There are only two ways of doing this: tanker 
ships and pipelines. Both are being planned, both pose possibly in- 
surmountable risks to the frail Arctic environment. 

Scratch an oilman and you will find a transportation genius. The 
world lives on oil, and these guys know how to move it. Unfortu- 
nately there is overwhelming evidence that they have not yet 
learned how to move it without destroying much of the land or 
water they move it through. One of the ways the oilmen plan to 
bring North Slope crude to market is via huge supertankers fitted 
with icebreaker prows to crush their way through the floes of the 
Northwest Passage. Humble Oil, a Standard of New Jersey sub- 
sidiary and one of the major entrepreneurs of the North Slope, 
spent some $36 million to convert a tanker for Arctic service, and 
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last summer proved its point by 
bulling its way through the North- 
west Passage to the oil country. The 
ship, note well, at 150,000 dead 
weight tons is only a small harbinger 
of the vessels to come. Already on 
the drawing boards are icebreaker 
tankers of 250,000 DWT that will 
carry 1.8 million barrels of crude oil 
per voyage. A thing to bear in mind 
is that the S.S. Manhattan (Humble's 
experimental icebreaker) came home 
with some ruptured plates, a fact 
that was not advertised at the time. 
Bigger vessels to come, the oil com- 
pany insists, will be designed to 
avoid this hazard. But reporters 
aboard the S.S. Manhattan during 
its epic cruise did manage to wring 
from Humble spokesmen the grudg- 
ing admission that as long as oil is 
carried by ships, another Torrey 
Canyon disaster is possible. 

The super-supertankers planned 
for service in the Northwest Passage 
will carry twice as much oil, but the 
threat they pose is infinitely greater 
than twice that of ships the size of 
the Torrey Canyon. The reason lies 
in the nature of the Arctic environ- 
ment. 

One of the few experts on what 
oil pollution does in the far north is 
Dr. Richard E. Warner, a professor 
of environmental biology at the Uni- 
versity of Newfoundland. A rare 
document that deserves much wider 
circulation than it is ever likely to 
get is his study carried out for the 
Canadian Wildlife Service last sum- 
mer. Dr. Warner lays out a cheerless 
recital of what oil spillage can do in 
more temperate climates, and then 
adds the warning that scientists now 
know that the rate of biochemical 
decomposition (bacterial decay) of 
oil in sea water is dependent on the 
temperature. ". . . the decomposition 
rate slows markedly at lower temp- 
eratures," he wrote, "and at 0 de- 
grees C. (32 degrees Farenheit) is 
drastically reduced, some components 
of the process stopping altogether." 

Decomposition of oil in the Arctic 
seas (where water temperature is 
0 degrees C. or below throughout 
the year) "would be very slow in- 
deed," he warns. "Where oil is ex- 
posed to still lower temperatures, for 
instance when carried onto shore- 
lines and ice floes, biochemical de- 
cay would be virtually nonexistent, 
and the oil would persist for dec- 
ades, perhaps centuries." 

That means when oil is spilled in 
the Northwest Passage, chum, it is 
going to stay spilled far, far longer 
than necessary to destroy all the 
marine and shore life it touches. But 
read on with Dr. Warner and it gets 
worse. The (Continued on page 82) 
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Moment of Truth for the Public Lands 



The President is scheduled to re- 
ceive the nineteen members of the 
Public Land Law Review Commis- 
sion sometime near the end of June. 
They will present to him, and con- 
currently to Congress, their recom- 
mendations for modernizing ancient 
laws, statutes, regulations, and prac- 
tices governing the Federal lands. 
This is indeed a happening of con- 
sequence, considering the report of 
the Commission deals with the fate 
and future of one-third of the land 
mass of the United States. 

Shall portions of this immense 
chunk of real estate, which until now 
has been held in trust for the people 
of the nation, be disposed of — that 
is, given away into private hands or 
to the states? Or shall it all be re- 
tained in public ownership? If the 
latter, how can it best be managed 
for the long-range interest of the 
people? 

These monumental questions were 
assigned to a special commission, the 
PLLRC, by act of Congress in 1964. 
During the several years since then, 
it has conducted a series of hearings 
in various parts of the country, 
listening to 900 witnesses in the pro- 
cess, and has sponsored more than 
thirty studies of specific public land 
issues by independent contractors, 
consultants, and the Commission 
staff. It sounds formidable, and one 
may hope the effort will prove well 
spent. 

I do not intend to prejudge the 
report. Intimations from Commission 
members whom I have consulted are: 

(a) there will be some features for 
environmentalists to cheer about, but 

(b) there will also be at least as 
many on which we must gird our 
loins for battle. The document, which 
becomes available upon presentation 
to the President, requires careful 
reading, review and discussion. Such 
treatment it properly deserves. 

However, readers of Field & 
Stream must be alerted to its poten- 
tial strengths and weaknesses. For 
now the debate enters the public 
arena, where it belongs full well. The 
lasting decisions are to be made not 
by a Commission of nineteen, but by 
Congress as it considers the recom- 



mendations item by item, issue by 
issue. The people, therefore, must be 
ready to exercise their part in the 
decisionmaking. 

Later in this column I will discuss 
what I consider plus and minus fac- 
tors in the Commission structure and 
procedure. But now I think it would 
be most useful to define fitting goals 
in public land policy, as a basis for 
measuring the PLLRC report and the 
need for action. 

First and foremost, all land policy 
must henceforth be based on the 
foundation of environmental respect. 
To insure the prosperity of the na- 
tion, the goals must be to provide a 
continuing supply of clean air, clear 
water, stable soil, natural beauty, and 
open space. These must be recog- 
nized as the rights of all people shar- 
ing a common environment in this 
generation and generations hence. 
The only alternative will be the con- 
tinuing decline in natural resources 
and ultimate national collapse. 

Thus we need to break with the 
past, when land values were deter- 
mined in narrow economic terms. The 
public interest must be superior to 
the forces of commodity production 
which have spurred exploitation of 
the public lands. They have con- 
tributed to the growth of the nation 
(as the people are so often re- 
minded), but in a manner that has 
sometimes been ruthless, anarchic, 
and destructive. Now we need to 
shape a new image of responsibility 
and respect for the total land re- 
source. 

From this point of broad national 
policy we can proceed to the resolu- 
tion of specific critical issues. The 
two big ones are as follows: 

1. A modern system of mineral 
leasing based on multiple use of 
public lands must replace the Mining 
Law of 1872. The public cannot settle 
for less. The American Mining Con- 
gress, which fought for years to pro- 
tect and perpetuate the archaic sys- 
tem, at last has recognized the need 
for change. "In 1872," as it declared 
in a statement to the PLLRC, "90 
percent of the land in the eleven 
Western States was unsurveyed and 
there was no real competing demands 



for use of the public domain. Today, 
less than 17 percent of the land in 
these states remains unsurveyed, 
and there are stronger competing de- 
mands for use of the public domain." 

Yet the old law continues in many 
ways to serve as a mechanism for the 
giveaway of national resources. It 
encourages anyone who may call 
himself a miner to rove the public 
estate and to stake a claim on any 
land not specifically set aside. He is 
permitted to file notice of his claim 
in the handiest county courthouse — 
without notifying the Federal agency 
administering the land involved, 
without even specifying the mineral 
he has found. By meeting simple re- 
quirements and paying a nominal 
sum, he can receive title to the land 
as his private property. The system 
permits uncontrolled exploitation of 
public lands with irreparable damage 
to other resources. It has stimulated 
notorious abuses and land frauds. 

In 1920 Congress excepted coal, 
phosphates, oil and gas, oil shale, and 
sodium from the 1872 law and made 
those minerals available only by 
leasing from the Government. Title 
to the land, control of the surface 
and its resources, continues to be- 
long to the United States — as it 
should in all cases. 

Moreover, extraction of minerals 
must be weighed against the values 
of other resources. The Wilderness 
Law of 1964, to be specific, should be 
amended to eliminate the provision 
that permits prospecting in the 
slender remaining vestiges of the ori- 
ginal America. In its proper place, 
mining must be better planned in the 
future to avoid the devastations of 
the past. The Government must be 
assured sufficient authority to pre- 
vent pollution, control erosion, pro- 
vide for reclamation and restoration, 
and to fit mining into the wise and 
proper management of renewable 
resources. 

2. There should be affirmation of 
the need to retain ownership of 
Federal lands, which become more 
precious in the context of modern 
times. The 700 million acres need to 
be retained in order to insure the 
quality of (Continued on page 51)

Stalking big smallmouths on one of Idaho's 
rivers brings fast action for two floaters 



CROUCHING low on the gravel bar jutting into Idaho's 
Clearwater River, Scott Edmonson warily approached 
a small indentation. Thirty feet from the shoreline he 
straightened and lifted his spinning rod. Swish. The 
golden plug flashed briefly in the dying sunlight, land- 
ing softly in ankle-deep water. Slowly Scott retrieved 
the plug, cast again, then cautiously moved on down- 
river to another tiny inlet. 

"Ah, these Westerners," I thought. "So trout-co7i- 
scious they're afraid to let their shadows fall on the 
water. Even when they're not fishing for trout!" 

Scott was plugging for smallmouth bass a short way 
upstream from his hometown, Lewiston, which lies just 
across the Snake River from Clarkston, Washington. I 
had arrived earlier in the day from my home in New 
Jersey, but by the time we decided to go fishing it was 
too late for me to purchase a license. So, at the moment 
I was leaning back against a log watching the sun sink 
below the mountains to the west. Besides, to me the 
water didn't look all that good. A gravel flat is not my 
idea of choice smallmouth water. I prefer big, black 
boulders surrounded by fast water. And not too far up 
the Clearwater River, where we planned to fish before 
long, there were plenty of both. 

Before he had walked to the end of the bar, Scott 
hooked and released two little bass, which was nothing 
to get excited about as far as I was concerned. Then he 
waded out about 40 feet and started fishing upstream, 
slowly working his way back in my direction. Abruptly 
the wind began to blow. I glanced to the south and 
couldn't believe my eyes.

SiTTING about the campfire one Thanksgiving night on the 
Alabama banks of the Chattahoochee River, my brother-in- 
law shook his head sadly and poked around in the coals. He 
had been doing a lot of unnecessary fire-tending since sun- 
down. This wasn't his notion of an ideal camp-out hunt, but 
he didn't complain — except for an occasional sigh. 

My nephew kept his nose buried in a fat biography of 
Napoleon Bonaparte. He was in high school back then, and 
he had a book report to make after the holidays. 

I wasn't much company either. I was in engineering school 
at Auburn University, and a calculus exam had been sched- 
uled. So I kept nudging closer and closer to the lantern, 
straining my eyes to read the scales on my slide rule. 

After another hour of this silence, interrupted only by an

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The Kenai

As I watched the dancing flames of 
the campfire, it began to dawn on me 
just how far I was from my home in 
Los Angeles. And I wasn't thinking 
about the distance in mere miles — 
but the fact that I was removed from 
all the din and press of urban living. 

I shifted my gaze from the fire 
down into the shallow valley below. 
There, not more than 200 yards away, 
instead of a tangled web of freeways 
jammed with cars were three cow 
moose ambling through the browse 
throwing long shadows from the 
waning sun. 

Across the valley where the land 
rose into hills and furrowed bluffs, 
no sprawling subdivision marred the 
slope. Only ten phantom-white 
specks haltingly descended the rocky 
crags — a band of Dall sheep seeking 
the green mat of vegetation for an 
evening's grazing. 

And instead of an acrid shroud of 
smog, a light summer wind laced 
with the gentle musk of damp tundra 
blew from off the glacier. 

Spellbound, I slowly began to un- 
derstand how very rich and reward- 
ing these simple settings can be, and 
how really important they are as an 
antidote to the frantic urban life 
chosen (and bemoaned) by so many. 
Then Judy, my wife, voiced her own 
wonder. 

"Just look at those lakes," she said 
in an awed tone. "Why there must be 
thousands out there." 

"It's just over twelve hundred," I 
said, turning toward the northwest 
where she was gazing. 

We were camped on a high tundra 
bench very close to the center of 1.7 
million acres of wonderland and 
wildlife refuge: Alaska's Kenai Na- 
tional Moose Range. Reaching in 
every direction from our humble 
bivouac was a unique array of scenes, 
each view offering a glimpse of an 
Alaskan terrain far different from 



the adjacent one; but here on the 
Kenai all were tidily contained on a 
foot-shaped peninsula only 25 miles 
south of Anchorage. 

To the south and southeast of our 
tundra plateau the Kenai mountains 
formed the skyline. And mantling 
much of the range, like an ermine 
wrap, was the Harding Ice Field 
with its many glaciers and icefalls 
filling the valleys and melting into 
glistening blue-gray lakes. 

To the southwest lay the salmon- 
laden Killey River and a rolling 
forest of white spruce, aspen, and 
birch; and beyond the Killey, Lake 
Tustumena — five times larger than 
New York's Manhattan Island — 
spread like an inland sea. 

Across Cook Inlet to the west, 
Mount Iliamna, an active volcano, 
threw a huge plume of steam into 
the summer sky. 

And, finally, to the north and 
northwest, we gazed out across the 
opalescent pane of Skilak Lake to the 
"thousands" of small lakes scattered 
like dewdrops across the Kenai low- 
lands. 

A series of prehistoric glacial ages 
— the Naptowne, Knik, and Eklutna 
— had taken special care when 
sculpturing the Kenai. It was easy to 
see what caused naturalist George 
Shiras III, during his 1911 visit to 
the Kenai, to write in his journal 
and assure us that, "Were all of 
Alaska erased from the map except 
the Kenai Peninsula . . . there would 
yet remain in duplicate that which 
constitutes the more unique and that 
which typifies the whole of this 
wonderful country." 

Those were the words that brought 
us to the Kenai with a very simple 
mission. We wanted to see and 
photograph its wildlife as well as its 
changing moods, and experience that 
very special release which only a 
brush with the wilderness can offer. 



Five days earlier Judy and I had 
crossed to the south shore of Skilak 
Lake and an excellent point of access 
to the Kenai Mountains and the high 
tundra country to the south. As we 
began our climb, low clouds hung in 
the treetops and every bough of 
spruce and aspen dripped. The forest 
floor was a lush wild mat of mosses, 
dwarf birch, devil's club, and sal- 
monberry. And everywhere there 
were signs of moose, the giant of the 
Kenai and the earth's largest antlered 
animal. 

After a few hours of climbing, we 
suddenly came out of the dense 
growth into a brief tangle of willow 
and alder; then, without warning, to 
open tundra. As we gained higher 
ground our advance was signaled by 
those sentinels of the high country, 
the hoary marmots. One beautifully 
grizzled marmot (sometimes ir- 
reverently referred to as "whistle 
pigs" in Alaska) lay posed on a slab 
of rock. I quickly snapped on a tele- 
photo lens and gave our trip its 
official start. 

With our campsite several miles to 
the south and the weather a mixture 
of low misty clouds and warm 
patches of sunshine, we began to ex- 
plore the Kenai uplands. Viewed 
from the air, sub-arctic tundra must 
resemble wall-to-wall carpeting, but 
at ground level it is a terrain that 
forces even those on shank's mare to 
shift gears. Frost has caused much of 
the tundra to form spongy tussock - 
like mounds with pockets of soil in 
between. These tussocks are too far 
apart for one stride, and the undulat- 
ing gait of stepping into, then out of 
the pockets tends to wrench, if not 
dislocate, everything short of dental 
fillings. Glancing over to Judy's 
bobbing face, I got a weak smile that 
asked, ". . . will it all be like this?" 

But the rewards more than healed 
the discomforts. When studied

closely, any random square foot of 
tundra became a colored mosaic of 
dwarf willow, Labrador tea, moun- 
tain harebell, reindeer moss and 
many other tiny alpine plants. Every 
rock was crusty with colored lichen 
and there were times when our boots 
were a juicy-blue from the mat of 
low-lying berries. 

We had lunch near a glistening 
tundra pond. One bank wore a wisp 
of arctic cottongrass, as though it had 
been daubed by an artist's brush. 
Judy ambled over to investigate 
what she termed "Alaskan Q-tips," 
while I slid a fresh frame behind 
my lens hoping that a hooded mer- 
ganser involved in long periods of 
underwater research would surface 
within lensing distance. 

Berries, of course, meant black 
bear, and we were rarely without 
at least one in sight — more often 
there were three or four. Those blue- 
black beauties were bears of the 
open. They spent the long daylight 
hours of summer on a terrain that 
offered about as much protective 
cover as a football field. Yet, they 
were not at all skitterish or overly 
wary. In fact, if not alerted by his 
keen nose, the black bear of the 
Kenai uplands will absently go on 
inhaling berries even if he is ap- 
proached across wide-open country. 

The Kenai Moose Range also pro- 
vides a home for the world's largest 
carnivore, the Alaska brown bear. 
During the spawning runs of the 
salmon, when rivers and streams are 
literally paved with fish, these shaggy 
giants lumber out of the deep forest 
and hill country to stake inviolable 
fishing claims in several of the 
Kenai's major rivers. 

The Kenai resident that is un- 
questionably the hardest to reach is 
the mountain goat. These moon- 
white mountaineers favor the high, 
windy crags and pinnacles bordering 
the Skilak Glacier, a place of howl- 
ing winds, sheer cliffs and meagre 
forage. There the goat thrives and 
also adds a picturesque touch to the 
stark and splintering spires of rock 
along the Kenai's eastern border. 

But of all the wildlife on the Kenai 
Peninsula it is the moose that is the 
unrivaled celebrity, and the reason 
for the establishment of a wildlife 
refuge. The Kenai National Moose 
Range came into being with Execu- 
tive Order 8979, signed by President 
Roosevelt on December 16, 1941. This 
order acted to preserve a natural 
environment and refuge ". . . for the 



purpose of protecting the natural 
breeding and feeding range of the 
giant Kenai moose." But wise 
naturalists knew that not only was a 
unique game animal being protected, 
but also an unusual and picturesque 
Alaskan landscape. 

Oddly, there is evidence showing 
that moose were almost unknown on 
the Kenai Peninsula prior to the 
1890's. But between 1870 and 1910 
widespread fires on the Kenai low- 
lands caused an abrupt change in the 
forest habitat. These burns wiped out 
large areas of climax growth spruce 
which were soon replaced by excel- 
lent moose forage: willows, bog and 
dwarf birch, serviceberry, aspen, and 
cottonwood, and the moose popula- 
tion began to climb. Several more 
fires occurred and afterward even 
more moose. From a 1900 survey 
showing about 2,000 moose on the 
Kenai, their numbers have increased 
to a current population of well over 
8,000 animals. 

This odd-looking ungulate reaches 
its most impressive stature, in both 
beauty and bulk, in the Alaska 
moose, Alces gigas; and this Alaskan 
species is thought by many to attain 
its peak with the giants that roam 
the Kenai. Royalty from all over the 
world have come to hunt on this 
peninsula where 2,000-pound bulls 
have been taken, and there is a rack 
on record with a 69-inch spread. Fit- 
tingly, the type specimen of the 
Alaska moose destined for our Na- 
tional Museum was collected near 
the Kenai's Tustumena Lake. 

As I sat by our campfire gazing out 
over the sun-dappled lake country, 
all the impressive facts about Kenai 
moose began slowly parading through 
my mind. But the most nagging item 
was that for the five days in deep 
back country we had yet to sight our 
first mature bull. But thoughts of 
moose evaporated as I saw Judy re- 
turning from the creek with a pail of 
blueberries. Thoughts of dessert also 
fled as she laid the pail on a tussock 
and cocked both hands above her 
ears with all ten fingers wiggling. 

"Not charades," I muttered to my- 
self. But when she pointed repeat- 
edly down the slope, I dove for my 
camera. 

"There's a huge bull down near 
the creek," she whispered excitedly 
as I reached her. 

"Did you spook him?" 

"Not a chance." 

"Now you're sure it's a bull?" I 
queried. 



"If what I saw was a cow, she's 
really got problems." 

I worked my way down to a slot in 
some mountain hemlock, wondering 
if the light would hold. The large 
bulls had probably been feeding dur- 
ing very late evening and now, with 
the forest edge shadowed for several 
hours by clouds coming off the ice 
field, they had left the deep timber a 
bit earlier. 

Looking through the eight-power 
tunnel of my binoculars I spotted not 
one but three massive Kenai bulls 
that would slacken the jaws of the 
whole Boone and Crockett commit- 
tee. One was too distant to consider, 
but the remaining pair were only 
about 100 yards apart, and I was 
slightly above and a little over 100 
yards from the closer bull. 

By keeping to the ruts in the earth 
and using the willows as a blind, I 
worked my way to where I felt close 
enough for a shot. I raised my head 
above the thicket only to find the 
dark bull still over 200 feet away. He 
had moved and was now looking 
right at me! Slowly he turned and 
walked into the timber, then paused 
behind a spruce and peered at me 
through a web of boughs. But it took 
about a second for me to notice that 
the sounds of his walking through 
the brush persisted, but now from 
far to my left. 

The other bull was absently walk- 
ing right toward me. If he remained 
on course, as soon as he passed the 
willows through which I was watch- 
ing him, there would be nothing but 
a camera and less than 30 feet of air 
between us. I stood motionless, 
watched and watching. 

The approaching bull shook his 
head free of a swarm of flies, then 
stepped out in the open right in front 
of me. As he drew broadside I 
framed him in the viewfinder and 
triggered the shutter. His right ear 
darted in my direction, but otherwise 
he walked on for another four or five 
strides totally undisturbed. Then the 
sluggish message generated by the 
click of my camera (or my scent) 
finally reached his relaxed brain. 
The giant froze rigid in his tracks. 

Wheeling around with the mien of 
an ocean liner, he faced me with a 
stark and unblinking stare. Turning 
his enormous head and palmated 
rack, he gazed toward his shyer 
brother, then swung back to me. For 
a long moment there was nothing but 
the buzzing of insects and the flashing

Trails of 
the Lincoln 
Back Country

Sportsmen and conservationists in 
Montana have managed to preserve

L ATE in the day, as our horses worked 
along the narrow trail, the white form of 
Kenny's tent took shape ahead of us in the 
dark shadows of the pine woodlands. His 
kitchen tent and little corral stood beside a 
clear stream where cutthroat trout swim, 
and elk, deer, and grizzly bear visit. The 
camp was a welcome sight deep in the heart 
of the Lincoln Back Country. 

Kenny belled the horses and turned them 
out for the night. We assembled our fly rods, 
and within sight of camp were soon catching 
trout for the evening meal. 

"This is one of the finest wildlife areas 
left in the country," Cecil Garland said. He 
had volunteered, along with Kenny, to show 
me this western Montana wilderness. 

There had been two reasons why I wanted 
to come into this Back Country with Cecil 
and Kenny. I like the wild and lonely places 
where there is quiet in the hills. I long to 
see those bits of American wilderness not 
yet disfigured by bulldozers, covered with 
neon, and overrun with people. The Lincoln 
Back Country was said to be such a place. 
Also, I like pack trips. 

Cecil, in addition to owning a general store 
in the little town of Lincoln, works as presi- 
dent of the Lincoln Back Country Protective 
Association. Although not a vigilante group 
in the western frontier sense of the word, 
the association has ridden time after time 
to the defense of the Back Country and 
fought off the developers. 

For fifteen miles in one direction, and 
eight miles in another, the Lincoln-Scape- 
goat Back Country stretches through rugged, 
roadless portions of three national forests in 
western Montana: Lolo, Helena, and Lewis 
and Clark. The Back Country begins eleven 
miles north of Lincoln and about sixty miles 
north of Helena. On the north the 240,500-

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The Truth About 

New Brunswick Salmon 

By L. JAMES BASHLINE 

A flamboyant fighter, possibly the greatest fly rod fish in North America, 
New Brunswick's Atlantic salmon is engaged in a grim battle for survival 



I HE Atlantic salmon is the cherry on top of the eastern 
fly fisherman's sundae. After he's fished the Ausable, the 
Neversink, the Letort, and the Manistee, the names that 
start to glaze his eyes are the Restigouche, the Matane, 
the Grand Cascapedia, and the Miramichi. These are 
salmon rivers and part of the never-never land that fly 
fishing dreams are made of. Most fly rod carriers want 
to fish for this prima donna and some will. But what they 
find when they get to the sacred waters may not be 
what was hoped for. This article is an attempt to lift 
the curtain on the story of New Brunswick's salmon and 
tell it like I've found it to be. The thoughts presented 
here are not all mine. They've been drawn from camp 
owners, guides, tourist- type fishermen (that's my cate- 
gory), and interested bystanders. 

Salmon fishing and trout fishing are almost totally dis- 
similar. Both fish are taken with flies and a fly rod, and 
there the similarity ends. Salmon do not take the hook 
like trout, fight like them, or react like them . . . nor are 
they as plentiful. In any given piece of trout water, fish 
are usually there to fish for. You could be fishing what 
is usually the most productive pool on a salmon river 
and not take a fish simply because there were no fish 
there to catch. A pool could be absolutely devoid of fish 
at 5:30 and hopping with them at 6: 15. This is especially 
true in pools very close to tidewater. Salmon usually 
enter the tidewater holding areas on the incoming tide 
and begin to move into fresh water as the tide ebbs. If 
the spirit moves them, they can travel as fast as 2 m.p.h. 
When they locate a suitable holding pool, they may rest 
as long as a week or move out in a few hours. When sal- 
mon are moving, it's almost impossible to catch them. 

After the angler does locate a pool that contains sal- 
mon he is still a long way from victory. Conditions have 
to be just right before a fish will attach himself to that 
hook. The fly has to be presented properly and the pat- 
tern must be one that appeals to the salmon at that par- 
ticular moment. Most important, the fish must be in a 
taking mood. If it is not, a hundred casts won't make it 
change its mind. But the one hundred and first might. 
A dozen fly changes might have no effect on a particular 
fish, but the thirteenth selection may be taken on the 
first cast. It is not out of pure snobbishness that salmon 
anglers carry a lot of flies. 

In the Province of New Brunswick, which is where 
most Yankee salmon chasers wind up, there are salmon. 
There are far more grilse. These are the young salmon 



just back off their first trip to salt water. They enter the 
river in the 3- to 5-pound weight class and make up 
most of the catch. On the Miramichi the take is probably 
twenty grilse to one salmon. 

Salmon fishing is expensive. On many of the best 
rivers in New Brunswick and on the Gaspe Peninsula, 
daily rod fees can go as high as $100. A $10 rod fee is 
more common, but usually the higher the fee the better 
the fishing. Guides cost $15 per day in New Brunswick 
and by law you must have one, unless you are a camp 
owner or a resident. Food prices are high, too, in eastern 
Canada since practically everything must be transported 
several hundred miles. 

Some public fishing is available in New Brunswick on 
water where rod fees don't apply. Even here, however, 
a week of salmon fishing will total a minimum of $150 
(if you eat a lot of corn flakes). 

If you are very successful and happen to be at the 
right place at the right time you may catch five grilse 
during one week. A little simple arithmetic shows that 
these fish cost a minimum of $30 each. During the 1969 
July salmon run on the Little Southwest Miramichi 
twenty fishermen caught an average of one half fish per 
day over a six-day period. And 1969 was an especially 
good year for July fishing. 

Naturally, the very best salmon fishing is on private 
water. The fishing can be very good on these little-fished 
pools, but at times it's just as tough as on public water. 
All anadromous fish are peculiar creatures and the fact 
that they happen to be in private water for a given time 
does not guarantee that they will strike while they are 
there. Until the salmon find their spawning beds they are 
incurable travelers and strike only when it suits them. 
It is not at all unusual for a section of public water to 
outproduce a private stretch for several weeks. The ad- 
vantages are with you on the private water only because 
the pools are not pounded as hard. 

A chance meeting with Andy Korosec of Manville, 
New Jersey, a few years back got me hooked on salmon 
fishing on the Little Southwest Miramichi. The tail end 
of a vacation trip around the Gaspe had brought my 
wife and me down through New Brunswick. It was early 
September and not a great time for salmon fishing. The 
July fish were already in the protected spawning water 
and the fall run had not quite started. We were there, 
however, and as tourist anglers do, I had to make a few 
casts just to say I had. (Continued on -page 56)

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What's Happening to 
Atlantic Salmon?

The fabled Atlantic salmon is in 
danger. It is on the brink of a fast 
slide to extinction, pushed there 
almost overnight by two separate 
forces. The first is plague. The 
second, more threatening, is man. 

A plague of deadly Irish salmon 
disease, or Ulcerative Dermal Ne- 
crosis — UDN for short — has 
wreaked untold damage on sal- 
mon stocks in Great Britain since 
1965. It seemed to have died down 
there in 1969, but on the other 
hand it appeared on the Continent, 
in Brittany, for the first time. 
Where it will end is still anyone's 
guess, but it will probably die out 
on its own, as did a similar out- 




pared to the manmade havoc 
wrought by the explosive develop- 
ment of the high seas salmon fish- 
ery, where an appalling scramble 
for the fast buck directly threatens 
the whole salmon stock of the At- 
lantic basin, the North American 
stock as well as the European. 
This development has taken place 
so fast that it has reached crisis 
proportions while the authorities 
are still arguing as to whether it 
is serious or not. 

For some time the Greenlanders 
at Sukkertoppen and other tiny 
settlements on the coast of Davis 
Strait set stake nets to take fish 
from the schools of salmon that 
come inshore on their way in and 
Out of Baffin Bay. These salmon 
were caught for local use and the 
numbers involved were small. 

However, two tons were ex- 
ported to Denmark in 1957. En- 
couraged by the Danish govern- 
ment-owned Greenland Trading 
Company, Greenlanders and Danes 
put in more equipment and went 
to work with a will. In 1964, 1,400 
tons of salmon were exported from 
Greenland, and an estimated 500 
tons were consumed locally. In the 
same year the total North Ameri- 
can catch was 2,400 tons, the 
biggest year since 1952. In a few 
years the Greenlanders had 
jumped their catch from near zero 
to rival the Canadian catch and 
claim some 20 percent of the total 
world catch. 

As the latter already represented 
the maximum consistent with the 
maintenance of the stocks, the 
Danes' and Greenlanders' exploit 
is no success story, but a serious 
overexploitation of a limited nat- 
ural resource. 

Greenland has only one small 



river where salmon are known to 
spawn; according to tags returned 
from salmon taken in the Green- 
land fishery, the fish come from 
Canadian and British rivers. They 
are immature fish, weighing from 
2 to 8 pounds, on their way to or 
from their feeding grounds. 

This bonanza triggered another 
rush for the quick dollar, or rather, 
the quick krone. Since there was a 
high seas feeding ground, why not 
find that and work it? Why not, in- 
deed? No law prohibited it. In 1965 
a couple of trawlers using drift 
nets, a method already used with 
deadly effect on the Pacific sal- 
mon, started working the high sea 
in Davis Strait. The rush was on 
when the effectiveness of the 
method was noised about. In 1968 
the drift-netters' catches equalled 
those of the nets on the Greenland 
coast, and the two combined made 
up about half of the world catch of 
Atlantic salmon. 

Next on the scene were the 
longliners, with their lines up to 
eighteen miles long baited with 
thousands of hooks. The Danes 
had brought this technique to a 
high level of efficiency in the Bal- 
tic, along with drift nets, for both 
cod and salmon. Just as for the 
drift-netting in Davis Strait, the 
Danes and the Faeroese pioneered 
the longline and have profited 
most from it, especially after they 
pinpointed a major feeding ground 
off the Lofoten Islands and another 
off the Faeroes, far to the east of 
the Greenland and Davis Strait 
fisheries. In August 1968 some 
300 boats were longlining off the 
Lofotens, on the Norwegian coast, 
and taking an estimated 30,000 
salmon per week. 

These figures add up to deep 



break a century ago. There is no 
cure for the disease, and its cause 
is uncertain, but given sufficient 
protection, the stocks can come 
back on their own as they build up 
resistance to the agent (or agents) 
causing the epidemic. 

Serious as the damage has been 
and as the menace still is from 
UDN, they are only pinpricks com- 
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Despite international protests, commercial fishermen of 
Denmark and Greenland are harvesting this noble but 
weakened game fish in appalling amounts everywhere 



trouble for the salmon, which was 
already fighting a losing battle in 
the long term view before the deep 
sea fisheries doubled the annual 
catch. No species can long with- 
stand such assaults. Yet I have 
heard fisheries officials express 
the opinion that the controversy 
over the high seas salmon fishery 
is just another quarrel among 
different kinds of fishermen about 
who will get the fish. 

It's not that simple. The salmon 
is a special case, as it is an anad- 
romous fish that must run up 
suitable rivers to spawn. For this 
reason salmon have always been 
considered as belonging to the 
countries whose rivers and man- 
agement programs produce them, 
as witness the international agree- 
ments regulating high seas salmon 
fisheries in the Pacific and the 
Baltic. 

The Danes, who produce prac- 
tically no salmon, profit most from 
the high seas and inshore fishing, 
and in spite of repeated protesta- 
tions of goodwill, seem to have no 
intention of giving up haymaking 
while the sun shines. They argue 
that the inshore netting on the 
Greenland coast is strictly the 
Greenlanders' affair, since it goes 
on within territorial limits and the 
Greenlanders take no orders from 
Denmark. As for the drift-netting 
and longlining, the Danes maintain 
there is no scientific proof that 
this is harmful or dangerous to the 
species, and that further research 
is needed to show this before they 
will accept checks or controls on 
the fishing. This specious argu- 
ment is trotted out every time a 
natural resource is being raped. 

Furthermore, the research in- 
sisted on by the Danes depends 



on the slow, patient accumulation 
of data from tagging smolts or 
young salmon. By the time this re- 
search could come to any conclu- 
sions, the salmon could well have 
disappeared the way of the dodo. 
And it must be borne in mind that 
the tags can only come back to 
the researchers from the fisher- 
men who catch the tagged fish. 
Since the argument about the high 
seas fishery has grown bitter, there 
have been no tags returned. The 
fishermen, fully aware that the tags 
can be used against them, are tak- 
ing no chances, and throw them 
back in the sea. 

In 1966 the British were talk- 
ing boycott but dropped the 
threat in the hope a reasonable 
solution to the problem could be 
reached before the International 
Commission for Northwest Atlan- 
tic Fisheries (ICNAF), or the like 
commission for the northeast At- 
lantic, NEAF. 

These international bodies arbi- 
trate questions concerning marine 
fisheries among the member na- 
tions, which include all the salmon- 
producing countries except Ireland 
as well as such nonproducers as 
Italy, Germany, Portugal, and Ru- 
mania. So far ICNAF's handling of 
the problem has not been effective, 
and it is hard to see how it could 
be otherwise, in view of the Danish 
attitude, since ICNAF is only a con- 
sultative body with no enforcement 
powers. Certain ICNAF members 
with a big stake in the problem, 
like Canada and Great Britain, 
send delegates to the annual meet- 
ings who are salmon experts or 
briefed by salmon experts, while 
some of the other delegates, even 
from salmon-producing countries, 
fail to grasp the problem or even 




the fact that there is one. 

It is unfortunate that it is a ma- 
rine fisheries body that is called 
upon to solve the matter. The sal- 
mon is not a true marine species 
but a migratory species whose 
existence is absolutely dependent 
on a fresh-water phase. The spe- 
cies can be managed as a renew- 
able resource only in the rivers 
where it reproduces itself, and by 
experts with fresh-water biology 
training. Only in rivers can the 
spawning runs be counted or esti- 
mated and thus give fisheries 
officials solid data from which to 
decide how many fish may be 
caught and how many should es- 
cape to the spawning grounds. 

At the 1967 meeting of ICNAF 
the Canadian delegates proposed a 
resolution prohibiting the capture 
of salmon on the high seas, with 
the exception of the Baltic, a spe- 
cial case. Although this resolution 
was supported by the United 
States, Great Britain, and Spain, 
the other delegates followed the 
Danes in calling for more research 
before taking any action. 

At the 1968 meeting, the Cana- 
dians, not wishing to renew their 
defeat of the previous year on a

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Water 
Temperature 

Is Fishy Business

If you can't find fish, you can't catch them. Sometimes 
prayer, luck, and random casting will do the trick, but 
with a thermometer, you're a lot more likely to succeed 



The November wind blew arctic 
cold as it swept across Loon Lake 
in Northwestern Lower Michigan. 
My brother George and I were 
shivering as we tried to find the 
coho salmon that were migrating 
from Lake Michigan up through 
Loon Lake and Platte Lake into the 
Platte River to spawn. 

As we slowly trolled the lake I 
concentrated on my sonar unit, 
watching for sign of fish. Finally, 
when we made a swing past the 
mouth of the river, I picked up sev- 
eral blips on the screen at 20 feet. 
"I think we've found them," I said, 
as George started to cut the 
engine. 

To double check the sonar sign, 
I dropped the probe of my elec- 
tronic thermometer over the side 
as we coasted to a stop, then un- 
wound the cable until 20 feet was 
out. When I pressed the button the 
needle jumped up to 53 degrees. 
Just right for coho! The water was 
sure a lot warmer than the air. 

We reeled up our trolling rigs, 
anchored, and started jigging and 
casting with silver spoons in 20 
feet of water. Several minutes 
later, we both had a frantic sur- 
face-shattering coho on the line. A 
couple of hours later we both had 
our limit of big salmon. 

George jerked our outboard into 
life and we headed for a warm 
cabin and some hot food to take 
the chill out of our bones. While 
we motored for shore, a glow of 
self-satisfaction engulfed me as I 
realized that we had found the fish 
electronically and had beaten the 
odds on a strange lake. 



We had caught our limit of coho 
because we understood a basic 
fact about fish: different species 
prefer different temperatures. We 
knew the temperature that coho 
like, and by coupling the thermom- 
eter with the sonar unit, our odds 
for success were greatly increased. 

Water temperature is very im- 
portant to the existence of fish. 
When the surrounding water temp- 
erature goes too far above their 
preferred level, they tend to go off 
their feed and get listless and 
sluggish. Salmon fishermen in 
Lake Michigan became aware of 
this fact during the fall of 1968 
when the water temperature rose 
to 66 degrees down to a depth of 
120 feet and from 8 to 10 miles 
from shore. It's no wonder the sal- 
mon weren't feeding or moving 
around. 

By the same token, when water 
temperature goes below the pre- 
ferred range, the metabolism of 
the fish slows down to such a point 
that they don't feed as actively or 
move around as much as normal. 

But when the water hovers 
around the magic temperature 
point, fish operate at peak effici- 
ency, and anglers can expect to 
come home with heavy catches — 
providing they understand a little 
about the fish they are trying to 
catch. 

To begin with, you must know 
the temperature preferred by the 
fish you are after, and then do your 
fishing in water of this tempera- 
ture. If you cannot find water of 
exactly the right degree, then the 
next closest reading above or be- 
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low the optimum reading is best. 

But important as temperature is 
in determining the most probable 
location of any species of fish in 
any particular body of water at any 
given time of the year, it is not 
everything. Even when an area of 
water is just right, if the cover is 
wrong, the fish won't be there. For 
instance, I once met a fellow in 
northern Minnesota who was just 
learning how to fish according to 
temperature preferences. He knew 
that walleyes liked 60 degrees, 
but he had somehow missed the 
boat on learning what type of habi- 
tat they desired. 

Day after day this unenlightened 
chap trolled in one of two places: 
either near shore in 6 or 7 feet of 
water over a mucky bottom, or 
through an area that had a dense 
weed bottom. And day after day he 
went fishless, because though the 
temperature in both places was 
right, he was not fishing over the 
sandbars, gravel shoals, and rocky 
points that walleyes prefer. 

After taking a look at our string- 
er and listening to a few words 
about choosing proper bottom con- 
ditions or cover according to the 
fish's likes and dislikes, our friend 
went back out to start collecting 
walleyes. And he did it, too! 

Almost any good book on fish 
and fish habits will outline for the 
beginner the various types of cover 
and bottom conditions favored by 
the different species of fish. This 
knowledge alone won't necessarily 
lead to consistently good catches; 
but when it's combined with an un- 
derstanding of temperature prefer- 
ences, it's as sure as a thing like 
this can be. 

A study of water temperatures 
will help your fishing in many 
other ways. For instance, in my 
northern area the cold nights and 
cool breezes reduce the surface 
temperature of the lakes rapidly. 
This colder water is denser and 
heavier in weight then the rest of 
the lake and consequently sinks 
and mixes with the warmer water 
below. As this sinking and mixing 
process progresses, the water 
gradually reaches its maximum 
density at 39.2 degrees F. 

Then as the surface water is 



cooled still further by cold air, 
cold winds, and rains, the surface 
of the lake will start to freeze. But 
since fresh water reaches its maxi- 
mum density at 39.2 degrees, 
water colder than that will be 
lighter in weight. Thus, when the 
surface of the lake freezes, a con- 
dition of inverse stratification will 
exist, whereby the coldest water 
will lie in a layer under the ice and 
the rest of the lake will be uniform 
in temperature. 

Obviously, a fish's temperature 
preferences won't make much dif- 
ference at this point because it 
doesn't have any choice. However, 
if an angler knows the location of 
underwater springs, he can have 
some excellent fishing. Although 
these springs will be cooler than 
the surrounding water in the sum- 
mer, they will usually be warmer 
than the nearby water during 
winter, and fish tend to congregate 
in the warmest water they can find 
during the cold months. 

To find these springs, the angler 
should explore the lake with a 
thermometer during the summer 
and triangulate them with mark- 
ings on the shore so he can re- 
locate them when the water is 
frozen over. 

Other areas which are usually 
hotspots in winter are places 
where factories discharge warm 
water into lakes. 

In spring the temperature make- 
up of the lake changes again. The 
sun warms the surface water until 
it reaches maximum density and 
sinks to mix with the cooler water 
just below. Wind and wave action 
continue the mixing process until 
the entire lake is at or near 39.2, 
the maximum density. This is 
called the spring turnover. 

In the summer months, as the 
air warms the surface, the water 
in some of the larger and deeper 
lakes becomes divided into three 
distinct and separate layers. This 
phenomenon is caused when the 
top-water temperature becomes 
sufficiently warmer, and therefore 
lighter, than the water underneath 
to prevent mixing. This means that 
the warmer and lighter water stays 
on top. Then as the surface warms 
still further, the warmest water 



stays on top while the colder water 
sinks toward the bottom. 

The end result of this summer 
stratification is the three layers 
mentioned above. First there is the 
epilimnion, the layer of warm 
surface water. Third is the hypo- 
limnion, the cold-water zone. In 
between is the thermocline — the 
layer that is most important to 
fishermen. 

The epilimnion is usually too 
warm for game fish and it is usual- 
ly inhabited only by small fish and 
non-game-fish species, except dur- 
ing the night and early morning 
hours when the water is cooler. 

The lower portion of the lake, 
the hypolimnion, is made up of 
cold water, is usually devoid of 
forage fish, and generally has a 
low oxygen content. 

So it's in the thermocline that 
game fish, during the heat of sum- 
mer, will usually be found, because 
here is the most favorable combi- 
nation of water temperature, food, 
and oxygen. 

Fortunately, the thermocline, 
which can best be described as the 
layer of water where the drop in 
temperature is at least 1 degree 
Centigrade per meter of depth, is 
not hard to find. All it takes is an 
electronic water thermometer. The 
probe is lowered slowly while the 
angler watches the dial on the face 
of the instrument. As soon as the 
rapid temperature drop shows up, 
the thermocline has been found. 

I well remember my introduc- 
tion to the thermocline. An old- 
timer returned to the dock one day 
with a limit each of rainbow trout 
up to 24 inches in length. I had 
spent the day in the 90-degree 
heat under the blistering sun that 
hung like a red ball of fire in a 
cloudless sky. I had trolled, cast, 
still-fished, and tried every legal 
method that I could think of to 
catch a nice trout, but my success 
amounted to a small demented 
rainbow of about 10 inches, which 
I released. 

I swallowed my pride and asked 
the oldtimer where he had fished 
that day and what method he had 
used to catch the fish. His answer 
surprised me.

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Small Stream Savvy

Oftentimes rich in feisty fish, often overlooked by anglers, small streams 
harbor bonanza catches for those who know the tricks it takes to fish them 



I HERE was a tiny stream of water that ran from Smith- 
town, Long Island, to the sea. I once knew its name — a 
tongue-twisting Indian word for a trickle someone had 
the presumption to label a creek — but I've forgotten it 
now. At its widest point it was 3 feet across. It ran 
through such a magnificent tangle of bush that if it 
weren't for the road sign, no one would have known it 
existed. But the sign made little difference. In seven 
years of fishing I never saw another soul on that brook, 
though its unpronounceable waters produced limit after 
limit of fat trout for me. 

Yet the creels full of fish I caught aren't the only 
reason I remember that place with such favor. The many 
hours I spent walking its bushy banks taught me a great 
deal about small streams and how to fish them. I've been 
cashing in on those lessons ever since. 

Perhaps the most important plus in any small stream's 
favor is that it's bound to be overlooked by the majority 
of anglers. Long Island, in some parts, is easily the most 
overpopulated patch of sand in the country, and was 
when I lived there ten years ago. On any day during 
the first two months of trout season, popular rivers like 
the Nissequogue and the Connetquot were glutted with 
hip-to-hip fishermen. My little stream stayed depend- 
ably empty. 

Maybe it's some vague but incorrect association with 
size: small streams . . . small fish . . . small catches. More 
likely it's the sheer weight of publicity received by larger 
rivers with famous names. 

Whatever the reasons, I've found that like my tiny 
gold mine, small streams everywhere never get the rec- 
ognition or resulting pressure endured by their bigger 
brothers. Consequently they're not just uncrowded, but 
their trout are less wary than those that live in rivers and 
lakes. 

Another welcome characteristic common to these 
overlooked hotspots is that they remain in prime condi- 
tion all year long. Small feeders get little more than 
cloudy in the spring, and their peak runoff is short in 
comparison with major drainages. In midsummer, their 
narrow width and ample bank brush keep the hot sun 
off the water. This, plus the fact that they're usually fed 
by icy springs, means they keep their cool. Both factors 
help the trout they hold lead a delightfully normal life. 
Their surroundings seldom change, and as a result they 
can be counted on to provide consistently good fishing 
when other places have their ups and downs. 

Of course, as enticing as those facts may be, there's 
still a lot of know-how required if you're going to score 
on small streams. Effectively fishing little water requires 



some unusual techniques, specialized tackle, and an 
understanding of the streams' ecology — the twists of na- 
ture that make them run. I guess you could call it having 
some "small stream savvy." 

Perhaps the biggest problem that meets anglers un- 
familiar with working little water is how to overcome 
the brush. Typically, there will be plenty of it — willows, 
briers, huckleberry — and it's usually packed into a tight 
wall that doesn't exactly make for easy access or egress. 

To beat the brush, get yourself a pair of waders, find 
some point of entry, and just start moving with the cur- 
rent. That's right— downstream. 

Working upstream is a traditional practice, and on big 
water with its accompanying freedom of movement and 
lack of back brush, it's fine. But in small streams it's 
downright foolish. 

Hotspots for fish will be places like undercut banks, 
snags lying across the water, and holes on the corners 
of switchbacks. Because the brush and the width of the 
stream are so confining, working small streams by cast- 
ing upstream is well-nigh impossible. By moving down- 
stream you're always above the holes. All it takes to get 
into them is a short drift, so there's no worry about 
finding the room to cast. 

Another benefit to the downstream approach is re- 
duced noise. No matter how silent you try to be, wading 
against the current is going to cause some splashing. 
This won't raise too many problems when you're looking 
for fish 20 or 30 feet away, but brooks you can jump 
across require close-in fishing. You'll find many of your 
trout hitting on only 3 or 4 feet of line. When you're 
trying to fool them that close, they're quite susceptible 
to any noise you make, and carefully picking your way 
downstream is virtually a soundless approach. 

The only objection I've ever heard from fishermen is 
that moving with the current raises mud-clouds that 
spook fish below you. But unless you're wading in pure 
muck, the surefootedness of this approach disturbs very 
little bottom. What it does is kick up bait — minnows and 
nymphs dislodged underfoot and a small trickle of roil. 

Two tricks of seasoned trout fishermen are utilized in 
this process: the practice of raking through the gravel 
at the head of a hole to send bait downstream and en- 
courage the fish to feed, and throwing a handful of dirt 
into a stream. This simulates a bank caving in and sup- 
posedly cues the trout to watch for a worm. 

Just how effective — and necessary — this downstream 
approach is to your success is mirrored by a surprising 
day I had on a little nameless creek near Sussex, New 
Jersey. (Continued on page 102) 



A long fly rod, in unlikely partnership with a worm, can ease the task of fishing some streams 
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0 N A summer Sunday as many as 
1,000 boats, each with two or three 
fishermen aboard, jockey over the 
weed beds and deep holes on Lake 
St. Clair. Their main quarry is wall- 
eye or yellow perch, but bass, pike, 
musky, and several species of pan 
fish may also succumb to their baits 
and lures. So productive is Lake St. 
Clair, the border-straddling body of 
water between Ontario and Michi- 
gan, on the doorstep of Detroit, that 
it can stand the harvest of countless 
thousands of anglers and about fifty 
commercial fishing boats each year 
without being overfished. 

But this summer, and perhaps for 
several summers to come, there will 
be no fishing on Lake St. Clair. All 
fishing has been banned on both 
sides of the border. The reason is 
mercury, the nebulous "quick-sil- 
ver" of the medieval alchemists, 
that has been dumped into the St. 
Clair River at the astronomical rate 
of 200 pounds per day by Dow 
Chemical plants located on the On- 
tario side of the river at Sarnia. 

Most people know mercury only 
as a silvery liquid metal. Only a 
few know that it is highly poisonous. 
The analysis of Lake St. Clair wall- 
eyes showed mercury concentrations 
as high as 7 parts per million (ppm) . 
This is 14 times the liberal .5 ppm 
limit allowed in food for human 
consumption by the Canada Depart- 
ment of Health. Yet there is evi- 
dence that even the .5 ppm limit 
may be too high. The World Health 
Organization recommends a limit of 
.05 ppm, while the U.S. Department 
of Health has a mercury tolerance 
rating of zero. 

Unfortunately, Lake St. Clair is 
not the only body of water whose 
fish have been contaminated by 
mercury. It was just the first to be 
discovered. When the Canadian gov- 
ernment ordered the closing of com- 
mercial fishing on Lake St. Clair, it 
instigated what one pollution expert 
called "the great mercury hunt." 
Shortly after, mercury-contaminated 



fish were discovered in the St. Clair 
River, the Detroit River, the south- 
ern end of Lake Huron, and nearly 
all of Lake Erie. A few days later, 
mercury pollution was found in the 
Wabigoon River and in Clay Lake 
in northwestern Ontario, an area not 
far from the Minnesota border and 
renowned for its trout, walleye, and 
pike fishing. Two weeks later, seri- 
ously mercury-contaminated fish 
were found in Lake Winnipeg, the 
Saskatchewan River, and Cedar 
Lake in Manitoba, and in the upper 
end of British Columbia's Howe 
Sound, famed king salmon fishery. 

As test activities intensified, sev- 
eral dozen additional lakes and 
rivers in Ontario alone — including 
waters several hundred miles from 
industry — were found to be mer- 
cury-polluted. The traces were small 
— from .1 to .2 ppm — but still two 
to four times the maximum safe 
level recommended by the World 
Health Organization. It became ap- 
parent that mercury was a wide- 
spread pollutant on the order of 
DDT, and that it was being spewed 
into the air as well as the water by 
industries. 

Thus far, all fishing has been 
banned in Lake St. Clair, the St. 
Clair River, the Ontario side of the 
Detroit River, the Wabigoon River, 
and Clay Lake. Commercial fishing 
has been banned on the western end 
of Lake Erie, the south end of Lake 
Huron, the Ontario section of the 
St. Lawrence River, and Ontario's 
Ottawa River, Lake St. Francis, and 
Ball, Indian, Grassy Narrows, Lount, 
Separation, Umfreville, Tetu, Swan, 
and Eaglenest Lakes. The province 
of Manitoba has banned commercial 
fishing in Lake Winnipeg, the Sas- 
katchewan River, and Cedar Lake. 
The export of Ontario Lake Erie fish 
has been halted. Sportsmen fishing 
these waters have been warned that 
eating the fish they catch may be 
hazardous. 

In spite of the fact that mercury 
as a pollutant is not really new, its 



role in the environment is generally 
unknown. No one knows how wide- 
spread or damaging it is. It is known 
that not all mercury sinks and stays 
at the bottom of rivers in which it 
is dumped. In water, mercury un- 
dergoes a complicated chemical 
change to form a methyl compound 
which is organic and will dissolve 
in water. From there, as Swedish 
studies have shown, the mercury 
compounds are absorbed by aquatic 
organisms, including fish, and are 
magnified through the food chain in 
a pattern similar to that of DDT. 
The most important thing that is 
known about mercury is that it is 
highly poisonous. In 1953, in Mina- 
mata, Japan, forty-one people died 
and more than a hundred were 
maimed for life by a malady that 
was ultimately diagnosed as mer- 
cury poisoning. These people ate 
shellfish from a bay contaminated 
by mercury from a plastics plant. 

"Two meals of the contaminated 
Lake St. Clair fish would be the 
maximum safe level for a human in 
one year," said Dr. John George, a 
zoologist from the University of 
Western Ontario whose graduate 
student, Norvald Fimreite, discov- 
ered the mercury contamination in 
the Lake St. Clair fish. "These fish 
averaged 3 ppm of mercury. If any- 
one ate them for three meals in 
seven days, it would be fatal." 

Tests in Japan showed that mer- 
cury levels as low as 1.2 ppm can 
cause physical and nervous damage 
depending on how much fish is con- 
sumed and how often. It was found 
that even very low levels of mercury 
caused brain cell damage and break- 
down of chromosomes, the part of 
the reproductive cell that determines 
all inheritable characteristics. 

The Japanese tests have also 
shown that the mercury tolerance 
levels vary from one individual to 
another. Levels as low as 6 ppm in 
fish consumed in one meal have 
caused death in some people, but 
the usual lethal dose was 10 ppm. 
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In the case of pregnant women, it 
was shown that the mercury travels 
via the placenta and concentrates in 
the unborn child, resulting in an 
increase in nervous disorders and 
deformation among infants. 

A detailed chronology of events 
leading up to the discovery of mer- 
cury pollution in the Lake St. Clair- 
Lake Erie area is difficult to obtain 
because of conflicting statements. 
However, even the bare events show 
some startling lapses by the On- 
tario government and, indeed, the 
Michigan government, as well as the 
industries responsible for the pollu- 
tion. The mercury poisoning in 
Japan was well documented, as was 
the mercury pollution scare in 
Sweden in 1966 that resulted in the 
banning of mercury-based fungi- 
cides and the establishment of pro- 
cedures that have eliminated the 
possibility of mercury escaping in 
industrial wastes. The Dow Chem- 
ical chlor-alkali plants, a part of a 
$150 million complex at Sarnia, have 
been in operation since 1950, and 
according to the Ontario Water Re- 
sources Commission have daily 
dumped 200 million gallons of par- 
tially treated waste water that con- 
tained 200 pounds of mercury into 
the St. Clair River. It has been es- 
timated that the daily discharge of 
200 pounds of mercury was worth 
$450,000 a year when based on the 
average 1969 prices. The mercury 
sediment on the bottom of Lake St. 
Clair is reputed to be five miles 
long. Some of the samples of the 
bottom mud revealed an amazing 
level of 1,400 ppm. 

"Obviously Lake St. Clair has 
been polluted for twenty years," 
said George Kerr, Ontario's Minis- 
ter of Energy and Resources, during 
a rare emergency debate in the par- 
liament on April 2. "Industry has 
known about it and if industry has 
any conscience at all it will start 
cleaning it up." The usually unflap- 
pable Mr. Kerr banged his desk 
during the debate and called the in- 
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dustry a "thief" and the government 
a "policeman." Two days prior to 
this angry outburst, Mr. Kerr or- 
dered Dow Chemical to stop dump- 
ing mercury into the St. Clair River 
by April 15 or close down. Faced 
with this ultimatum, the company, 
showing unusual speed and energy, 
complied with the order and in- 
stalled treatment facilities that have 
halted the flow of mercury from the 
plants into the river. 

A few days later, the Canadian 
federal and Ontario provincial gov- 
ernments told Dow to pay compen- 
sation to the commercial fishermen 
and tourist operators affected by the 
Lake St. Clair fishing closure within 
six months or face court action in 
which the governments would give 
the grieved parties full legal and 
technical support in the litigation. 

Dow Chemical did not reply to 
the government's demands for com- 
pensation payments, but defended 
itself by stating that other industries 
in the area also contributed to the 
mercury pollution in Lake St. Clair. 
"We know also that a great deal of 
mercury comes from fly ash which 
is scattered by a great many indus- 
tries," said L. D. Smithers, president 
of Dow Chemical of Canada Ltd. 

It is difficult to assess if Dow will 
be compelled to pay the compensa- 
tion, but there is a precedent for 
such action. At least one company 
has paid compensation to commer- 
cial fishermen in Canada because of 
an imposed government ban on fish- 
ing due to pollution. In the mean- 
time, Ontario and Canadian federal 
government officials have offered the 
fishermen and resort operators in- 
terest-free loans until the compen- 
sation is settled. 

However, despite Mr. Kerr's vig- 
orous stand on the mercury issue 
after it surfaced before the public 
view, there is disturbing evidence 
of government incompetence and in- 
action. Despite the Japanese and 
Swedish mercury pollution prece- 
dents, the federal and provincial 



authorities never thought to investi- 
gate the possibility of mercury pol- 
lution in Canada. 

In the summer of 1968, the On- 
tario Water Resources Commission 
took mud samples from the St. Clair 
River for biological testing. They 
were looking for living organisms 
that are excellent indicators of the 
water quality. These samples were 
saved for testing throughout the 
winter of 1968-69. In February, 1969, 
the Commission sent some repre- 
sentatives to a symposium on pollu- 
tion at the University of Western 
Ontario. A paper was presented 
there by a Norwegian Ph.D. student, 
Norvald Fimreite, who was study- 
ing mercury uses and contamination 
in wildlife in Canada and who, in 
the fall of 1969, discovered the dan- 
gerous levels of mercury in pheas- 
ants and Huns in Alberta with the 
consequence that the Alberta gov- 
ernment immediately closed its 
hunting season on these game birds. 
Fimreite's paper stated in part: 

"It is evident that by far the 
largest quantities of mercury and 
mercury compounds are used for 
industrial purposes. The industrial 
and urban areas of Ontario and 
Quebec must account for at least 
two-thirds of all mercury used in 
Canada. . . . 

"The aquatic ecosystems are 
most likely to be contaminated, 
with the highest amounts of mer- 
cury appearing at the ends of food 
chains, in animals such as large 
predacious fish, fish-eating birds 
and mammals. . . ." 
The Ontario Water Resources 
Commission pollution experts heard 
about this, but more than two 
months went by before the St. Clair 
River mud samples were tested for 
mercury. When tests were taken, 
the Commission found mercury in 
sufficiently high quantity to carry 
out more tests. But again another 
waiting period occurred while they 
tried to find the source of the mer- 
cury.

BREWSTER'S PIPE SCHEME 

On A MORNING in May many years ago Len Putnam 
and my son, then a lad of 10, and I were stowing our 
gear in the boat to fish for trout in Walden Pond, 
Massachusetts, and as I passed the rods to Len I said, 
"Here, put these out of harm's way." 

Len laid the rods across the boat seats and when 
my eager offspring stepped aboard his foot came down 
on Len's rod and smashed the tip. To this very day 
when Len inquires about my family he always asks, 
"And how's Harm?" 

But the problem of where to put rods in a small boat 
so they can't be stepped on, tangled with, or lost over- 
board was solved last fall when Bill Brewster drove up 
to hunt grouse with me. Bill had been duck shooting 
the day before and his fiber-glass canoe was still on 
top of his station wagon. When I inspected his tiedown 
I happened to notice two lengths of water pipe pop- 
riveted to the inside of the canoe, and a brilliant light 
flashed in my brain: of course — rod scabbards! 

So if you haven't yet figured out a way to carry rods 
safely in your boat or canoe, feel free to borrow the 
idea I borrowed from Bill Brewster. Buy some plastic 
(PVC) water pipe at your local plumbing supply shop, 
cut it to rod length or a little less, and fasten it to the 



inner surface under the gunwales. Slide the set-up rods 
into the pipes and they will be out of the way and safe 
from mishap. 

The method of attaching the pipe depends on what 
the boat is made of. It can be screwed to the ribs of a 
wooden boat or either bolted or riveted through the 
side of one made of fiber glass or aluminum. Sawing 
the pipe ends at an angle exposes an almost-flat surface 
through which it can be fastened directly to the boat. 
To make the pipe conform to the contour of the side, 
cut a window in the middle of the pipe and fasten it 
there as well. Or the pipe can be attached with narrow 
metal bands. Use only aluminum hardware on an alu- 
minum boat. 

The size of the pipe is determined by the rods. One- 
inch ID will accommodate a fly rod, but 1%-inch pipe 
is needed for spinning and trolling rods. If scabbards 
are mounted on both sides of the boat, position those 
on one side as far forward as possible and those on 
the other side toward the aft end. This makes it easier 
to insert the rods from the bow and stern seats. 

Plastic pipe is so light in weight that a pair of 8-foot 
scabbards will add hardly any extra heft to the boat. 
And if you trail your Ashing craft, the rods can ride 
safely in the pipes during the trip, all set up and ready 
to go when you get there.

THE yellow metal cases in which 
35mm film is sold can be made 
into handy salt and pepper shak- 
ers for picnics and camp-outs.

late summer the mercury pollution 
had been traced to the Dow Chem- 
ical plants at Sarnia. The Commis- 
sion then informed the company, 
which agreed to stop the mercury 
loss, but apparently no date by 
which this had to be done was set. 

It wasn't until September that the 
Commission collected some fish 
from the St. Clair River and from 
Lake St. Clair to send them to a 
laboratory in California. At that 
time the Commission was unaware 
that the Fisheries Research Board 
of Canada laboratory at Winnipeg, 
Manitoba, could perform the rather 
complex tests. A week or two prior, 
Mr. Fimreite also sent some Lake 
St. Clair fish to the California lab- 
oratory, mainly to satisfy his own 
curiosity as to whether they were 
contaminated by mercury. 

George Kerr, Ontario's Minister of 
Energy and Resources, had stated 
that the fish tests came back in Jan- 
uary, but that the high levels of 
mercury were not "confirmed" until 
the Winnipeg laboratory finished its 
testing in March. However, even 
then it was the Canadian federal 
government that first acted and 
placed a commercial fishing ban on 
Lake St. Clair and later an export 
ban on Lake Erie fish. The follow- 
ing week, Mr. Kerr issued a min- 
isterial order to the eleven chlor- 
alkali plants and pulp and paper 
mills in the province to eliminate 
mercury losses by June 30 or be 
closed down. But at the same time, 
as well as in subsequent statements, 
Mr. Kerr attempted to alleviate 
public fears about the federal action 
by stating that more recent and 
more numerous tests averaged 1.3 
ppm and were not alarming or very 
dangerous. Yet the 1.3 ppm is more 
than two and a half times the Ca- 
nadian government's permissible 
level for mercury in human food 
and 260 times that recommended as 
the maximum safe level by the 
World Health Organization. 

It was not until a week and a half 
after the federal ban that the On- 
tario government moved to close 
down sport fishing in Lake St. Clair, 
the St. Clair River, and the Detroit 
River, along with the Wabigoon 
River and Clay Lake in northwest- 
ern Ontario. 

In a Toronto Globe and Mail ar- 
ticle on the mercury pollution prob- 
lem, reporter Frances Russell ob- 
tained the following answers from 
the Ontario Water Resources Com- 
mission pollution experts as to why 
the mercury pollution had not been 
discovered earlier: 

"Why wasn't mercury testing 
done at the time of the Japanese 
and Swedish experiences? — 'The 
Japanese eat far more fish than 
we do, and they don't have any 
pollution controls .... We have 
all their papers, but they're writ-

"When did the OWRC inform its 
minister of the mercury levels in 
the St. Clair River?— 'When did 
we inform the government? We 
are the government. What do you 
mean? .... We don't tell the 
minister about every little pollu- 
tion problem.' 

"Why wasn't fish testing done 
immediately after the testing of 
the mud sample in May, 1969? — 
'Why, back then, we didn't know 
that the mercury could get into 
fish.' 

"But Mr. Fimreite gave a paper 
in February about that. — 'Mr. 
Fimreite was doing most of his 
studies about mercury contamina- 
tion of birds from eating mercury- 
treated seed grains .... The gap 
between researchers and the per- 
son working in the field is often 
five to ten years.' " 
With subsequent testing of Lake 
Erie fish, relatively high concentra- 
tions of mercury — .5 to 1 ppm — were 
discovered in fish from the western 
end of Lake Erie, indicating a source 
of mercury pollution from Michigan. 
And indeed, the mercury source was 
traced to Wyandotte Chemical Cor- 
poration located below Detroit on 
the Detroit River. 

A few days after the second 
source of mercury pollution was dis- 
covered, an emergency meeting took 
place in Ontario's capital, Toronto. 
It was attended by Governor W.G. 
Milliken of Michigan, several min- 
isters of the Ontario government, 
and representatives from the state 
of Ohio, as well as from both U.S. 
and Canadian federal governments. 
The representatives at the meeting 
agreed to coordinate and crack down 
on all polluters along the entire 
Great Lakes waterway with imme- 
diate emphasis on mercury pollu- 
tion. They further agreed to hold a 
top-level conference on pollution of 
the Great Lakes during the summer, 
which would be attended by the 
Governors of all states bordering the 
Great Lakes, the Prime Ministers of 
Ontario and Quebec, and federal 
representatives from both the United 
States and Canadian governments. 

Immediately upon returning to 
Michigan, Governor Milliken banned 
all fishing on the Michigan side of 
Lake St. Clair and the St. Clair 
River. He lifted that ban May 30 to 
allow catch-and-release fishing only, 
and further ordered that certain fish 
caught in Lake Erie, southern Lake 
Huron, and Port Sanilac could not 
be kept if caught. 

The Governor also telephoned 
Wyandotte Chemicals and received 
an agreement from the company to 
halt further discharges of mercury. 
"They informed me that steps would 
be taken immediately to institute 
procedures to terminate all dis- 
charges," the Governor said. 

A few days after Michigan's fish- 
ing ban, Governor James A. Rhodes 
of Ohio announced a ninety-day ban 



on commercial fishing on the Ohio 
side of Lake Erie, but took no action 
against sport fishing. However, he 
cautioned sportsmen against eating 
any of the Lake Erie catches until 
a full investigation was made. 

Clearly, more research needs to 
be done on mercury pollution across 
the entire North American conti- 
nent. Besides being helpful for tak- 
ing temperatures, mercury is chiefly 
used in the manufacture of fungi- 
cides, by chlor-alkali plants as an 
electrolytic catalyst in the manufac- 
ture of chlorine and caustic soda, in 
some plastics industries, and as a 
slimicide in pulp and paper mills. It 
gets into rivers and lakes as part of 
the effluent from these industries 
and to a very minor extent from 
agricultural runoff. 

It has been reported in the Ca- 
nadian press that there are eight 
chlor-alkali plants and eight pulp 
and paper mills that use mercury in 
Canada. About 200,000 pounds of 
mercury are used a year, two-thirds 
of it in Ontario and Quebec. How 
widespread the mercury usage is in 
the United States is unknown, but 
the American industrial com] olex is 
many times greater than that of 
Canada. It is probable that the use 
of mercury is proportionally greater. 
And certainly the American indus- 
tries' pollution record is no better 
or no worse than that of Canada. 

In Canada there is increasing evi- 
dence of mercury contamination 
everywhere the element is used. The 
scenic Ottawa River flowing through 
Canada's capital has several pulp 
and paper mills on it and mercury 
has been found in its fish — up to 2 
ppm in a few specimens, but on the 
average below .5 ppm. It is evident 
that no body of water flowing 
through the industrial area of Can- 
ada where mercury is used is be- 
yond suspicion. 

There are those who point out 
that the troubles of Lake St. Clair 
have alerted our attention to one 
form of pollution that has not yet 
gotten out of hand. Canadian fish- 
eries minister Jack Davies takes this 
happy view: "We have caught our 
mercury problem in time," he says. 
"We have caught it before there has 
been any real danger to human 



so 



Yet all these words have a famil- 
iar ring to them. Mercury pollution 
is being treated the same as oil pol- 
lution or any other pollution disaster 
that mushrooms before our eyes. It 
is time we stopped treating each of 
these pollution disasters as an iso- 
lated act of God and realized that 
they are the results of very shoddy 
technology and stem from a very 
shoddy set of values. 

If George Kerr honestly meant 
that the industry that pollutes a 
river is a thief, then our society 
must see to it that the same social 
stigma be attached to an industrialist 
who allows his plant to pollute the 
environment as is attached to a thief. 
The picture for fishing on Lake 
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St. Clair and the other mercury- 
polluted waters is gloomy. In clean 
water, the mercury in the tissues of 
a fish has a half life of seventeen to 
twenty weeks. This means that if a 
Lake St. Clair fish were placed in 
clean water, it would take at least 
thirty-four to forty weeks before 
the mercury level would decline be- 
low the allowable .5 ppm. In Sweden 
fish were still found with high mer- 
cury contamination four years after 
the flow of mercury was halted. 

The key question is how long will 
it take for Lake St. Clair to be 
cleansed of mercury. No one knows. 
Even if no mercury was allowed to 
be dumped into the St. Clair River 
— presuming that Dow was the only 
polluter — then the water and silt 
will remain contaminated for quite 
some time. Dow Chemical has 
agreed to dredge the bottom of the 
river, and clean up the mercury 
sediment, but no one is certain that 
this will indeed clean up the river. 
Some pollution experts feel that 
dredging may stir up enough mer- 
cury to do more harm than good. 
(Editors' note: Reports reaching us 
at press time say Ontario has lifted 
its sport fishing bans. But fishermen 
were warned not to eat fish caught 
in mercury-polluted waters. All 
commercial fishing bans were 
upheld.) *C

life by providing for a continuous 
supply of timber and forage, by pro- 
tecting the watersheds, and by pro- 
viding habitat for wildlife, including 
rare and endangered species. But, 
also, the Federal lands comprise 
open spaces available to all. 

This is especially true of the public 
domain of the West, the "leftover 
lands" which nobody wanted in the 
course of settlement. Now they con- 
stitute the last great roving room, a 
recreational and scientific resource, 
a sanctuary for man. In such ways 
they serve the entire country, and 
especially the communities immedi- 
ately adjacent to them. They should 
serve further as models of land-use 
planning. 

Old laws need to be updated. The 
Homestead Act and Desert Land 
Entry Act have long lost their ori- 
ginal meaning and intent. They are 
utilized now largely by land boomers 
and speculators and need to be re- 
voked. 

Retention, of course, opens other 
questions of protection and manage- 
ment. Millions upon millions of acres 
of public domain have gone steadily 
downhill because they have been re- 
stricted to a single use — livestock 
grazing — without adequate protec- 
tion. In this area I hope the PLLRC 
will advance the following proposals: 

(a) Bureau of Land Management 
lands should henceforth be truly 
managed lands, on the multiple use 
principle, based upon a new organic 
act and Congressional mandate. The 
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Taylor Grazing Act of 1934 au- 
thorized the Secretary of the Interior 
to do certain things "in order to 
promote the highest use of the public 
lands pending its final disposal." That 
was the first step to management, but 
it dealt almost exclusively with graz- 
ing values and lacked a commitment 
to permanence. Then came the Clas- 
sification and Multiple Use Act of 
1964, which has demonstrated the 
value and public desire for retention 
and protection of the land. Beyond a 
doubt, if government had been truly 
progressive, classification would have 
taken place years ago. 

Secretary of the Interior Walter J. 
Hickel took positive action in March 
by proposing the designation of a 
10.5-million-acre National Scenic 
Area in the Wrangell Mountains in 
south-central Alaska. It would be a 
new category of land use under his 
Department, designed for balanced 
recreation and commodity produc- 
tion. It represents a step in the right 
direction, but the real answer is for 
Congress to authorize and fund the 
management of what could be called 
National Resource Areas, units com- 
parable to the national forests and 
parks, for administration by BLM. 

(b) Fees for grazing on public 
lands need to be raised from the ri- 
diculously low levels, compared to 
fair market value, presently enjoyed 
by a small minority of privileged 
livestock growers. The importance of 
such action has been recognized and 
recommended by the Bureau of the 
Budget since Dwight Eisenhower was 
president. Through political pres- 
sure, the livestock lobby has blocked 
the increase and the assertion of 
public management of public lands. 

Livestock interests have proposed 
these areas be dispensed to private 
ownership, or "returned to the states" 
(though the states never owned 
them), or that they be given "long 
term, assured and preferential ten- 
ure." Through domination of BLM 
advisory boards, they have kept ad- 
ministration weak. Grazing is im- 
portant, but not necessarily the pri- 
mary use of western public range 
lands. All "publics" need to be in- 
volved in developing a balanced pro- 
gram for restoration of soil, water, 
and wildlife values, as well as im- 
provement of the livestock forage 
resource. There needs to be guarantee 
of public access and an end to the 
practice of landowners setting up 
barriers and charging gate fees to 
hunters to come on the public land. 

(c) The principle of multiple use 
should be clearly reaffirmed as the 
fundamental management system 
governing national forests and BLM 
areas. The recent defeat of the Na- 
tional Timber Supply Bill in the 
House of Representatives demon- 
strated the desire of the people that 
uses of public lands not be decided 
on the basis of the greatest dollar 
return or the maximum production 
of a single commodity. 

If public lands were managed to 
secure the greatest dollar return 
from commodities such as timber or 
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forage, as some have proposed, rather 
than the best combination of en- 
vironmental, social, and economic 
uses, the latter would be the obvious 
losers. All resources must be re- 
garded as interrelated. In fact, for 
improved multiple use management 
of the National Forest System, Con- 
gress should provide for accelerated 
acquisition of private in-holdings. 

(d) Fishermen and hunters should 
be expected to pay a fair fee jor use 
of national forests and BLM areas, 
with their funds applied to improve- 
ment of facilities. Appropriated funds 
for wildlife habitat improvement are 
terribly inadequate, in many places 
virtually nonexistent. A new program 
under which sportsmen pay their 
way can assure them of better recre- 
ation and make their investment 
worthwhile. This system has worked 
well in two eastern national forests, 
where the state imposes a stamp of 
$1 for habitat improvement. 

(e) New attention should be paid 
by Congress to management concepts 
in national parks and national wild- 
life refuges. The former should not 
continually be regarded as play- 
grounds with space unlimited. The 
National Park Service should be di- 
rected to strive for optimum ap- 
preciation and understanding of the 
natural scene, rather than for maxi- 
mum numbers of visitors. The time 
may be at hand in some parks to in- 
stitute a reservation system and to 
restrict, or reduce, the space avail- 
able to trailers and large luxury ve- 
hicles. The national wildlife refuges 
should be carefully reviewed for 
such uses as farming, grazing, and 
timber cutting, which seem at vari- 
ance with restoration of the native 
wilderness tableau. 

(f) The antiquities resource is in 
desperate need of care and protec- 
tion. Throngs of Americans journey 
overseas to view and photograph the 
vestiges of ancient civilizations, while 
the very things they adore abroad 
they are inclined to overlook, even 
to destroy, at home. The Antiquities 
Act of 1906 was designed to protect 
ancient Indian ruins from vandalism, 
but little has been done in recent 
years to weigh the cultural value of 
antiquities against other resources. 
Thus we are squandering the story 
of Man in America — possibly because 
it offers no demonstrable immediate 
economic value. 

How are such issues treated in the 
PLLRC report? Certain clues have 
revealed themselves in the course of 
events. Twelve of nineteen members 
of the Commission hail from the 
ranks of the Senate and House 
Interior Committees, which tradi- 
tionally have represented the West- 
ern bloc. The preponderance of such 
representation assumes public land 
to be a regional issue, as it has always 
been treated in Congress. 

Supporting the Commission is an 
Advisory Council of twenty-five 
members, largely representatives of 
oil and gas, mining, coal, timber, and 
grazing, the very industries that have 
been consistently plucking feathers 



out of the public lands chicken for 
their own self-interests. Members of 
the PLLRC have generously adopted 
a posture of impartiality in confront- 
ing the issues, but one may wonder if 
this is really the case. Consider the 
viewpoint of the chairman, Repre- 
sentative Wayne Aspinall, of Colo- 
rado. In 1964, during discussion on 
the House floor concerning establish- 
ment of the Commission, he declared, 
"I think we must find the means to 
provide for the transfer of much of 
this public land into non-Federal 
ownership and provide develop- 
ment." Under his leadership as 
chairman, the House Interior Com- 
mittee has utterly vacated its op- 
portunity and obligation to meet the 
environmental challenges of this age. 

The thirty-plus studies directed by 
the Commission are voluminous, 
difficult to digest, spotty in quality. 
Some are outstanding, like the ex- 
haustive "History of Public Land 
Law Development" by Professor 
Paul W. Gates and Professor Robert 
W. Swenson, which represents a ma- 
jor and professional contribution 
essential to study of the big picture. 
Other reports, however, are aimed 
directly at emasculation of the mul- 
tiple use concept, stressing economics 
above social, scientific, and environ- 
mental values. 

The public may be grateful to the 
Natural Resources Council, the 
clearinghouse of conservation or- 
ganizations, for its constructive 
analyses by eminent experts of the 
Commission reports. In fact, I hope 
the talent of the critics themselves — 
Professor Richard A. Cooley, C. R. 
Gutermuth, Charles Stoddard, Ken- 
neth Pomeroy, and Hamilton Pyles, 
among others — may be more fully 
utilized in the on-going process of 
dealing with the public lands issue. 

The Public Land Law Review 
Commission and its staff workers 
have made a valuable contribution 
to the future of public land manage- 
ment, and of the nation. It brought 
together knowledgeable people of 
opposing viewpoints for frank dis- 
cussion and better understanding. It 
stimulated critical self-analysis of 
agency programs and procedures in 
land management. It made the coun- 
try stop and think. It set the stage 
for revitalization, on a grand scale, of 
public interest in the future of pub- 
lic lands. Now let's make use of it. 

The politicos in Congress and the 
administration can no longer hide 
behind the PLLRC as an excuse for 
inaction on the mining law, the graz- 
ing fees, and other gut issues. Be- 
tween the time the report is pre- 
sented to the President and the 
opening of the 92nd Congress in 
January 1971, plans are to spend the 
residue of appropriated funds for at 
least four symposiums — in the East, 
mid-Continent, Rocky Mountains, 
and Far West — to explain the report 
to the public. It is time to reject the 
suggestions of "general agreement" 
and "broad concensus" with self- 
serving vested interests. Now the 
debate belongs to the people. 
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Water Temperature Is Fishy Business

thermocline son! The thermocline 
forms in this lake at about 20 feet, 
and the 61 degree temperature that 
rainbows prefer is at roughly 21 feet 
off Stony Point." I thanked my bene- 
factor for the information, but I was 
still in the dark. 

That evening I read everything I 
could find concerning the thermo- 
cline. After a sleepless night, I was 
up and off to Stony Point, and be- 
fore long I had my limit of trout, 
taken at 20 feet. 

Not all lakes develop a thermo- 
cline, and in any case the trick is to 
find the right water for the fish you 
are trying to catch. As noted pre- 
viously, each species has its pre- 
ferred temperature, but it also has a 
wider tolerance range. Listed below 
are several examples of the prefer- 
ences of several popular fresh-water 
species: 

SPECIES PREFER TOLERATE 

Bluegills & Sunfish 72 65-80 

Yellow Perch 68 60-75 

Crappies 68 60-75 

Walleyes 60 55-70 

Northern Pike 65 60-80 

Muskellunge 65 60-80 

Coho salmon 53-56 45-60 

Chinook salmon 54 50-63 

Smallmouth Bass 67 60-70 

Largemouth Bass 70-72 65-75 

Lake trout 41 40-50 

Rainbow trout 61 48-68 

Brown trout 61 48-68 

Brook trout 58 48-68 

Although these are the ideal tem- 
peratures for the fish, they aren't 
infallible indicators of where to go 
fishing. Various factors such as food 



supply, barometric pressure, avail- 
able cover, oxygen content, turbidity 
of the water, fishing pressure, and 
other circumstances all have a de- 
termining effect on whether fish will 
be around even though the water 
temperature may be consistent with 
their needs. Nor do the temperature 
preferences listed necessarily hold 
for all fish in all waters. 

For example, in Michigan the lake 
trout seem to prefer a temperature 
of 51 degrees, while elsewhere the 
lakers go for a temperature in the 
low 40's. In the South, where water 
temperature is usually high, if a 
largemouth bass doesn't have the 70 
or 72 degree temperature that it pre- 
fers, it doesn't just lie down and die. 
If possible, it will move to a more 
comfortable temperature, but if it 
can't, it simply adapts to the warmer 
waters. 

But despite these variations — 
which may call for some consulta- 
tion with local authorities, or some 
trial-and-error experimenting — fish- 
ing by temperature is a very effec- 
tive technique. It is also fast and 
easy, especially with an electronic 
thermometer. On these, the probe, 
which is attached to a cable, is low- 
ered through the water, and the 
temperature is read on a dial. Be- 
cause the cable is marked at regular 
intervals, the depth as well as the 
temperature can be read instantly. 
When you find the right tempera- 
ture combined with the preferred 
habitat, and use the proper selection 
of lures, you'll get into fish.

Country touches the boundary of 
the Bob Marshall Wilderness. Two 
towering mountains, Red and 
Scapegoat, both more than 9,000- 
feet high, form its dominant land- 
marks. 

This area is not difficult to get 
into, whether you go by horse or on 
foot. A few miles from our starting 
point at Indian Meadows we were 
deep in the wilderness country. And 
this mountainous region is very pop- 
ular for hunting, fishing, and back- 
pack-style camping. Around Lin- 
coln, outfitters such as Kenny have 
built up an industry that brings in a 
quarter of a million dollars a year. 

We rode the lonely trails one aft- 
ernoon through the clear mountain 
air and thinning stands of timber to 
the very top of Red Mountain. 
Eventually the trees along the 
steep, rocky trail gave way to alpine 
meadows rich with the colors of 
summer flowers. Here and there we 
came upon a patch of snow still 
melting. At one point we dismounted 
and inspected the fresh, broad track 
of a grizzly bear. 

From the ridges we could look far 
down into narrow, green valleys 



where the elk come out to feed in 
the meadows and where, a little later 
in the year, Kenny would bring 
his hunters. From Red Mountain we 
could look off to the north and see 
the cream-colored walls of Scape- 
goat Mountain. Bighorn sheep, 
mountain goats, cougar, lynx, wol- 
verine, eagles, and ptarmigan are 
just a few of the animals and birds 
inhabiting this area. Trout live in 
the streams and quiet, hidden lakes. 
Montana grayling are found in some 
waters. 

If Cecil and hundreds of others 
ever thought this wilderness would 
escape the threat of bulldozer and 
chain saw, they should have known 
better. The fact that the Lincoln 
Back Country is still wild means 
only that man has not yet got 
around to carving it up. Lumbering 
interests go first to those forests 
offering the best timber. The Lincoln 
Back Country has generally low- 
quality timber. 

But after Congress passed the 
Multiple Use Act in 1960, the For- 
est Service had more money for 
recreational development, and roads 
are the key to mass recreation as 
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well as to timbering. By 1963, the 
Forest Service announced that it 
was ready to move on the Lincoln- 
Scapegoat Back Country. Its bull- 
dozers would open up this wilder- 
ness which had attracted hunters, 
fishermen, and hikers for more than 
a century. But in the name of mass 
recreation, the Forest Service now 
proposes a long-range plan to build 
access roads and campgrounds here, 
thus destroying the very wildness 
that makes the area of such special 
value. The pity is that the proposed 
development really isn't needed. 

"We have roads and mass recrea- 
tion opportunities in quantity," said 
Frank Dunkle, Director of the Mon- 
tana Fish and Game Department 
during a Congressional hearing on a 
bill to designate the Lincoln Back 
Country as a Wilderness Area. 
Dunkle said that if the Back Coun- 
try remained a wilderness it could 
always be opened up at some future 
date if increased needs of society 
made it essential. But when the 
wilderness is gone — and it goes with 
the first road to penetrate it — you 
cannot get it back." 

In addition to the Montana Fish 
and Game Department, the opposi- 
tion to opening the Back Country 
has included the Montana Wildlife 
Federation, Western Montana Fish 
and Game Association, the outfitters 
and guides, the Governor, senators, 
and representatives. 

Building roads into the Back 
Country will end it as a wilderness 
area. It will no longer shelter the 
cougar and wolverine, the raven and 
grizzly bear. Silt from the new roads 
washing into the clear, cool creeks 
will take its toll of the grayling and 
cutthroat trout. The quiet of the 
land will vanish. Although the roads 
might not take great acreages from 
the wilderness, they carve it up. 

The Forest Service felt it had to 
justify its roadbuilding plans with 
the promise of timber as well as 
tourism. But the real question is 
why the Forest Service really must 
turn a little area of Montana's re- 
maining wilderness into one more 
downtrodden and overrun mass- 
recreation region. 

As the Government prepared to 
move in, Cecil and some of his 
neighbors banded together in their 
Protective Association. There were 
noisy hearings and lengthy and bit- 
ter debates between the Forest 
Service and the hunters, fishermen, 
and outfitters. The Protective Asso- 
ciation grew to 500 members. 

When Congress began considering 
identical bills to officially designate 
the area as the Lincoln Back Coun- 
try Wilderness Area, conservation 
groups across the country added 
their voices in favor of the plan. In 
Washington, the bill sailed through 
the Senate without a single dissent- 
ing vote. 

But in the House of Representa- 
tives it ran into a snag. The bill 
ended up in the Committee on In- 
terior and Insular Affairs, with 
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Representative Wayne Aspinall in 
the chair. Representative Aspinall, 
never a candidate for any conserva- 
tion hall of fame, pigeon-holed the 
bill with the statement that there 
should first be another mineral sur- 
vey. In spite of the strong feelings 
of hundreds of thousands of people 
across the country, the Lincoln Back 
Country may still be denied its wil- 
derness protection largely because 
of one individual. Meanwhile, the 
Forest Service is tenaciously drum- 
ming up support for its roads. 

The Forest Service says it has set 
aside more land as wilderness than 
any other Government agency. This 
is true; however, it is also true that 
even more land should be set aside. 

The people who have fought for 
so many years to save the Lincoln 
Back Country have not given up. 
They believe that once it is out of 
committee and onto the floor of 
Congress, House Bill 7148 stands a 
chance. 

After several days of riding, 
camping, fishing, and photography, 



we came out of the forest on a point 
of high land near the end of our 
trail. We had tramped all the way 
across the southern part of the Back 
Country. I still had one question 
for Cecil. "Why," I asked, "do you 
want to concentrate on this country 
when you have the Bob Marshall 
Wilderness just to the north?" 

"You save wilderness where you 
have it," he said. "How many acres 
of wilderness have you saved in 
Ohio? In most states all the wilder- 
ness is gone. If people want to see 
wilderness, they have to go where 
it is. We're not getting any new 
wilderness areas, but we are getting 
new people. The needs for wild 
country will increase. This is no 
time to destroy what we have left." 

And, at the end of the trail, I 
agreed. Let the Forest Service go 
elsewhere to build its roads. Leave 
the Lincoln Back Country for the 
animals, birds, and fish — and for the 
adventuresome outdoorsmen who 
come on horseback or on foot to 
enjoy a touch of the wild. 



The Truth About New Brunswick Salmon

Enter Andy Korosec. For several 
hours I had lashed the pool in front 
of me to foam and had managed to 
catch two parr (young salmon about 
4 inches long) and one chub and 
acquire a knot in my casting arm. 
Andy opened with the usual ques- 
tion and I, of course, replied that I 
hadn't. He said he thought so, be- 
cause there were no fish in that par- 
ticular pool at that particular time. 

Andy and his brother, Bob, have 
been fishing the Little Southwest, the 
Northwest, the Cains, and the Renous 
for the past ten years. Since 1963 
they have owned a camp on the 
Southwest and spent at least six 
weeks there every year. They know 
the water as well as any native and 
are regarded locally as two of the 
finest fishermen on the river. I men- 
tion this not to swell their egos but 
because this article has drawn heav- 
ily on their experience. 

Historically, the two prime runs on 
most southeastern Canadian salmon 
waters occur during the first three 
weeks of July and the last two weeks 
of September. Some fish show be- 
fore or between these two periods, 
but not in large quantities. Since all 
of them spawn during November it's 
a mystery why some enter the river 
so early. The largest percentage of 
the fish entering fresh water in July 
are grilse. More salmon are included 
in the September run, but the grilse 
still predominate. 

I have fished the Little Southwest 
for five years, with side trips to the 
Renous, the Northwest Branch, and 
the main Miramichi. I have fished 
hard and long, and frankly I've 
caught a very modest number of 
fish. In spite of this rather shabby 
salmon-fishing career I'm 100 percent 
hooked on it. To me, the Atlantic 
salmon, either grilse or adult, is the 



greatest fly rod fish in North Amer- 
ica. In his size category nothing fights 
harder, longer, or more flamboyantly. 

But this remarkable fighter may 
be losing his most crucial battle. 
Salmon runs are diminishing all over 
eastern Canada. Even lightly fished 
waters of Newfoundland, Labrador, 
and the northern coast of Quebec are 
producing less fish and disappointing 
more and more fishermen. And the 
long range outlook appears grim. 

The most serious survival battle 
the salmon faces is the foreign com- 
mercial net. Netting has been prac- 
ticed in the estuaries since man first 
learned that the salmon come back 
each year. The local fishermen in 
Canada — and for that matter Eng- 
land, Scotland, and other countries 
boasting salmon — have been at it for 
a long time and have taken their 
share. If it were only this group of 
fishermen that bothered the salmon, 
there still would be plenty left over 
for the angler. 

Commercial netters for centuries 
had to be content with scooping out 
the salmon on their annual surge 
through the bays and into the rivers. 
Their whereabouts during the salt- 
water feeding period was a complete 
mystery. Modern electronic gear has 
now solved the enigma, found the 
high seas feeding grounds, and the 
mother lode just off Greenland is 
being tapped heavily. Fishing fleets 
of several nations have dipped ex- 
tensively into this oceanic treasure 
box with devastating results. The 
hottest spot of all is in international 
waters, a fact that further compounds 
the problem. The fish presently are 
fair game for any and all who choose 
to harvest them, even though aquatic 
biologists the world over have joined 
in proclaiming that unrestricted com- 
mercial netting will eliminate the 
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Atlantic salmon within ten years 
unless something is done. 

Obviously the sport fisherman has 
the most to lose; when figuring the 
world's total yearly commercial catch 
the salmon plays a small role. Em- 
phasis could be shifted to other 
species, but the high price is tempt- 
ing to the netters. No fishing nation 
wants to give up this jackpot, but 
they all must if the Atlantic salmon 
or salmon fishing as a sport are to 
survive. There may be room for some 
high sea commercial netting but it 
must be very closely regulated. 

At a recent meeting of the Atlantic 
Salmon Research Trust Limited, a 
coalition of biologists and sport fish- 
ermen proposed a complete suspen- 
sion of salmon netting on the high 
seas for ten years. All of the large 
fishing nations in the world were 
represented at this organizational 
meeting. During meetings in 1969 of 
the North-East Atlantic Fisheries 
Commission and the International 
Commission for the Northwest At- 
lantic Fisheries favorable votes 
were recorded on proposals that 
"the fishery for salmon in the waters 
outside national limits should be 
prohibited in the Convention area." 
Those countries voting for the rec- 
ommendation were France, Spain, 
Ireland, Norway, Poland, United 
Kingdom, Netherlands, USSR, Ice- 
land, Belgium, Canada, Romania, 
and the United States. Voting "no" 
were Sweden, West Germany, and 
Denmark; Portugal abstained. Their 
reasons may have been eloquently 
stated but quite simply they just 
didn't want to give up a good thing. 
That sport fishing does not play a 
significant role in the economies of 
these countries was undoubtedly 
another factor in their decision. 

Sport fishermen pay far more for 
their fish per pound than does, for 
example, the Portugese housewife 
(Portugese fishermen have histor- 
ically been among the best netters 
in the world). In Portugal, unfortu- 
nately, few people fish for sport. In 
countries where they do — such as 
the United States, Canada, England, 
Scotland, Norway, and, to a degree, 
Russia — the higher value of the rod- 
caught salmon is understood. From 
an economic standpoint all countries 
offering Atlantic salmon fishing 
would fare far better if they took 
all their fish by hook and line. 

Of all the salmon fishing nations 
of the world, Canada has the most 
to offer . . . and the most to lose if 
salmon fishing becomes only a mem- 
ory. Her geographic location, right 
next to the Yankee dollar bucket, 
makes Canada the bullseye for the 
tackle-laden salmon chaser. The At- 
lantics of the Maritime Provinces and 
Quebec are the most heavily fished 
for in the world and probably ac- 
count for 80 percent of the sport 
fishing catch. While some Canadians 
still hide their head under a bushel, 
the vast majority of them know that 
American fishermen spend a lot of 
fishing money. Generally, most of 
the provinces involved have taken 
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good care of visitors and are trying 
to improve salmon fishing. Spawn- 
ing grounds are being protected, 
some artificial rearing has been 
started, and netting at the estuaries 
has been somewhat reduced. 

However, in New Brunswick, par- 
ticularly on the Miramichi and es- 
pecially on the Little Southwest, il- 
legal netting and gigging is unfor- 
tunately a most common occupation. 
There is still a widespread feeling 
among many of the natives, Indians 
and whites alike, that a certain per- 
centage of the fish coming up the 
salmon rivers are theirs to get by 
any means available. Children learn 
at a very early age how to "sweep 
the pool" at night with ^-inch mesh. 
The usual price for the midnight 
catch is $1.75 per grilse and $3 to 
$5 for a salmon. 

As with all things, a good supply 
can lower the price. Last year I saw 
a pickup truck with its bed half full 
of grilse and the owner having a 
hard time selling them for 50 cents 
each. I knew where those particular 
fish came from and that I would 
have had a chance to fish for them 
the next day had they remained in 
the river. To repeat, those same fish 
would have been worth $30 each to 
the local economy if they had wound 
up on my or some other tourist 
angler's fly. 

Where are the law enforcement 
officers? The story is pretty much the 
same as it is in the United States. 
The conservation department is un- 
derstaffed and undergunned with 
laws. Blair Matchett, Fisheries officer 
at Red Bank, New Brunswick, is out 
practically every night of the sal- 
mon run, gathering nets. "The law," 
says Blair, "requires us to apprehend 
the violator with his hand on the 
net with a fish in it." "It's not likely 
we'll make many arrests." Amen. 

I wish I could, but I can't end this 
story with a startling answer that 
would solve the Atlantic salmon 
problems of the world. Tougher law 
enforcement and better world co- 
operation would do it, of course. 

It just might help to get more fish- 
ermen on the salmon streams! Sure, 
I'll admit it sounds crazy — especially 
after this story has painted a pretty 
sorry picture of the short supply of 
this much sought-after game fish. 
But a large number of interested 
salmon fishermen can make more 
noise than a small group. As any 
politican knows it's important to 
have lots of noisy backers. 

The daily kill figure will probably 
have to be reduced (in New Bruns- 
wick it is four) to one or two fish; 
but so what! Any salmon fisherman 
I know would be glad to trade a sal- 
mon dinner or two for the hope of 
making the sport last a few years 
longer. We still have time to keep 
the salmon fishing we've got and 
with a lot of luck we may even add 
to it (Maine, for example, has made 
a great start in resurrecting some of 
its salmon rivers). We just have to 
care a little bit more.

brother-in-law left us to our studies 
and crawled into his sleeping bag. 
Clearly, what he needed that night 
was some good campfire talk and 
companionship. But what my neph- 
ew and I needed were a couple of 
those new battery-powered fluores- 
cent lamps! 

Of course you don't have to be a 
student and a scholar to benefit from 
the new batteries and battery- 
powered devices available today. For 
the fisherman, there are battery- 
operated aerators to keep the bait 
lively in the minnow bucket, various 
models of electronic fish finders, 
tackle boxes that light up when they 
are opened, and even electric fishing 
reels. For the hunter, there are 
battery-heated socks and vests, 
walkie-talkies, electronic predator 
calls along with scope-mounted 
lights for night shooting, electronic 
devices for training dogs, and a bat- 
tery-heated coffeepot for the duck 
blind. For the outdoor photographer, 
there are electronic flash units, 
movie cameras, built-in CdS light 
meters, automatic drives that click 
off three frames per second, and bat- 
tery-powered remote release de- 
vices. For the pleasure boater, there 
are depth-sounders, emergency 
lights, direction-finders, citizens' 
band radios, and similar electronic 
equipment. For the camper, there 
are various kinds of lights, battery- 
powered rotisseries for the campfire, 
and portable refrigerators. At least 
one battery-powered electric sleep- 
ing bag has been marketed, and 
there is even an electronic toilet. 

It's fairly easy for the sportsman 
to determine which devices he needs 
or which gadgets he has a fancy for. 
Determining which kind of battery 
to use is another matter. 

For example, I use a lot of bat- 
teries while frog-gigging at night. 
In addition to the standard gigger's 
headlight, I always take along a five- 
cell flashlight. Because buying two 
sets of batteries for each night was 
expensive, I began looking for a way 
to cut cost. 

First, I bought a battery gadget 
that, according to the advertisement, 
"recharges all types . . . for less than 
one penny . . . saves you dollars." 
The thing was a waste of money. A 
standard zinc-carbon dry cell bat- 
tery will not hold a recharge. The 
charger did pep up my D-cells a bit 
— but they drained drastically in 
about two minutes of use in a flash- 
light. 

I had been hearing about some of 
the new batteries, especially those 
used in satellites and spacecraft, so 
I began thinking in that direction. 
After studying a number of bro- 
chures, I took a fancy to D-cell 
silver-zinc batteries. The trouble 
was, these cost $9.60 apiece. That 
meant I would have to fork over 
almost $50 to fill my five-cell flash- 



light, and another $40 for the head- 
light. Although the silver-zinc bat- 
teries are fully rechargeable, I wasn't 
willing to spend that kind of money. 

After further investigation, I de- 
cided on nickel-cadmium D-cells for 
several reasons. They can be re- 
charged up to a thousand times or 
more and they hold the charge well. 
Also, the nickel-cadmium battery 
has a constant output for about 90 
percent of the duration of the charge, 
whereas a standard zinc-carbon 
battery starts off strong and gets 
weaker and weaker as the charge 
drains. In addition, nickel-cadmium 
batteries are dependable in almost 
any weather. 

When I decided definitely on 
nickel-cadmium, I found a brand 
name D-cell offered at $1.82 each, 
plus $7.99 for the manufacturer's 
charger. My initial investment was 
about $25, but I have saved money 
over the long run. In addition to 
using these batteries in the field, I 
put my engineering training to work 
and tested them in the lab by rigging 
a bulb and foot-candle meter on a 
test table. I verified to my own satis- 
faction that nickel-cadmium batter- 
ies are fully rechargeable. Not every 
sportsman will need the nickel- 
cadmium battery, however. I rec- 
ommend them only to those who use 
batteries frequently. 

The initial expense of battery buy- 
ing can be cut if you standardize 
your gear so that you need only one 
size instead of several types of cy- 
lindrical batteries, lantern batteries, 
and special-voltage batteries. 

Often you can standardize by a 
little manipulating. A headlight, for 
example, that works on a 6-volt lan- 
tern battery will also work on four 
1.5-volt D-cells, and appropriate 
battery holders can be obtained from 
the electronic supply houses. When 
manipulating, however, be sure that 
you end up with a bulb matched to 
the voltage of your battery pack. 

In any event, your individual re- 
quirements should determine what 
you buy. Here is a summary of the 
more common types of batteries that 
are currently available: 

Zinc-carbon dry cells. At about 
two-bits apiece, these are still the 
best buy if you use batteries only 
infrequently. They cannot be re- 
charged effectively, however, and 
their output decreases with continu- 
ous usage. Designed to operate most 
effectively at about 70 degrees F., 
the batteries' efficiency drops at both 
high and low temperatures. They 
have a limited shelf life. (But, as 
professional photographers know, 
their shelf life can be be extended 
by storing them in a deep freezer, 
preferably dry in a sealed container 
along with silica gel. Storage at 100 
degrees F. can completely ruin a 
zinc-carbon battery. Storage at 70 
degrees F. for one year results in a 
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shelf life loss of about 20 percent, 
but storage at —30 degrees F. for 
one year results in a loss of only 2 
or 3 percent.) 

One advantage of the zinc-carbon 
D-cell is its availability. About 500 
million are sold each year in the 
United States through all manner of 
retail outlets. Almost any country 
store carries them. Remember, how- 
ever, that zinc-carbon batteries have 
a limited shelf life, which depends 
in large measure upon temperature 
and humidity. Consequently, it is 
best to buy zinc-carbon batteries 
from air-conditioned stores that have 
a high turnover. 

Alkaline batteries. For standard 
D-cells, the alkaline batteries cost 
three times as much as zinc- 
carbon batteries. Under heavy use, 
though, they give up to ten times the 
performance. They are also heavier 
in weight. Some alkaline batteries 
are made to be recharged, under 
proper conditions and provided they 
are not discharged completely. If 
properly charged at the right ca- 
pacity, alkaline cells can go through 
up to 50 charge-discharge cycles. At 
normal temperatures, alkaline bat- 
teries have a shelf life (and charge 
retention life) of up to two years; 
however, the charge retention life 
decreases with each charge-dis- 
charge cycle. As compared with 
zinc-carbon cells, the alkaline bat- 
teries have a relatively constant 
ampere-hour output. 

One disadvantage of alkaline bat- 
teries is that they are not as widely 
available as the zinc-carbon ones. 
Photographic stores are a good 
source, and they are becoming more 
popular at other outlets. Another 
disadvantage is that for maximum 
performance most alkaline batteries 
should be used singly and not 
stacked, as in a flashlight. 

If you need emergency batteries 
for boat, camp, or other uses, check 
into the "reserve" alkaline battery. 
This battery will last twenty years 
or longer — until it is activated. Ac- 
cording to an official of the company 
that makes it, "The new reserve cell 
is easily activated by turning the top 
terminal cap, which releases the 
liquid electrolyte contained in the 
battery's structure. Until activated, 
the battery remains inert and in 
standby condition indefinitely, ready 
for instant use when needed." 

Mercury batteries. Typically, these 
are small button-shaped cells for 
special applications, such as in hear- 
ing aids. They have a long shelf life, 
relatively constant ampere-hour rat- 
ings, and a wide operating range 
with respect to temperature and hu- 
midity. Mercury batteries are ideally 
suited for use where weight is an 
important factor, such as implanting 
transmitters in wild turkeys, as is 
being done for wildlife studies in 
New York, Florida, and other states. 
Mercury cells pack a lot of power 
for their weight and volume, but 
they are not rechargeable. 

Nickel- cadmium batteries. As dis- 
cussed, earlier, a major disadvantage 



of these excellent batteries is the 
initial cost. Another disadvantage is 
that recharging takes 14 or 15 hours 
with most chargers. Offsetting these 
disadvantages is the fact that a 
nickel-cadmium cell can be re- 
charged a thousand times, which is 
why I bought nickel- cadmium in- 
stead of rechargeable alkaline cells. 
Typically, nickel-cadmium batteries 
are rugged and take much abuse 
afield. They have very good shelf 
life, and they perform satisfactorily 
even at subzero temperatures. 

One annoying problem is that most 
nickel-cadmium D-cells are rated at 
1.2 (or 1.25) volts instead of at the 
standard 1.5 volts. But the voltage 
stays at 1.2 for 90 percent of the dis- 
charge life, whereas zinc-carbon 
cells weaken constantly with use. 
For example, a fresh zinc-carbon 
battery will "burn" a low-amperage 
flashlight bulb for about 6 to 10 
hours, but the light will become 
weaker and weaker until it is all but 
useless. The nickel-cadmium bat- 
teries will operate the bulb for only 

4 hours, but the light will be steady 
until near the end. 

Nickel-cadmium batteries are not 
widely available, but a number of 
companies do manufacture them. A 
complete list can be obtained from 
The International Nickel Company, 
Inc. (67 Wall Street, New York, 
N. Y. 10005). International Nickel 
does not itself manufacture nickel- 
cadmium batteries, but it does pub- 
lish some helpful information on the 
subject. 

In addition to the batteries sum- 
marized above, there are several 
fully rechargeable battery packs for 
sportsmen, available in either 6- or 
12-volt ratings. 

You may also want to consider 
the small rechargeable units made 
for motor bikes. I know a scuba 
diver in Florida who uses these ex- 
tensively to power a sealed light 
while working in "black water" riv- 
ers. His rig works nicely, too. 

When you weigh the pros and cons 
of investing in the new rechargeable 
batteries for your personal use afield, 
remember that many home ap- 
pliances and shop tools are being 
made for battery operation. This 
trend will surely continue in the 
future. Thus, your "outdoor" bat- 
teries can be used in the home and 
shop. By the same token, the home 
and shop equipment can be used 
afield. Your cordless drill, for ex- 
ample, may come in very handy 
when you're building that wilder- 
ness camp. 

What sort of batteries and devices 
we will be using in the future is 
anybody's speculation. And don't 
laugh at the really wild guesses! A 
Dutch firm, for example, has already 
developed an experimental wafer- 
thin paper battery. Impregnated 
with a layer of chemicals, the paper 
is dipped into water for activation. 
A 2-by-3 inch strip of "battery" 
will operate an electric shaver for

"These fish will take flies on oc- 
casion," Nelson explained, "but clus- 
ter eggs are almost a sure bet. We 
locate a fish first, then drift the bait 
right past its nose." 

Nelson tied hooks on our leaders, 
baited them with his home-cured 
eggs, and clamped a single cannon- 
ball split shot on the leader about 
18 inches above the hook. We made 
the easy descent to the river and 
crouched behind a huge rock over- 
looking a small pocket. Nelson cau- 
tiously peered over the top and then 
crooked his finger at me. "Here's 
one. Come take a look," he whis- 
pered. 

There wasn't much light, and it 
took me several seconds to locate 
the steelhead, lazily finning at the 
base of a smaller rock at the far side 
of the pocket, not more than 10 or 
12 feet away. It looked like a good 
fish, probably upwards of 5 pounds. 
I had a feeling that I would blow 
the short cast with my big rod and 
promptly did so, succeeding only in 
scaring the steelie downstream. 

"This isn't my bag," I told Nelson. 
"You try the next one, and I'll take 
your picture doing it." 

Nelson went upstream about 50 
yards and again peered over a huge 
boulder into a small pocket of the 
river. He carefully lifted his rod, 
made the cast expertly, and waited 



tensely as the drift was made. Sud- 
denly, he struck and I could hear 
but not see the commotion in the 
small pool. A few minutes lapsed, 
and then the steelhead went down 
into a lower pool where I could see 
the splashes as the fish worked even 
more madly to get away. 

The steelhead continued from 
pocket to pocket downstream, with 
Lewis following by jumping from 
rock to rock, until it reached a rela- 
tively large pool probably 20 to 30 
feet wide. There the battle continued 
until finally Nelson slid the ex- 
hausted fish onto a large, flat rock 
just above water level. After more 
pictures we tried again, Nelson tak- 
ing arid releasing two more. I 
bombed out completely, although by 
late morning, when we called it a 
day, I was handling the casts a little 
better. 

The Heber is only one of several 
summer steelhead rivers on the west 
coast of Vancouver Island that have 
become accessible by car because of 
new roads. Most of them are short, 
boulder-studded streams, similar to 
the Heber, where the fish are taken 
in the numerous pockets and oc- 
casional larger pools. The most suc- 
cessful method is the one described 
above, but the fly angler who has 
time to learn the idiosyncracies of 



each individual stream can score, 
although not as often as the bait 
angler. 

The Gold River, however — from 
the point just below the town where 
the Heber enters, to its mouth at 
Muchalat Inlet — is a much larger 
stream, and boasts several runs and 
pools accessible from the recently 
paved highway which are ideal fly 
water. I had been there the previous 
June, attracted by the display of a 
19-pound summer steelhead in the 
ice chest at the Discovery Inn in 
Campbell River. I drove over and 
tried the river without success be- 
cause the main summer run in the 
Gold occurs in April and May. By 
June the fish have gone upstream in 
the canyon area where access is a 
tough hike-in, too much for my 300 
pounds and bad knees. 

The highway in to Gold River 
from Campbell River on the east 
coast is a 57-mile drive, all paved 
except for a short stretch of gravel 
about 5 miles in the vicinity of 
Strathcona Provincial Park. The 
town of Gold River is termed an 
"instant town" because it was 
planned and built by the Tahsis 
Lumber Co. in 1966. It boasts a nice 
shopping center, a modern motel 
with swimming pool, attractive resi- 
dences all around, and a well- 
equipped school. The town is set in

There is a lumber company road 
from Gold River north about 114 
miles to Port Hardy which is open 
to the public after 5 p.m. until 7 a.m. 
and on weekends. This opening is 
subject to change if the Tahsis Com- 
pany finds it necessary. It is gravel 
and provides access to several other 
rivers to the north. 

There is also a marina with a 
good launching ramp on Muchalat 
Inlet near the pulp mill where the 
Gold enters. Local guides are avail- 
able at the Chalet for boat trips to 
other summer steelhead streams and 
to outstanding salmon fishing. A 
visiting angler with a seaworthy 
trailered boat could go on his own. 

In the southern portion of Van- 
couver Island there are two excellent 
summer steelhead rivers, the Stamp 
and the Ash, which are accessible 
by road and a short hike from Port 
Alberni. I fished them in August a 
few years ago with Cecil Dixon, a 
local fly angler, at which time I got 
into the largest steelhead I have ever 
hooked on a fly. It was on a riffle at 
the head of a quarter-mile long pool 
on the Ash River. The pool is locally 
called Money's Pool because a man 
by the name of Money used to fish 
it consistently for years. 

I was using a big fly sparsely tied 
with a body of wrinkled tinsel lead 
and just a wisp of brown bucktail 
wing. The fish hit savagely and im- 
mediately came out of the water just 



far enough to make Cecil and me 
gasp. The conservative estimate by 
both of us was well over 15 pounds. 

I played that fish with all the skill 
at my command for approximately 
half an hour, gaining a little line and 
then losing more than I had gained 
from the next powerful rush. When 
I could see the reel arbor showing 
through the last of my backing, there 
was nothing to do but follow the 
steelhead down the bank by the side 
of the pool. 

! scrambled across the stream, 
getting wet in the process, and up 
the 10-foot bank on the far side, 
stumbling along but constantly gain- 
ing line. Halfway down the pool, I 
noted a dead tree log with the roots 
on the bank and the top end angling 
into the water. I could feel that the 
fish was still on, but the line entered 
the water just under the tree. 

"That steelhead is sulking under 
the log," Cecil said, "but you've got 
a fifty-fifty chance. I'll toss a rock 
below. If he comes out the way he 
came in, you're still in business. If 
he goes the other way, that's it." 

I nodded and held my breath as 
Cecil threw the rock. There was a 
mighty surge, so fast and powerful 
that the leader tippet snapped in- 
stantly. I'll never forget that ex- 
perience. It's something like that 
which makes a man chase steelhead 
for the rest of his life. 

Today, a recently built gravel ac- 
cess road goes from Port Alberni 88 



miles to the village of Tofino on the 
west coast of the island. I have 
heard from reliable sources that sev- 
eral streams in the area host excel- 
lent runs of summer steelhead. The 
final miles are covered by boat or 
float plane. 

According to Cecil Dixon, there 
are a number of small summer steel- 
head rivers flowing into Alberni In- 
let on the northwest side that can 
be reached by boat. 

Of course, there are lots of winter 
steelhead streams on both coasts of 
Vancouver Island, and they produce 
by far the most fish. However, I 
prefer going after summer runs when 
the weather is much more satisfac- 
tory. There are dozens of summer- 
run streams on the west coast of the 
island which enter the salt water at 
the head of almost all of the scores 
of inlets. Because access has been 
difficult, many of these have been 
fished lightly if at all. An angler with 
a sturdy cruiser could work along 
that coast and have himself a ball. 

Only a small number of these 
summer-run rivers have been fished 
enough to provide statistics so that 
the Fish and Wildlife Branch, De- 
partment of Recreation and Conser- 
vation, can make a reasonable pre- 
diction as to about when the runs 
will occur. These dates may vary 
from year to year because of differ- 
ent water and weather conditions. 
Anyone who attempts to set specific 
dates is a fool; I've spent forty years

It takes years of work to become an expert fly rod bass fisherman, but the results are worth it 



Fly Fishing for Bass 




I N THE August issue of 1949 
I wrote an article, "Bass 
Flies, Old and New." Among 
the new patterns was a fly 
tied by Don Gapen of Nipi- 
gon, Ontario, called the 
Muddler Minnow. Although 
Don designed the fly for big 
Canadian brook trout, we 
had phenomenal success 
with it on smallmouth bass. 
Ultimately, of course, the 
Muddler proved to be an 
all-round pattern and has 
been adapted to so many 
kinds of fishing that the 
original is hardly recognized 
anymore. Nevertheless, Don did create something that 
big fish could snap their jaws around. I still count the 
Muddler as one of my favorite bass flies — under certain 
conditions — and especially where accurate casting is 
essential. The slim-bodied fly has little air resistance. It 
can be flicked between two stems of grass at forty paces 
when the hand is steady and the wind is low. Not all 
fly rod lures have this quality even though they may 
be real fish catchers. 

I don't know if you remember Fred Geist's Powder 
Puff. It was the rage thirty years ago. The Powder Puff 
is made in the same fashion that deer hair, mice, and 
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frogs are tied: the hair is packed tightly around the 
hook, then pushed along the shank as each new bunch 
is secured. Instead of trimming the hair short to make 
a mouse or frog form, the bristles are left long. As a 
result, the fly looks like a powder puff. Whether this 
fits the definition of a fly or not, the Powder Puff casts 
like one. You can lean into an underwear-ripping double 
haul, yet the fly will come to virtual halt midway in the 
final shoot. Catch fish — yes. Cast — no. If it lands where 
you aim it, you are lucky. To be consistently rewarding, 
a fly rod lure must have good castability. 

Johnny Dieckman once told me that he won the Na- 
tional Professional Fishing Tournament at Hot Springs, 
Arkansas, simply because of his accuracy. He didn't 
know Lake Ouachita from the Persian Gulf, and being 
our All- Around National Professional Casting Champion 
at the time, he was reluctant to compete on unfamiliar 
ground. The Hot Springs vendetta wasn't shooting at 
hoops but at mean old bass along a thousand miles of 
shoreline. As the first day progressed, Johnny discovered 
that when he dropped his lure right next to a stump — 
not 2 or 3 feet away but practically peeling the bark — 
he earned a strike. He fished against thirty of the best 
plug artists in the South for three days and rolled up 
the winning score by pinpointing his shots. 

Many years back while fishing with Pete Seeger on 
the St. Lawrence River near Ogdensburg, I was telling 
him about my great new discovery in working floating 
bugs. Of course, I hadn't learned anything that bass 
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Today, spinning rods and reels outnumber fly rods and plug-casting gear 
for bass, but for the sheer thrill of action, it is hard to beat the long rods 



casters didn't already know a century ago — that when 
working brushy shorelines the smart operator will drop 
his lure over logs, limbs, rocks, and other free lunch 
counters along Bass Boulevard. If conditions are favor- 
able, with plenty of stumps, pads, and bank grass, you 
can aim your casts so that the bug falls on one of these 
objects, then twitch it off. By checking your forward 
cast over the target, you let the line fall without tension, 
and the lure won't spin or hit so hard that it gets stuck. 
After a little practice you'll get the feel of it, putting 
just the right amount of check into the line to make the 
bug fall dead. A hungry bass will bang it right then. 
The presentation is lifelike. Of course, a weedless bug, 
or one tied on a keel hook is much less likely to get 
hung up. 

Pete paddled me within easy distance of a rock ledge 
where a fat smallrnouth was suspended in a shaft of 
sunlight over the boughs of a sunken tree. I announced 
that he was about to see something amazing. Sawing 
the air with 50 feet of taper, I measured the cast to 
jump my bug off the ledge. It didn't check right and 
the plastic popper hit the rock over the bass's head. The 



lure exploded like a clay bird. The near-bare hook fell 
in the water and the smallrnouth swam over to take a 
look. Pete didn't say anything. I tied on a new bug. 
There wasn't much doing until we passed a stump. I 
meant to cast next to the stump but overshot my mark 
and a bass inhaled that popper with the nylon over a 
limb. He took the bug and the leader tippet. The third 
popper stuck fast in the bark of a tree trunk that lay 
half submerged in the water, and I snapped it off with 
my back cast. Pete was a diplomat. He sucked wetly 
on his pipestem. "Maybe you could just tell me about 
it," he said. 

The keel hook has been a big boon to this type of 
fishing. A new design called the Miracle Bug, which is 
best described as a fattened version of the Muddler 
Minnow, can't snag or break even if it's cast against 
solid rock. It is not a popper but a quiet-swimming lure 
which looks like food of some kind wiggling on the 
surface. Compared to most bulky fly rod lures, the 
Miracle Bug has very little wind resistance. 

The easiest bugs to cast are those tied on hook sizes 
from No. 2 to No. 6. Bugs larger than No. 2 are usually

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rather heavily dressed and create 
so much air resistance that a begin- 
ning caster will find them more 
trouble than they are worth. Try to 
select those patterns which have a 
minimum of bulk. A lure with long 
bucktail wings poking out at right 
angles might look good in the shop 
but it will be a brute to cast. And 
you don't need extremely heavy- 
wire hooks; regular wire is perfectly 
adequate for holding the heaviest 
bass, and you have the advantage of 
high flotation. When you give the 
rod and line a gentle upward pull, 
a correctly made popping bug should 
produce a gerblub sound from 
scooping up water as it buries its 
hollow dished-out face under the 
surface. After awhile you'll learn to 
make different sounds with the bug, 
ranging from a faint plop to a loud 
chug. 

To get strikes from cagey small- 
mouths, I find it more effective to 
go easy on the bug action. Just a 
gentle pop or gurgle will do the trick. 
I think one reason why rubber- 
legged crickets will outfish poppers 
at times is that they don't make any 
noise. Quiet swimming plus the leg 
action of the bug is all that's needed. 
Of course, there are other kinds of 
noiseless bugs that drive small- 
mouths mad under the right condi- 
tions. The Moth Bug, for example, 
with its clipped deer-hair body and 
deer-hair wings is one of the oldest 
quiet swimmers in the business. In 
fact, it's so ancient now that most 
anglers ignore it, but over the years 
a simple brown-and-white pattern 
has caught literally thousands of 
bass for me, especially in the eve- 
ning hours. This is the time of day 
when natural moths are most active, 
so its appearance makes sense to a 
smallmouth. 

Fishing a fly rod bug is simple. 
For one thing, you don't have to cast 
long distances to catch bass. Under 
most conditions when fishing from 
a boat or even when wading, a 30- 
foot range is quite adequate. Nat- 
urally, the angler who can reach 
out to 60 feet or more has an ad- 
vantage in being able to cover diffi- 
cult spots, but the emphasis should 
always be on short, accurate casts. 
Accuracy is fundamental to success- 
ful bass fishing. It may be a broad 
statement, but nine times out of ten, 
despite wind, water temperature, 
barometer, and all the other reasons 
we find as a convenient explanation 
for an empty stringer, we are not 
always fishing where the bass are 
hiding. 

Bass forage over open areas of a 
lake or river periodically, but they 
also spend periods holed up under 
botanical nightmares such as lilly 
pads, weed mats, stumps, and cut 
banks. These are not all easy to work 
with a floating lure. Jigs are one 
answer when the fish are in deep 
water, especially brush-bottomed 
southern reservoirs. Weedless spoons 
and plastic worms are effective of- 
ferings in shallow water. However, 
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no single bait is attractive all of the 
time, and despite wire, monofilament, 
and rubberband weed guards, the 
game is not without its troubles. Un- 
consciously, most of us shy away 
from really impossible looking 
places, and often this is exactly 
where those big bass await. 

Floating the Buffalo River in Ten- 
nessee is a wonderful experience, 
and I imagine when the weather is 
favorable, the fishing can be great. 
We did a twelve-mile leg of the river 
with Hi Brown of the State Game 
and Fish Commission two seasons 
ago in weather that would discour- 
age an Eskimo. The wind wailed 
and a frigid rain beat a tattoo on 
our heads. 

We didn't catch many bass, but 
the few that braved the flood came 
from under streamside stumps and 
backwater lily pads. We had to hold 
the boat with an anchor in mid- 
stream and really work the trash 
piles carefully, slapping the bug into 
the bank and pulling it around 
branches and stumps. It was exas- 
perating fishing. Unless the lure fell 
within an inch of the shoreline, there 
was no hope of getting a strike. And 
if we hung a cast, it meant maneu- 
vering across a raging current to 
retrieve the bug. After over-casting 
a half dozen times — which was easy 
in that gusting wind — we tended to 
aim short. This would have been a 
perfect situation for the Miracle Bug 
— but it hadn't been designed yet. 

In most sections of our country, 
opening day of bass season comes 
immediately after the fish have 
finished spawning. This is a period 
of great activity, and heavy catches 
of bass are common for about three 
weeks. It's no trick to catch hungry 
fish, and in this lush spell many 
novice bass fishermen will learn 
their trade. When bass bite anything 
and everything, naturally people get 



the idea that they're easy to catch. 
But the very next trip can be a com- 
plete dud. As the weather gets 
warmer and food gets more abun- 
dant, the fish are going to settle 
back to normal. It has been postu- 
lated, and it is undoubtedly true, 
that bass have regular feeding 
"lanes" which they frequent. They 
use them more regularly perhaps in 
some waters than others, and when 
you hit these right, it can be phe- 
nomenal. 

Hal Liddle and I once had a fan- 
tastic day of bugging on the Falcon 
River in Ontario. Hal is a distin- 
guished surgeon from Salt Lake City 
who handles a fly rod with scalpel- 
like precision. The action started 
about noon in a large open bay sur- 
rounded by granite cliffs. It didn't 
make much difference where we 
cast. Every few minutes a large- 
mouth rolled up and walloped our 
poppers. I don't recall how many 
bass we caught, but there were 
plenty of 4-, 5-, and 6-pounders. 

This was our first day on the river, 
and we figured we had found an un- 
claimed paradise. Starting early the 
next morning we pounded the same 
bay to a froth and never got a strike. 
Whatever caused the wild feeding 
spree didn't trigger one again dur- 
ing the next two days of our visit. 
We had to go hunting for each bass 
by working the stumps, pads, and 
boulders. Our mutual scores went 
way down. We caught fish, including 
a few nice largemouths over 4 
pounds, but every cast had to be 
gauged accurately, and it was a long 
time between strikes. Things got to 
the point that the only bug the fish 
would respond to was a pattern 
called the Queen Bee. On that first 
wild day it didn't matter whether 
the bug was brown, pink, or char- 
treuse. But that's what makes the 
game so fascinating. 'V

resolution, proposed stabilizing the 
high seas fishery at going levels, with 
the inshore netting, in accord with 
the Danes' rather farfetched view of 
the situation, being left to one side as 
a Greenlanders' affair (the Green- 
landers are not members of NEAF 
or ICNAF). 

In spite of strong support from 
Great Britain, which wanted a ban 
on the fishery (sea-caught salmon 
have been forbidden entry to Great 
Britain since 1962, when the British 
government outlawed drift-netting 
by its nationals), and from the 
United States and the USSR, the 
resolution failed to pass because of 
abstention by Iceland, Norway, 
France, and Spain. 

The nations opposed to the sea 
fisheries took no chances with the 
1969 meeting of the ICNAF. A pre- 
liminary meeting, sponsored by the 
Atlantic Salmon Research Trust and 
boycotted by Denmark, was held in 
April. Peter Liddell, Director of the 



Trust, made personal visits to Paris 
and Madrid to insure French and 
Spanish support and representation, 
while John Olin, American sports- 
man and conservationist, made sure 
of a big American delegation by 
paying the cost of the trip to Lon- 
don for some of the experts who 
otherwise could not have made it. 
The exchange of information and co- 
ordination of effort for a ban on the 
high seas fishery resulted in the 
voting of the ban at the ICNAF 
meeting in June by all the partici- 
pating countries except Denmark 
and West Germany, with an absten- 
tion by Portugal. 

Although the vote for the ban 
was eleven to two with one absten- 
tion, there is no way to enforce the 
ban without Denmark's and West 
Germany's consent, and it appears 
very unlikely that they will give up 
their bonanza without strong pres- 
sure from sources other than 
ICNAF.

The real battle has just begun. It 
is raging in England, where the 
Danish Ambassador's denial of a 
connection between the decline in 
salmon runs in Britain and the deep 
sea fishery was rebutted by a scath- 
ing editorial in "The Field," famous 
British sporting magazine, which 
concluded: ". . . they (the Danes) 
are now trying to do in the Atlantic 
what they have been doing success- 
fully for some time in the Baltic, 
viz: milk a cow they neither own 
nor feed." 

Accusations of piracy are leveled 
at the Danes, and since the contro- 
versy has spilled over from the 
sporting press into the daily press, 
the spontaneous boycott of Danish 
products by British sportsmen has 
been taken up by the general pub- 
lic. And West Germany's turn is 
coming now that she has openly 
sided with Denmark. 

Returns from fresh- water salmon 
fisheries certainly bear out the case 
against the high seas grab. In 1968, 
salmon runs in Scotland were down 
one-third from the average of the 
preceding four years; Canadian and 
Norwegian figures were similarly — 
and much more significantly, as 
UDN cannot be blamed in any de- 
gree for these losses — off. In 1969, 
the spring runs of salmon (not 
grilse) in the Dee and the Tweed, 
among many other famous salmon 
rivers, were nil, and when the runs 
finally came in Scotland late in the 
summer, they were made up of grilse 
almost entirely. (Grilse are young 
salmon returning from the sea for 
the first time to spawn. They have 
not yet reached the North Atlantic 
feeding grounds from their British 
or Canadian rivers of origin and so 
have not yet been affected by the 
high seas fishing). 

This menace — the high seas grab 
— spawns another menace potentially 
even worse. In the case of many, if 
not most, salmon rivers, the argu- 
ment that more hydro dams, more 
water diversion, more indiistrial 
wastes mean the end of the salmon 
is the only thing staving off further 
industrial development. If the sal- 
mon runs cease, even if only for a 
time, this bulwark goes, and so does 
the salmon. 

The blackest aspect of all in this 
sorry tale is that the high seas fish- 
eries are producing salmon of in- 
ferior quality, frequently of little 
market value. They are small, im- 
mature fish that have not finished 
their sea growth and are totally 
lacking the flavor that makes adult, 
river-caught salmon a gourmet's de- 
light. They are flabby and soft and 
so easily damaged by the nets or by 
handling that they are often un- 
marketable and hence wind up in 
fish-meal or fertilizer factories. 

These are fish that can bring in 
up to $200 per salmon when prop- 
erly line-caught in their native 
river! 

How long can this senseless grab 
go on with impunity? 
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In a fisherman's paradise like Virginia, 

there's got to be a catch.

An old cartridge made new and a truly new round from Remington 
appear to strike terror into the hearts of deer and varmints 





Open-space deerslaying has been a .25-06 forte 




THESE columns are hardly unique with the observation that 
in our day it is almost impossible for a manufacturer to come 
up with a truly new cartridge. Various more-or-less new items 
have popped up, as for example the .225 Winchester, which is 
the .219 Improved Zipper under another name, the .350 Rem- 
ington magnum which was being monkeyed with up in Ilion 
some 15 years ago, the .22-. 250 which is a howling success both 
commercially and ballistically but was really new at least as far 
back as 1934. The fence of cartridges now has pickets spaced 
so close together that in some caliber sections further cartridges 
make no sense. Future items may very probably appear only 
on the kind of commercial philosophy which leads Ford and 
General Motors to come up with "new" models every year in a 
mad race to catch a few added sales by outmoding the earlier 
types. 

It's clear that one of Remington's latest "new" cartridges, the 
5 mm Remington magnum rimfire, can be called honestly new; 
the other, the .25-06, is about as new as fried catfish. It has been 
a notable part of the American shooting scene since the days of 
Neidner, about 1920. One of the multitude of necked-down forms 
of the .30 caliber military cartridge of 1906, it has been more 
successful than most. 

It is no rap on the .25-06 to say that Remington hopes to re- 
peat the profitable move they made (Continued on page 70)

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in bringing into the marts of trade 
the .22.250, for decades the pride of 
the wildcatter fraternity and now the 
darling of every outfit that makes 
bolt action rifles. And there is one 
basic point of similarity. The .22-250 
came back to life after the .220 Swift 
had been clobbered by the 6 mm's; 
the .25-06 is stirring with new vi- 
tality only after the .257 was clob- 
bered by the same .24-calibers. But 
beyond that the analogy falls apart. 
The .25-06 is really a magnumized 
version of the .257, requiring a full 
length action and burning some 15- 
20% more powder to get from 100- 
300 foot-seconds of added bullet 
speed; whereas the .22-250 is slightly 
smaller than the Swift, its velocities 
usually 100 foot-seconds slower. 

The .25-06, happily, had not un- 
dergone the diddling-up process 
common to wildcats, or at least not 
quite so much of it, so that Reming- 
ton's use of the 17.5 degree shoulder 
slope of the basic '06 means the store 
fodder will fit nearly all custom 
rifles. Many of the "Improved" jobs, 
which involve blowing out case taper 
and reshaping the shoulder to the 
30 or 40 degrees favored by some 
custom builders, will probably also 
accept and fire-form factory ammu- 
nition, though common sense indi- 
cates a tiptoe approach. My favorite 
antelope rifle, a beautiful piece 
wholly made by Al Biesen fifteen 
years back, normally meant to shoot 
a slightly wildcat version using fitted 
.270 cases, digests new store-bought 
.25-06 ammo like pie and ice cream. 
Its regular hunting load (9% 
primers, 55 grains of 4831 and 117- 
grain Sierra spitzers in Remington 
brass, velocity 3100 plus) now 
groups inside 1.25 inches. In box 
loads Remington's 87-grain varmint- 
ing bullet, a highly bustible open- 
point of the fragile Power-Lokt 
construction, will beat 1.125 inch 
averages from the slim barreled 
Biesen. The Model 700 under a com- 
parable scope (the Biesen wears a 
Leupold 3-9X) gives .85-1.25 inches 
with the factory varmint bullet and 
1.25 with hunting loads involving 
Hornady projectiles. 

So now we have a strong .25 cali- 
ber with a glamorous history. 
What'll we do with it? As a varmint 
round this is really a western-state 
cartridge, since the thunder of 50-60 
grains of Dupont propellants will in 
semi-settled regions cause confron- 
tations with cops and rednecked 
farmers, but it should be a doozy — 
as indeed it always has been. For 
example, you need be no ballistics 
genius to realize that in the wind 
an 87-grain .25-caliber bullet with 
a ballistic coefficient or flight ef- 
ficiency index of .313, sizzling off at 
some 3500, will be blown sideways 
less than, let's say, a 50-grain .224- 
diameter pill of ballistic coefficient 
.223, even if you do start this smaller 
one perhaps 200 f.p.s. faster. It is my 
personal thought, incidentally, that 
the wide-open-spaces varminter 
bothering everything from prairie 



dogs to coyotes with his .25-06 may 
end up happiest with the 100-grain 
bullet, since this has theoretical ad- 
vantage over even the 85-grain .24- 
caliber. It has always struck me that 
for general usage, all-round .25- 
caliber activity, the 100-grain of- 
fered the best compromise. 

But this is playing with paper 
dolls. Within my own experience, 
and according to the campfire gab 
of every serious hunter I know, the 
.25-06 should be as it has really 
always been, held to the antelope- 
deer-caribou-sheep class of game. 
There fancy speed and flatness fig- 
ures pay off. It should be considered 
marginal, for use only by careful 
shots who will pass up chances 
rather than wound, on beasts like 
bull elk; and is hardly on the recom- 
mended list for critters like Alaskan 
moose, big grizzly, brownies and 
such. Commercial production does 
not make it stouter than the original 
wildcat. Such a rating puts it just 
on the shady side of the .270. But 
the "new" one is a handy caliber in- 
deed. It comes to my mind to sug- 
gest that the operatives of Sturm 
Ruger whittle out a No. 1 single shot 
in the caliber. With a 26-inch medi- 
um barrel on that compact Ruger 
action, in order to squeeze all the 
juice out of a slow powder like 
4831 or H570, we'd have a gentle- 
man's stalking rifle of the first water, 
no? 

On the other side of the fence, the 
new 5 mm rimfire is indeed new. 
Remington went to great lengths to 
make it new, non-adaptable to ex- 
isting rimfire rifles. As you all know, 
the last magnumizing of the rimfire 
came with the .22 Winchester mag- 
num, now loaded with either a 40- 
grain jacketed hollow point or a 
full-jacketed type for turkey, at 
some 2000 feet per second from a 
rifle-length barrel. For that item 
there are made nine rifles: Marlin's 
57M lever and 980 bolt, Mossberg's 
640 K bolt action, the Savage 65M, 
63M, and Stevens 34 M bolt actions, 
and the Savage /Anschutz 164M bolt. 
Winchester has the Model 255 lever 
and 275 slide-action rifles in a couple 
of grades. Ruger for his Single Six 
revolver and Colt for all versions 
of their Scout series have found that 
adding an optional .22 WMR cylinder 
($12. added in the case of Colt, or 
a gun without it for $5. less in 
Ruger 's pricing) helps drum up 
trade. I mention these because there 
might well have been dozens of .22 
WMR guns. Remember that when 
the round appeared gunsmiths in a 
mad rush started rechambering .22's 
of every action type imaginable, 
despite Winchester's warnings, only 
to find that hot rimfires are not safe 
in every rimfire action. 

The Remingtons decided to kill all 
rechambering shenanigans by the 
simple device of making their new 
one a 5 mm or 20-caliber (.2045) 
rather than a .22. Not many will go 
to the expense of fitting a whole 
new barrel to a rimfire in order to

magnumize it. The Ilion plant had 
in the shop the Leek-designed rim- 
fire bolt actions of the 580-581-582 
series, which is six-lug descendants 
of the nine-lug 788 centerfire types 
were amply strong, and boasted a 
very quick firing pin fall, 1.7 milli- 
seconds if you own a really fast 
stopwatch. These had stocks and feed 
systems fine for the magnum rim- 
fire purpose. So they announced the 
5 mm magnum rim fire. 

They were premature. That old 
devil rim blowout popped up. Back 
to the drawing board. The problem 
was eventually solved by the device 
of fully shrouding the whole cart- 
ridge inside the barrel. A kind of 
cartridge starter is used within the 
left side of the receiver, and the nor- 
mal extractor springs forward over 
the mouth of the barrel so that it 
does not affect the complete shroud- 
ing. The rim is thus unlikely to blow, 
and if it did the gas has nowhere to 
go. So we now, roughly a year after 
the primary announcement, have a 
rifle for the hot 5 mm which func- 
tions correctly. I won't say that no 
other existing rimfire action will 
handle the cartridge, but surely few 
will and rebarreling other rifles 
seems like a poor bet. 

The Remington rifles are the 
Models 592M for 11-round tube feed, 
the 501 for 5-shot clip, and they 
weigh within an ounce or so of six 
pounds when equipped with a small- 
tube scope of Bushnell or Weaver 
persuasion. Barrel is 24 inches, stock 
has a mild Monte Carlo, is uncheck- 
ered, triggering is crisp but too 
heavy on my test 592M since the 
gauge would lift the whole rifle. The 
592M, when fitted with a small 
Bushnell 4X, shot 5-round 100 yard 
groups between 1.00 and 1.80 inches, 
10-rounders of 2 inches. Pretty good 
for a breezy day. 



Ammunition for the 5 mm goes at 
$3.49 the box of 50, which by my 
abacus is seven cents a shot. Noise 
is sharper than the regular .22 long 
rifle as one might expect from a 38- 
grain bullet, a jacketed hollow point, 
departing at 2100 feet per second. 
Ballistics for this sub-caliber light- 
ning are quite impressive. At a hun- 
dred yards the velocity is still 1605, 
energy is 217 foot pounds or 1% 
times that of the .22 long rifle, about 
28% more than the .22 Winchester 
magnum. From a rifle set up to 
strike center at 100 yards, hold-over 
at 150 should be just over 4 inches, 
a full chuck's head. The little pill 
will blast a can of soda pop, with or 
without synthetic sweetening, most 
convincingly — I spread a fizzy lemon 
mix called Wink all over our range 
finding that out! Pieces of the cans 
were found 92 feet away from the 
blow-up. 

One handgun for it has appeared 
so the paperwork for your dealer is 
the same as on .41 magnum pistol 
ammo. Thompson Center Arms 
Company has Contender 5 mm bar- 
rels are ready right now for exist- 
ing guns. This combination makes 
real sense. The cartridge is of course 
totally enclosed, so rim bursts be 
darned, and it'll be effective over 
any practical handgun hunting 
ranges save those tried by the shoot- 
ers who lie loudest. Sixguns for the 
5 mm? Not likely since this is a 
bottlenecked cartridge and may 
shove back hard enough to lock 
cylinders. We'll see. 

But there's no argument about its 
being new. Of course the stunt in 
selling ammunition is to have a lot 
of firearms using the round. The 
problem facing the 5 mm is simple 
— how many guns for it will appear 
in the next year or two?

have been skunked far more times 
than I was successful. However, the 
times when I hit it right more than 
made up for the failures.

At best, it's an educated guess, but 
it's better than nothing.

MICRO 

HOUSEBOATS 

For the boatman who likes to be on the move, what could 
be greater than a trailerable combination boat and home? 



QALL it what you will, the small, scaled-down trailer- 
able version of the conventional-size houseboat is un- 
questionably this summer's most intriguing new trend on 
waterways and highways. I first noted the burgeoning 
interest in micro-houseboats last fall when I toured the 
Marine Trade Show in Chicago where a half dozen 
miniature houseboats were on display. Since then, new 
brands have popped up everywhere, and now there are 
more than two dozen manufacturers of floating mini- 
homes. 

Are they any good? Are they really seaworthy? Can 
you truly live in comfort aboard them? Will they trail 
safely? Well, some yes, others no. But all of them, I 
hope, will improve as time goes on and manufacturers 

Mini-houseboats are for living on land or at sea. On the Sea 
Camper (shown), even the helmsman's seat becomes a bed 



have a chance to recognize and respond to the needs of 
family boaters. I can get very enthusiastic about some of 
the brands I have had a chance to board; others, frankly, 
leave me cold and critical. But I tend to want to give all 
of them time to develop. 

Some mini-houseboats are being built by companies 
that have never before built a boat. Others have a solid 
history of marine craftsmanship. Some simply consist 
of a travel trailer shell bolted onto an existing hull. 
Others are all new from the keel up, products of ex- 
perienced naval architects. It's obvious in many models 
that the designer has borrowed liberally from travel 
technology. This need not be harmful as long as the de- 
sign also fulfills marine requirements. For example, 
drawers should lock in place so a wave won't send them 
and their contents tumbling to the deck. Every enclosed 
deck should have scuppers to carry water overboard. 
Enclosed gasoline storage areas must be ventilated to 
eliminate any buildup of hazardous fumes. Sharp edges, 
protuberances of any kind must be avoided. Aboard a 
mini-houseboat you are subject to hundreds of actions 
that can push you off balance and lead to injury by such 
things as exposed hooks or sharp corners. 

Builders should run their products through real-life 
storm trials as well as tank tests to determine sea- 
worthiness. The high superstructure typical of micro- 
houseboats makes them especially sensitive to wind and 
wave action. Bottom design, power, center of gravity 
affect the sea-going characteristics of houseboats of all 
sizes, and none can be considered the equal of open- 
water cruisers. Small houseboats in particular will be 
most stable if their use is limited to sheltered waters. 

Micro-houseboats vary widely in appearance, size, 
construction materials, interior layouts, power capa- 
bility, and hull style, but they all have one common 
feature: trailerability. Mini-houseboats therefore, are 
limited to an 8-foot beam, because it's not legal to tow 
anything wider than that with passenger cars. 

Of course, mini-houseboats are not entirely new. I 
had my first experience with one in 1958, and from time 
to time after that other ones would be introduced. But 
this summer is the first time there has been a wide 
variety to select from, and many of today's models are 
infinitely superior to any I can recall. 

Probably a spin-off from the boom in conventional 
houseboats, the micro-houseboat has many factors re- 
commending it. Costs, which range from less than $5,000 
to more than $10,000, run considerably less than those 
of maxi-floating homes, which are now getting to be as 
expensive as many yachts. Even more important for 
some buyers is the trailerability feature, for these little 
houseboats can not only be moved from water to water, 
but can be used like a travel trailer for camping out on 
land. In addition, the mini-craft are easier to maintain 
than large houseboats, and don't require a crane and a 
tractor to get them out of the water for winter storage. 

I believe the current fleet of mini-houseboats drew 
considerable inspiration from the success of a Canadian 
model called the Hobo. Only 18 feet long and drawing 
less than a foot of water, the fiber-glass Hobo gained 
popularity in the States a few years ago. It is still one of 
the better, easily trailerable, outboard-powered house- 
boats on the market. It is also one of the smallest, 
although it claims live-aboard space for four adults and 
two children. The Hobo hit the waterways at the same 
time that interest in family boating and camping was at 
a peak, and the fact that this type of craft combined the 
two like nothing else was bound to make it a success. 

If you get hooked on the idea of buying a micro- 
houseboat, here are some things to think about as you 



look over the different brands: 

A catwalk or passageway between the aft and fore- 
decks will cut down on interior space, but it's a worthy 
sacrifice because it will avoid traffic pileups inside, and 
it makes it much easier for anyone to get from one end 
of the boat to the other in time of emergency. A number 
of models have front-opening doors, which sometimes 
seems unavoidable in these small-size craft; but this can 
be a handicap, since a wave breaking over the short bow 
deck can wash right into the cabin. 

Look for a permanently fixed ladder or comparable 
access from the water-level deck to the cabin top deck. 
Jury-rigged swimming ladders offer a hazard that I 
would not condone. Additionally, look for a nonskid 
finish on the cabin top, walkways, anywhere that a mis-

step could cause you to end up overboard. And if per- 
manent gasoline tanks are installed, it is imperative that 
fillpipes be located where gasoline can drain overboard 
if it is accidentally spilled during refueling. 

I have no preferences for aluminum, fiber glass, steel, 
or marine plywood, because any of these materials can 
make a good hull. Fiber glass, however, is being used 
more than any of the other materials. Some boats feature 
combination construction with a hull of fiber glass and a 
cabin of aluminum or plywood. In construction like this, 
check the seams at the decklines to make sure they are 
adequately sealed so they won't leak, or worse, come 
apart as the boat works in a seaway. Make some attempt 
to evaluate the soundproofing, heatproofing, and cold- 
proofing of the cabin. Any houseboat should be an all- 
weather boat so it can be used for early spring fishing 
right through duck hunting season. 

One of the most common boobytraps in micro-house- 
boats is the use of different deck levels and raised door 
jams, making you step up or down or over as you pass 
from one end of the boat to the other. Although this 
problem is inherent to the small houseboat, the better 
designs hold changes in level to a minimum. 

Handling any mini-houseboat is going to be easier than 
maneuvering a conventional houseboat, yet more difficult 
than piloting most 20-foot cruisers. Think about the fol- 
lowing questions during any test ride you may under- 
take: Will the houseboat hold on a straight course with 
wind and waves pushing its boxlike features from astern, 
or does it yaw and fall off course? Is the visibility good 
from the helmsman's seat, or is it necessary to station 
someone outside to signal directions? Can you ease it up

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to a dock and moor it by yourself? 
How well does it ride out swells or 
the wash from another boat? Be 
wary of any micro-houseboat that 
tends to roll over on its beam when 
the weather or waves get rough. How 
well do you think it would handle 
inside a lock where the rush of water 
frequently causes boils and counter 
currents? What happens when you 
push the throttle to full speed ahead? 
Does it pound or bang in a chop? 
Will it turn promptly at high speed, 
or does the stern skid dangerously? 

Don't overlook checking out how 
the boat handles on a trailer on the 
highway. Does it drag as you reach 
turnpike speeds? Does the stern fish- 
tail, wag sideways, on curves? What 
is the height from ground level to the 
top of the cabin when the houseboat 
is on its trailer? Some brand mini- 
houseboats have had specially de- 
signed low-level trailers built to 
meet their exclusive needs. Every 
trailerable houseboat should have an 
efficient ladder or stairway that lets 
you get aboard easily when it's 
ashore. 

The challenge of making every 
nook and corner count inside the 
mini-cabins has produced surprising 
innovations in galley setups, berth- 
ing, dining space, storage, and toilet 
facilities. The 8- by 24-foot Sea 
Camper, for example, has a tricky 
but very practical helmsman's seat 
that converts to a berth for night- 
time use. Work counters on either 
side of the galley are hinged so that 
they can be dropped down out of the 
way when they're not in use. The 
port forward berth is a combination 
seat and blanket locker. 

Accordion-style dividers convert 
the snug cabin of the Sea Camper 
into separate quarters and so in- 
sures privacy for the occupants. 
Ventilators are screened to keep un- 
wanted small animals from getting 
aboard. Smart planning includes a 
plastic boxlike cover for the exterior 
propane gas tank which doubles as 
a footstep to the upper deck. The Sea 
Camper also has convenient fold- 
down steps molded into the transom. 
The model I boarded, however, had 
a permanent liferail installed across 
the stairwell, so that it became neces- 
sary to duck down when using the 
steps. A yacht-style safety gate 
would eliminate that hazard. On the 
safety side, the Sea Camper has 
tinted glass in windows that slide to 
close and open. 

In comparison, Hydrodyne's Ri- 
viera houseboat is equipped with 
jalousie windows commonly used on 
travel trailers. The sharp edges of the 
jalousie awnings strike me as being 
hazardous to anyone attempting to 
move around in the limited space 
available on the foredeck. But the 
Riviera has other features I like, 
such as the sturdy aluminum rail- 
ings that enclose the bow and stem 
decks, the built-in dome light that 
illuminates the bow deck, and an 
ample-size hanging locker for the 
storage of clothing. 
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Hydrodyne, which has been build- 
ing a mini-houseboat since 1967, 
features a sandwich-type hull con- 
struction of balsa wood and fiber 
glass. Voids in the hull and cabin 
walls, made of aluminum, are filled 
with urethane foam that cuts down 
on noise and provides insulation. The 
roof of the cabin is fiber glass and is 
also foamed. The top deck is strong 
enough to walk and play on, and the 
bow canopy has structural supports 
running up from the rail. 

The thoughtfully designed fiber 
glass Hobo makes the most of its 
minimal space and is available in two 
models, both of which are outboard 
powered. The hardtop version fea- 
tures a fiber glass cabin that encloses 
the aft deck and joins with the con- 
ventional cabin amidships. The alter- 
nate model has a canvas cockpit 
cover for the aft deck and a foredeck 
canopy which is self- storing on its 
tubular aluminum frame when not 
needed. A raised center section in- 
creases interior headroom to 7 feet, 
but creates a two-level cabin top that 
limits its use as play space. The bow 
door is glazed with laminated safety 
glass. Unfortunately, many features 
that I would consider essential are 
priced as extra options, such as a 
shore power hookup, a portable 
toilet, drapes, and window screens. 

One-third longer than the Hobo, 
Cargile's Cutter is 28 feet and looks 
as much like a yacht as it does a 
houseboat. But like all the micro- 
craft I've been discussing, it's trailer- 
able. Steering wheel and engine con- 
trols are located in a command bridge 
set atop the cabin, so the skipper has 
superior all-around visibility. Back- 
to-back seats that convert to bunks 
enable two to sleep on the command 
bridge, which can be enclosed by 
all-weather canvas and mosquito 
netting. An extra-high freeboard (6- 
feet-8) designed into the bow makes 
it possible to incorporate a V-bunk 
arrangement for two beneath the 
bow. Fold-out sofa beds and a con- 
vertible dinette offer sleeping quar- 
ters for six additional people in the 
main cabin. A commendable and 
lengthy list of standard equipment 
on the Cutter includes a 120-gallon 
stainless steel fuel tank, and a 300- 
gallon fiber glass water tank, as well 
as such niceties as a built-in bar 
with a tape stereo, and 12-volt 
fluorescent lights. 

As these examples indicate, micro- 
houseboats differ significantly in 
style, engineering, interior layout, 
housing capability, and construction. 
One brand is a wheeled travel trailer 
with 23-foot pontoons that are low- 
ered or raised hydraulically. Another 
has detachable trailer tongue and 
wheels that raise or lower from in- 
side the boat's hull. Still another in- 
corporates a collapsible tentlike 
cabin. Every buyer should take time 
to shop and compare and match his 
family needs with the boat he 
chooses. I'll end this article with a 
directory of micro-houseboats so 
that any interested reader can obtain

Remember that manufacturers' 
claims for top speed were probably 
arrived at on a windless day, with a 
flat sea, and perhaps with only one 
person on board. If speed is important 
to you, or if you plan to tow water 
skiers with your mini-houseboat, 
choose enough power to handle the 
boat when it's loaded down with 
live-aboard gear and a full crew. 

Outboard engines offer practical 
power for the majority of micro- 
houseboats, but many feature use of 
stern-drive propulsion. Your pocket- 
book will probably help you make 
this choice. If you elect an outboard, 
examine the transom design to make 
sure it won't pose problems. There 
should be plenty of room to let the 
outboard tilt forward in an emer- 
gency without hitting anything, and 
ample space on the stern deck to 
store at least two 6-gallon portable 
tanks. If the outboard engine is to be 
hung on a cantilevered bracket, the 
bracket should be mounted high 
enough to avoid dragging in the 
water when the boat is loaded with 
crew and engine. Surprisingly, I 
have seen mini-houseboats that 
would fail even these simple re- 
quirements. 

Every mini-houseboat designed to 
be used as a home on land and sea 
should have certain minimal live- 
aboard features: a toilet facility that 
meets local anti-pollution require- 
ments; berthing space which will let 
you move around without handicap 
when the beds are made up for sleep- 
ing; a dinette arrangement; a re- 
frigerator; a stove; and a sink. Every 
berth ought to have at least 3 inches 
of high-density foam for mattress 
padding. There should be two inde- 
pendent electrical systems, a 12-volt 
battery for cruising needs, and a 
115-volt shoreside plug-in to be used 
when you're tied up to a dock. 

A mini-houseboat properly fitted 
to a tandem boat trailer should cruise 
on the turnpike with the same facility 
as a comparable-size travel trailer. 
The weight of all but the smallest 
mini-houseboat will require an 
equalizing trailer hitch to distribute 
the load and avoid rear-end sag. The 
trailer should have an intregral 
brake system. Boat and trailer should 
be matched to each other to produce 
the lowest possible profile to keep the 
center of gravity down. I would vote 
for a power winch on the trailer for 
retrieving any boat over 2,500 
pounds. Since many launching situa- 
tions will make it impossible to keep 
your hubs dry, I would also recom- 
mend the use of one or another type 
of waterproof hubs. Leveling jacks 
should be carried and used ashore if 
you want to avoid the frustration of 
trying to get a good night's sleep in a 
bed that slants. 

The outlook for micro-houseboats 
is excellent, and they should grow in 
popularity and become more widely 
available year after year. At least one 
manufacturer has already taken 
steps to form a club for trailerable

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all animals on the face of the earth. 

Four hundred years ago all traces 
of our inhabiting this continent could 
have been hauled out of New York 
harbor on a garbage scow and been 
consigned to the briny deep. But to- 
day we have arrived at the point of 
no return. We're even beginning to 
pollute the moon. I do not think we 
can distribute our exploding popula- 
tion on other planets. I know that 
when we have destroyed all habitat 
on this earth, we too will perish. 
Most interesting are the hundreds of 
organizations devoted to the saving 
of some form of flora or fauna that 
they are most interested in. Such 
activity is not going to save a single 
species in the long run. It is only 
putting off the inevitable day when 
we, the creatures that God created 
in his own image, have taken com- 
plete domination of this planet and 
starved it and ourselves to death. 

Dyed-in-the-wool biologists will 
tell you that there is an ecological 
chain which must not be broken — all 
species of plants and animals are put 
on this earth for a reason. When one 
is wiped out, something bad is apt to 
happen to us. I do not hold to this 
theory. I feel I can do without 
chiggers and possibly polar bears and 
musk ox, though the last two would 
be nice to have around. However, the 
breaking down of elements to 
formulate deadly poisons capable of 
killing all living organisms, includ- 
ing man, seems to be going too far 
in our zeal to eradicate some plant 
or animal we deem our enemy. 

My ex-chief, Ding Darling, once 
told me, some thirty years ago, that 
he despaired of ever getting all con- 



servation interests consolidated into 
one group to fight for the right things. 
Like a pack of mongrels on the trail 
of a single rabbit, each organization 
thinks it has the right spoor to fol- 
low — and in most cases the rabbit 
gets away. 

So I despair, like Ding Darling, of 
being able to have my meek voice 
heard in the wilderness. In half a cen- 
tury I have chased a dozen rabbits 
and haven't caught one yet. Once I 
wrote of the destructiveness of 
predators. Then again I took up the 
theme of saving waterfowl through 
restrictive shooting and the perfec- 
tion of habitat. Later, I gave papers 
on the threat of DDT and other de- 
structive poisons. I never got to the 
basic cause of all troubles, man — my 
own kind. Sure, I know that men 
had caused all this disruption and I 
wrote about that. But I did not ac- 
centuate the curtailment of our num- 
bers. 

Regardless of whether a man is a 
Senator with a dozen kids or an oc- 
cupant of a ghetto with a like num- 
ber of offspring, all of their children 
will consume an equal amount of 
groceries. The only difference is that 
the ones with the most money will 
last the longest, unless the have-nots 
take over as one starved dog might 
rob another. 

I suggest then we gear our think- 
ing to the question of the human 
population explosion. By so doing, we 
might retain what we have and pos- 
sibly even improve, through our find- 
ings, our habitat and continue the 
perpetuation of all remaining living 
things. /? V~ 
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one particular spot but where, if I 
moved only a few yards in either 
direction, I couldn't get another hit. 
And, once found, these spots were 
usually good season after season. 

Several years ago, Clare Conley 
and I found the bass spot to end all 
bass spots on the Snake River. The 
Snake is a big stream and it was 
split by an island here, with per- 
haps a third of the water coming 
down swiftly over a long gravel 
riffle between the island and one 
shore. Part way down along this 
side of the island the riffle broke off 
sharply into deep water on a diag- 
onal toward shore. Behind the bar 
there was a big eddy, deep where it 
was brushed by the main current on 
the far side, and shallow next to 
the island. 

Hunting bass one day, we beached 
our canoe and fished the riffle, then 
the eddy, and finally the moderately 
flowing water farther downstream, 
all from the island side. When we 
got back to the canoe, Clare stood 
beside it to make a final cast — and 
caught a bass. I stood beside him and 
caught another. 

We were using bucktails with fly 
rods and we cast along the edge of 
the riffle just above the break, then 
let the current sweep our sinking 
lines down into deep water. This 
was an obvious place to hold almost 
any kind of fish, of course. We had 
beached the canoe there in the first 
place because it looked good. But 
during our exploring we had failed 
to make a single cast from precisely 
the right spot. This was little longer 
than the canoe. Move 20 feet in 
either direction and even though 
you cast to the same spot you would 
rarely hook a bass. 

Evidently, in addition to water the 
fish like, you must also have the 
combination of currents that makes 
your fly or lure most attractive. Only 
by carefully fishing all the likely 
looking water can you find these 
places. Once you get a fish, of 
course, you should cast again from 
precisely the same spot in precisely 
the same direction and to the same 
distance. If you don't get another 
soon, move on; the first was prob- 
ably a loner. But if you catch sev- 
eral in short order, mark the place 
well. It may pay off year after year. 

All of the really good anglers I 
have fished with realized the im- 
portance of fishing where the fish 
were — and kept hunting until they 
found them. This seems almost too 



obvious to mention, but every sum- 
mer on my favorite lake I see dozens 
of anglers sitting on the bank and 
fishing the same water where they 
caught crappies in May. If you ask 
one of them how he's doing he'll say, 
"They're not biting today." 

Apparently it never occurs to them 
that the crappies might not be there 
in July. Yet in all lakes that stratify, 
crappies suspend in the thermocline 
over deep water. So do many other 
kinds of fish. 

On the easy days, when all the 
fish are fools and every angler comes 
home a hero, it doesn't matter much 
what you do. If you fish reasonably 
well and stay at it, you'll catch them. 
But on other days when the fish are 
critical and hard to please, the dif- 
ferences that might mean success or 
failure can be quite subtle. 

A lure moving very slowly or very 
fast; a fly retrieved with short jerks 
and pauses or with long, steady 
pulls; bait anchored firmly in one 
spot or allowed to tumble freely 
along the bottom, any of these alter- 
natives might turn a blank day into 
a successful one. And there are 
many others, all worth trying when 
the fish don't respond to the usual 
methods. 

Those anglers who are consistently 
successful are sticklers for doing 
everything precisely right because 
they know that a slight difference in 
technique can make a big difference 
in the catch. This observation is not 
limited to bass and trout. It applies 
to all kinds of fish under all kinds 
of conditions. 

Obviously, the more abundant fish 
are, the easier they are to catch. 
Panfish are usually easy because 
there are so many of them, but I 
have fished mountain lakes for trout 
where there was fierce competition 
for any fly or lure you might toss in. 
There were too many fish for the 
food supply, the trout were always 
hungry, and every one that saw a 
fly touch the water raced to get it. 
Sometimes half a dozen would come 
at once from as many directions. 
Such fishing soon ceases to be fun. 

Also, generally speaking, the 
smaller the fish are, the easier they 
are to fool. The most challenging 
fishing is on water that holds only 
a comparatively few big, old, smart 
lunkers, though many smaller fish 
might also be present. And it is in 
catching these veterans that little 
differences can make the big dif- 
ference.

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Can The Arctic Be Saved?

"lighter fractions" of crude oil are 
the ones responsible for the high 
toxicity of crude oil to marine organ- 
isms. In tropic and temperate en- 
vironments these lighter fractions 
evaporate rapidly, but in the cold 
waters of the Arctic, evaporation 
rates of the highly toxic lighter frac- 
tions "are believed to be greatly 
slowed." And the net effect of this, 
the biologist notes, "is to significantly 
prolong the time when sensitive 
marine organisms are exposed to the 
toxic influences of the lighter hydro- 
carbons." 

Bear with me for one more techni- 
cal detail and the scenario will be 
complete for the ecological night- 
mare that will follow when one of 
the oil corporation's super-super- 
tankers comes apart in the North- 
west Passage. Warner's report cites 
authorities who have estimated that 
a mere 1,000 tons of crude oil spilled 
at sea will cover one square mile 
within ten hours. It takes no high 
mathematics to calculate the disaster 
area when a 300,000- or 500,000-ton 
tanker comes to grief in the Arctic. 
(The limited number of oil tycoons 
among my fans will quickly note 
that I say "when," and not "if." 
Warner apparently feels the same 
way, for in a blunt warning to the 
Canadian Government he tells them 
to get ready for "inevitable" oil 
spillage.) 

"Of all international oil transport- 
ing ventures undertaken to date," 
his report notes, "this proposed 
Northwest Passage plan is clearly 
far and away the most hazardous. 
It is extremely hazardous not only 
for the ships and their crews, but 
for the Arctic environment along the 
route of the tankers. The sinking — 
or even serious damaging — of but 
one large tanker in these waters 
could have catastrophic and long- 
term effects on the Arctic coastal 
environment." 

As grim as the potential disaster 
involving tankers in the ice-choked 
Northwest Passage is, however, it is 
possible that an even greater threat 
is presented by the other scheme for 
getting arctic oil to market — the 
pipeline. Just as a nonsinkable tank- 
er does not exist, there is no such 
thing as an unrupturable oil pipeline. 
In all of the reports I have read 
regarding the 48-inch, 800-mile 
monster that is to snake from Prud- 
hoe Bay to Valdez on the Gulf of 
Alaska, I found no authority who 
claimed the pipeline would be im- 
mune from breaks. In fact, of course, 
any pipeline that crosses the highly 
unstable Alaskan tundra is bound to 
suffer breaks, perhaps more than 
any other petroleum line in the 
world. Even a minor earthquake 
(and Alaska sees plenty) could 
cause a whole series of disastrous 
ruptures. 

And when a rupture does occur? 
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Crude oil will gush over the earth 
at the rate of 20 barrels of oil per 
second! Now think about that in 
terms of Dr. Warner's dire warning 
— that 20 barrels per second (which 
rounds out to 1.7 million barrels in 
24 hours) will be doing its poison- 
ous work for as long as a century. 

Beyond that there are the abso- 
lutely unknown hazards that attend 
running a pipeline carrying oil 
heated to 180 degrees F. through or 
over a thin layer of spongy soil sup- 
ported by permafrost. 

If the pipeline is buried, the heat 
will melt the permafrost to mud to 
unspecified depths, creating unstable 
soil conditions that may present in- 
soluble engineering problems. And 
although elaborate promises have 
been made to insulate the line, heat 
loss is inevitable. This will mean 
that much of the route of the pipe- 
line will turn into a vast manmade 
slough, with gross erosion and, of 
course, great destruction of the deli- 
cate arctic and subarctic life chains. 
This scar will not heal as long as the 
line carries oil, and the jeopardy 
in which it places the irreplaceable 
wildlife of the area is literally in- 
calculable. Immediately threatened, 
to offer just one example, will be 
two of the largest caribou herds re- 
maining on earth. Delicately poised 
between survival and starvation in 
the thin arctic environment, the two 
herds (generally estimated at some 
400,000 animals) may not be able to 
survive such a permanent barrier to 
their time-tested migration routes. 

Even before the pipeline moves 
one drop of crude oil, it will bring 
chaos from which the area can never 
recover. Mountains of steel pipe 
must be hauled overland to depots. 
Whole fleets of earth-moving ma- 
chinery will be imported to dig the 
vast ditch into which the line will be 
sunk. Streams and rivers will have 
to be dammed while work proceeds. 
Millions of cubic yards of gravel will 
be dredged from streambeds for 
construction work — at what cost to 
fish spawning grounds no one knows. 

The catalog of disastrous effects 
that the pipeline will bring to Alaska 
is almost limitless; the fact is that no 
one can tell how bad it will be until 
it is built and operating, at which 
time it will be too late. 

It may already be too late in fact. 
The imposing edifice of safeguards 
erected to protect the public interest 
in Alaska has just about crumbled 
under the skillful assault of the ex- 
ploiters. Since most of the pipeline 
will be built through Federal land 
reserves, conservationists and ecolo- 
gists had hoped Congress and the 
Department of Interior could be de- 
pended upon to keep oil from ruin- 
ing Alaska as it has ruined so many 
other areas. 

Former Secretary of Interior 
Stewart Udall, imposed a freeze on 



use permits of the Federal lands in- 
volved, and Congress extracted a 
promise from Mr. Udall's successor, 
Mr. Hickel, that the freeze would 
not be lifted until it, Congress, willed 
it. Long and detailed hearings were 
held by the Senate Interior Com- 
mittee, and a patient audience was 
given to the anguished howls of 
numerous reputable conservationists, 
including, I am proud to say, repre- 
sentatives of Field & Stream, one of 
whom, Clare Conley, the Editor, 
classed the pipeline as a poorly re- 
searched "800-mile-long experi- 
ment." I will not say the hearings 
went for naught, for a careful record 
was made that will be useful in 
keeping the oil men to their prom- 
ises. But the fact remains that 
Congress has now granted Secretary 
Hickel permission to lift the freeze, 
the freeze has been lifted, and actual 
construction permits will probably 
be issued eventually. 

The ultimate court of appeal is the 
White House, it being doubtful that 
even the strong-willed Mr. Hickel 
would give the final green light to an 
undertaking as fraught with po- 
litical dynamite as the pipeline with- 
out President Nixon's approval. 

Many of the same bromides re- 
garding safeguards to the environ- 
ment that one hears in conjunction 
with the pipeline were in use when 
offshore drilling in Cook Inlet was 
started eight years ago. Today there 
are a dozen giant drilling platforms 
in upper Cook Inlet, each one worth 
some $12 million. Concrete-encased 
underwater pipes carry oil to storage 
depots on shore. There have been 
reports of these pipelines being 
broken by ice 250 feet beneath the 
surface of the sea, and oil spillage at 
Cook now averages more than one 
incident every fortnight. "Their 
severity ranges from modest to ex- 
tremely destructive," one authority 
notes, adding: "Tens of thousands of 
sea birds and waterfowl have been 
killed by this pollution, and even the 
commercial species of fish and bot- 
tom-dwelling crabs have been af- 
fected." 

There is a dreadful irony in the 
plight of the North American Arctic. 
Those living now are possibly the 
third generation of Americans to tell 
each other that if only we had it to 
do all over again we would not per- 
mit the rape of our natural heritage. 
But now, again, all this pious reso- 
lution is seen as no more than a bad, 
sick joke. The minute vast oil re- 
serves were discovered under Alas- 
ka's North Slope the greed that has 
been the curse of our nation mani- 
fested itself. The issue may not be 
wholly settled yet, but already there 
is ample ground to doubt that the 
safeguards which will be imposed 
upon the exploiters will be any more 
than sops being thrown to alarmed 
conservationists by the oil trade.

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Hot Weather Hot Spot

It IS no secret that some of the country's finest small- 
mouth bass waters lie close together in Maine's Grand 
Lake Region. The names Big Lake, Junior, Scraggly, 
Pocomoonshine, Pocumcus, Wabassus, Third Machias, 
Sysladobsis, Norway, and a host of others have appeared 
in the outdoor magazines so many times that they are 
familiar to most eastern smallmouth fishermen. I have 
fished most of the waters listed above, and know from 
experience that they teem with smallmouths. During 
late May and most of June, when the bass are on the 
shorelines, bass bugging approaches the fantastic. 

Unfortunately, many fishermen are unable to schedule 
a fishing vacation when this hot shoreline fishing is at 
its peak. They arrive in July and August, hoping for 
fast action with fly rod and popping bugs, only to dis- 
cover that no matter how hard they pound the shore- 
lines they can raise no more than a few small bass. 

I also know from experience how frustrating this can 
be. For a string of years I have fished the area out of 
Weatherby's Camps in Grand Lake Stream. Some years 



I have been able to make it in time to cash in on the 
hot surface fishing. In other years I have had to settle 
for July and August, and by that time the shorelines 
of all the famed bass lakes are producing no action. 

The big bass have moved into deep water where they 
can be taken only on deeply running lures and bait. 
Many sensible late-season visitors have no quarrel with 
this circumstance, for they are quite happy to tangle 
with 2- and 3-pound smallmouths on any terms. But the 
bug fishing devotee looks on this compromise as odious. 
He insists on flailing the shorelines, even though he 
catches little or nothing. 

Since I am of this stubborn breed, I held small hopes 
for good fishing when my wife Edna and I set out from 
Pittsford, Vermont, for Grand Lake Stream on July 
21, 1969. We looked forward to renewing acquaintances 
with our good friends Bev and Alice Weatherby, but 
I was pretty well resigned to days of nearly fruitless 
bug tossing.

lie to my pessimism the next morn- 
ing after breakfast, although I didn't 
take him seriously. 

"What would you like to do?" he 
asked. 

"I'd like to take bass on bugs," I 
said, "but I know better than to 
think we can." 

"Wouldn't say that," Val replied. 
"I think we can drum up a few." 

"Where?" 

"In the river." 

I knew he meant the St. Croix, the 
river which forms the boundary be- 
tween Maine and New Brunswick. 
There is a dam near Princeton, about 
15 miles from Grand Lake Stream, 
and I had fished the river below 
the dam on a previous trip. I had 
caught only small bass and pickerel. 

"Let's go," I said, but with little 
enthusiasm. 

We trailered Val's 20-foot canoe, 
not to below the dam as I had ex- 
pected, but to the impoundment 
above it. This, the water we were to 
fish, is known as the Grand Falls 
Flowage. It is fed not only by the 
St. Croix, but by the outlet of Big 
Lake, Tomah Stream, and lesser 
inlets. Since it is a flowage, its char- 
acter is markedly different from 
that of the lakes of the region, and 
I was soon to discover that this 
difference results in surface fish- 
ing which holds up in hot weather. 

A 7% hp motor whisked us across 
a broad expanse of open water to 
an area of weedy points, stump- 
studded bays, and countless coves 
and pockets which were jackstrawed 
with floating and sunken dead trees 
and logs. No bass fisherman could 
ask for more likely looking water. 

Val slowed the motor to a crawl 
out of respect for the many hidden 
snags, then shut it off as we came 
alongside sparse weed growth from 
which the bottom dropped away 
sharply. 

"We'll try 'em here," he said as 
he picked up a paddle. "See if any- 
body's home." 

Nobody was, which didn't surprise 
me. I cast steadily for nearly half 
an hour without getting a hit. 

Wham! My dancing bug suddenly 
disappeared in the center of a 
mighty upheaval, and I set the hook 
in what, from the feeling, had to be 
the biggest bass in the state of 
Maine. The enraged smallmouth 
dove, putting an incredible strain 
on my 4-ounce rod, then shot high 
in the air. We could hear his flared 
gills rattle as he shook to rid him- 
self of the stinging hook. Instead of 
the anticipated record breaker, it 
was a bass on the short side of 3 
pounds. But what a tiger! My wrist 
was aching by the time I got a grip 
on his lower jaw, unhooked the bug, 
and released him. 

"Son of a gun!" I exclaimed. "You 
got any more like Turn?" 

"Fish here in the river run to good 
size," Val declared matter-of-factly. x 
"But I can't understand why we 
haven't picked up three or four. 
Usually do off these weeds." He 
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reflected a moment, then turned to 
crank the motor. "Maybe they aren't 
hanging in the weeds today. Let's 
try something different." 

This turned out to be a small cove 
jammed with floating and sub- 
merged trees and logs, a three- 
dimensional tangle. 

On my fifth cast there, a twin to 
the first bass smashed my deer-hair 
bug at the edge of the tangle. He 
bounced into what appeared to be 
open water, but this was only an 
illusion. He soon found a sunken 
snag and wrapped the leader around 
it, giving him the solid pull that was 
all he needed to tear free. 

"They're tough pups to take in 
this stuff," Val observed. "Nothing 
to do but put the pressure on 'em 
and hope for the best." 

They were tough, all right, and 
the tangled driftwood gave them a 
tremendous advantage. But the re- 
sult was fishing that couldn't have 
been more challenging or exciting. 

We came opposite a pocket of 
open water that extended well back 
into the solid mat of driftwood. It 
was a spot that just had to hold bass, 
but as I prepared to shoot my bug 
into the depths of the pocket, I 
spotted a sunken log lying squarely 
across the mouth. It would be dis- 
astrous to try to lead a hooked bass 
out of the pocket, and as the bug 
dropped I made a fleeting decision 
to gamble on playing any fish I 
might hook in the pocket itself. 

I twitched the bug several times, 
but nothing happened. I was about 
to remark to Val that the best-look- 
ing spots were not always the ones 
that produced fish when the motion- 
less bug took a direct hit of tre- 
mendous violence. My rod writhed 
momentarily, then straightened as 
a whopper of a smallmouth showed 
himself in an angry leap. Down 
again, he charged straight toward 
the canoe, got himself airborne and 
tailwalked along the surface right 
over the feared log. 

"He's in the clear," Val hollered, 
and began sculling the canoe away 
from the driftwood as rapidly as 
possible. "We've got a good chance 
at him now." 

So it seemed, but only for too 
short a time. There was no turning 
the fish from going wherever he 
wanted, and where he wanted was 
down. Soon, exactly as I feared, he 
managed to take a turn around a 
sunken log. I felt the rod come 
against dead resistance and knew 
that the bass had a snubbed leader 
to work against. After feeling his 
power against the rod, I had no il- 
lusions that he'd stay hooked. He 
didn't, and seconds later I stripped 
in my line and a broken leader. 

I'm as big a liar as the next fisher- 
man, but I shall resist the tempta- 
tion to elaborate on how big I think 
that bass was. I shall merely state 
that the snapped leader tested 14 
pounds at the tip. The reader can 
take it from there.

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hard to take, but a third bass in 
that little cove soon set things right 
again. This one obligingly headed 
into relatively open water, and I 
managed to land and release him 
after a long, hard battle. 

"Four hooked and two landed," 
Val said. "You're batting .500, 
which is a pretty good average here 
in the river." 

We fished the St. Croix three con- 
secutive days, and my final average 
was considerably below the .500 
mark. To be exact, I hooked a total 
of seventy-five bass in those three 
days, but landed and released only 
thirty-two. Among those lost were 
more bruisers, including another 
that was able to bust off against a 
14-pound-test tippet. 

Hooking seventy-five smallmouths 
in three days of bug fishing in the 
Grand Lake Region during May or 
June would be nothing to write 
about. In fact, when the shoreline 
fishing is at its best, that would rate 
as rather slow fishing. But this was 
late in July when bug casting in the 
area's justly famed lakes is conceded 
to be largely a waste of time. 

Moreover, virtually every bass 
hooked was a hefty hunk of bronze 
dynamite. There were no little fel- 
lows at all, so every fish hooked 
meant a hard, stubborn battle. 
Many ran between 2 and 3 pounds 
apiece, and on a fly rod they were 
holy terrors. I have never tangled 
with smallmouths that fought more 
ferociously. 

To me, such good fishing that late 
in the season came as a welcome 
surprise. With future trips in mind, 
I asked Val if it was typical of the 
Grand Falls Flowage during late 
summer. 

"If I have a fisherman who can 
cast a bug, and is willing to work, 
I can usually show him good fishing 
here in the river, in July and on 
through August," he said. 

"How do you account for it?" 

"Well, all of the lakes have deep, 
cold water for the bass to move into 
during hot weather. There aren't 
any deep holes in the river, so the 
bass keep cool by hiding up in the 
shade of the dri-ki along shore. This 
keeps them in shallow water where 
they'll rise to a popping bug." 

Now that I think I have the prob- 
lem solved, I won't be too disap- 
pointed if I'm forced to make next 
year's trip to Grand Lake Stream in 
late summer. 

On each of the three days I was 
there, Val and I fished entirely dif- 
ferent locations and barely dipped 
into the total potential. For each bay 
and cove fished, we passed by a 
dozen that looked every bit as good. 
Each had its array of stumps and 
floating logs, forming ideal cover for 
bass and tempting targets for the 
bug-caster to shoot at. Val assured 
me that they all were as good as 
they looked and could be counted on 
to produce bass. 

The Grand Lake Region is one

centers in New England, so accom- 
modations abound. Rates are reas- 
onable and services complete. Area 
guides are long on experience and 
thoroughly competent. They charge 
$25 per day, plus reasonable reim- 
bursement whenever canoes must be 
trailered significant distances. They 
furnish canoe and motor, and cook 
memorable meals during the noon- 
time break. 

I strongly advise against trying 
to make out without the services of 
a guide, particularly in the Grand 
Falls Flowage. The waters are so 
infested with hidden snags that it 
would be dangerous for one un- 
acquainted with the channels to 
cruise at speeds faster than a crawl. 
The stranger would use up much 
valuable time feeling his way 
around, but a guide would have him 
among fish with no waste of time. 

There is no need to arise early or 
fish late. I hooked my seventy-five 
bass while keeping what almost 
could be called banker's hours: be- 
tween 9 a.m. and 5 p.m. But lest I 
paint too rosy a picture, I feel ob- 
liged to stress the fact that I cast 
steadily, save for the running time 
between spots, every moment I was 
on the river. This adds up to a lot 
of casts and a lot of work. But I 
can think of dozens of ways to work 
harder for less, and I assume that 
most bass fishermen agree.

"Hey, Scott," I 
shouted, pointing to the dust bear- 
ing down on us, "Let's get out of 
here." 

He heard and glanced over his 
shoulder, but continued to fish. Then 
suddenly I heard him shout, "Wow! 
Look at him jump." 

Scott played the bass until it tired, 
slowly working his way toward 
shore until he dragged the fish out 
on the gravel bar. It was a fat 14- 
incher, weighing about 3 pounds. I 
cut a willow branch and strung the 
smallmouth. Meanwhile, driven by 
the gusty wind, the dust passed over 
us, obliterating the hills north of the 
river. Anxiously I looked at the 
darkening sky. If Scott noted my 
concern, he didn't show it. Wading 
back into the river, he continued to 
cast and reel his gold-colored top- 
water plug. He sure liked to fish. 
Scott, 16 years old, has what I con- 
sider strange angling tastes for a 
Westerner. In rugged, mountainous 
Idaho, trout, any kind of trout, top 
the game fish list. But Scott Edmon- 
son prefers to catch smallmouth 
which, in a land where the steel- 
head is king, marks him as some 
kind of fishing rebel. 

But rebel or not, before he quit 
Scott raised my fever quite a bit. 
He caught two more small bass, plus 
a 15%-incher in about half an hour.

I was in Lewiston to float the 
Clearwater with Scott in his little 
two-man rubber raft. And as we 
walked off the gravel bar at dusk, I 
was primed and ready to go. But the 
following day the wind still blew. 
We bought groceries for the three- 
day trip and carefully packed our 
gear in plastic and rubberized bags 
to protect it from waves or spills. 
Mine felt as though it weighed 50 
pounds. 

"I hope," Scott remarked while 
driving up U.S. Highway 12 beside 
the Clearwater, "you don't mind 
going through a few rapids." 

"Not at all," I said. I was going 
to regret that statement before the 
day was finished. 

It was almost noon on that sum- 
mery July day when Scott's mother 
dropped us and our gear off near 
the small town of Greer, about forty 
miles from Lewiston. I handed her 
my camera so she could take a 
couple of pictures of us starting our 
trip. Immediately below our takeoff 
point I could hear the sound of 
small rapids. 

"I've never been over this rapid 
before," Scott said casually. 

That made me nervous. "Maybe 
we'd better look the rapid over be- 
fore going through it blindly," I 
said. 

"It's okay," he assured me. "I 
looked at all the rapids as we drove 
along the river." 

But I climbed back up the bank 
and looked for myself. There were 
several whitecaps, but I could spot 
no protruding rocks. Somewhat hesi- 
tantly I climbed into the raft to 
which we'd lashed our waterproof 
bags. I hugged the rubber bag con- 
taining my new camera and nodded 
glumly. Away we went, bouncing 
and bobbing. My back was turned 
downstream so that Scott could see 
to maneuver the boat with a pair 
of aluminum mini-oars. Halfway 
through the rapids a splash of cold 
water washed over me, but we came 
through with no change. Once be- 
low the rapids Scott whipped out 
his rod and began to cast toward an 
eddy with his golden lure. 

On the second cast his rod bent 
and line stripped off the spinning 
reel as the bass made a run. By the 
time he lifted the 12-inch fish into 
the raft, we had passed the eddy. 
I hadn't made a single cast. 

Now I had a chance to look at the 
scenery. Pine-covered mountains on 
both sides of the river rested under 
a dark-blue sky accented with 
fleecy, white clouds. The fast, clear 
water slid us along over dark brown 
and black rocks. Both of us began 
casting toward shore and, suddenly, 
Scott hooked another bass. 

"Grab the oars," he shouted. "This 
is a big one." 

I reeled in and took the oars as 
the bass headed downstream with 
the current. Then it abruptly turned 
and headed back toward us and 
jumped, showering spray as it shook 
its head before falling back. Holding 
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the rod tip high, Scott rapidly reeled 
in the line which suddenly went 
slack. I thought the excitement was 
over, but close to the raft the bass 
turned and made another down- 
stream run. Scott kept the pressure 
on and before long boated a fish 
that measured 15V4 inches. We esti- 
mated the weight at slightly more 
than 3 pounds. 

"No bad," Scott said, stringing up 
his catch. "Maybe we'll get into some 
really big ones before the day is 
over." 

We were out for big bass, hope- 
fully even a lunker that would shat- 
ter the Idaho smallmouth record of 
5 pounds 14 ounces. Fishing pres- 
sure is so fight on the Clearwater 
that any good angler can, on a day 
when the fish are hitting, easily fill 
a stringer with 10- to 12-inch bass. 

We gradually established a pat- 
tern that was to hold for the entire 
trip. Mostly we fished the eddies as 
the raft slipped along on its down- 
river run. Some eddies were so 
small that we managed only a single 
cast before being swept by. Others 
we called two-cast eddies. Our cast- 
ing distance ranged from 15 to 40 
feet. The really big eddies looked 
so promising that Scott would pull 
over into the stiller water, giving us 
time to work the water thoroughly. 

Unfortunately, a little later, a snag 
hooked the bottom of the raft, tear- 
ing a hole the size of a half dollar. 

"The raft won't sink," Scott 
promised as 3 inches of water 
quickly poured into bottom. "But 
it'll ride lower and we'll have to be 
careful going over the rocks." 

There was no way to keep the 
water out. I bailed but more came 
in, so finally I quit and we sat in the 
several inches of water. Also, Scott 
wasn't able to maneuver the boat as 
well, since several gallons of water 
kept sloshing back and forth. We 
caught a few more small fish, in- 
cluding a 13-inch rainbow that iiked 
Scott's golden plug, but our concern 
now was to get on to Orofino, where 
we planned to camp for the night. 
Luckily the water wasn't too cold, 
it being mid-July. But by the time 
we pulled up on the rocky beach 
at Orofino, both of us were 
thoroughly chilled. 

I unloaded as Scott headed for the 
town to find a service station where 
the raft could be patched. Checking 
the gear, I discovered that despite 
our rubberized bags, some of it — 
notably Scott's sleeping bag — had 
gotten wet. This wasn't as bad as 
it seemed at first, since there was a 
laundromat in town where the bag 
could be put in the drier. 

When Scott finally finished this 
chore — it took seven dimes to dry 
the bag out — we ate supper and 
called it a night. 

I spread my sleeping bag on an 
air mattress, but Scott turned the 
raft over and bedded down on top 
of it. 

By 8: 30 the following morning we 
were on the river again, floating 
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MISSOURI

over a part of the route the explor- 
ers Lewis and Clark had taken on 
their epic voyage in 1805. 

We were certain of one thing: 
Lewis and Clark got no smalLmouth 
bass, for this fish is not native to 
Idaho. The bass were planted long 
after the explorers made their his- 
toric journey. 

We caught plenty of fish that day, 
none of them monsters, but some up 
to 12 inches. We decided to keep no 
fish because they were almost sure 
to die before we made camp. 

Scott's theory on Clearwater 
smallmouth fishing was to hit the 
eddies and work them over, but to 
forget about the fast water ap- 
proaching the rapids. It proved to 
fairly sound advice, since he was 
too busy rowing and watching for 
rocks in the rapids. All I did at first 
was clutch my camera and try to 
keep from getting wet. Later I be- 
gan to fish the rapids as our raft 
bobbed like a yellow cork through 
them. Above one rapid I had a 
vicious strike. I lurched back, set- 
ting the hook. 

"Got a big one, Scott," I shouted. 

Reeling frantically, I got the fish 
to the boat before we hit the fastest 
water. It wasn't a smallmouth, but 
resembled a sucker. Scott called it 
a squawfish, and added that it was 
an unpopular fish in the west. But it 
takes top-water plugs readily, hits 
hard, and in fast water the angler 
gets his money's worth of fighting. 
If it hadn't been for the squawfish, 
that second afternoon would have 
been an empty fishing experience 
— the bass had stopped hitting. 

However, the scenery was beauti- 
ful. On the north bank of the river 
the trees started to thin, giving way 
to grass-covered hills about the 
color of ripe wheat. The rapids be- 
came bigger and longer. Often we 
would just get through one and 
would begin to hear the noise of a 
second one. Scott was casual, but it 
was because he had been down the 
river when the water was 10 feet 
higher than now. The rapids had 
few dangerous rocks, but waves be- 
low the fast water towered to 4 feet 
above the raft. I could look up at 
times and see them almost blotting 
out the sun. Scott tried to hit them 
at an angle that would carry us over 
them, but usually they broke over 
me in the bow. 

On the second day we covered 
thirteen miles, finally pulling into 
a beach near a tavern at about 5: 30. 
I had coffee and Scott drank a quart 
of soft drinks. Supper was warmed 
up, canned beans and frankfurters, 
food that Scott had selected. When 
we went to bed the sky was over- 
cast and the temperature much 
warmer than the night before. 

We were up early on the third and 
final day of the trip. Again, we 
caught plenty of fish in the morning 
— small bass and squawfish. But the 
farther we came down the river, the 
warmer it got, and in the afternoon 
we couldn't get the fish to strike.

We had plenty of time for conver- 
sation. 

"I'm beginning to think we may 
not get any big bass," I said once, 
knowing that Scott was feeling bad 
because we hadn't caught anything 
resembling a record bass. 

"It's sure not like last year," Scott 
said. "Johnny Respondek and I 
caught more than we could carry 
when we floated from Orofino to j 
Spaulding." 

"Tell me about the big ones," I 
said. "Where did you catch them?" 

"When I got my best one," Scott 
said, "I was fishing over big boul- 
ders in swift water about 4 feet deep. 
At first I thought I'd snagged a log. 
The fish went right to the bottom 
and sat there, I thought he was un- 
der a rock. But I didn't press. I just 
kept pressure on the rod as Johnny 
rowed upstream to hold us in place. 
Finally the fish gave up, came to the 
surface and jumped three times. 
Took me 25 minutes to land it," 
Scott said, remembering. "What a 
monster!" 

The smallmouth weighed 5 pounds 
10 ounces, only 4 ounces shy of the 
state record. And it had been caught 
on one of the 2 1 /2-inch golden plugs 
that Scott uses exclusively for small- 
mouth bass. 

On our three-day float I gave al- 
most equal time to plastic worms 
and spinners, but the top-water 
plugs were best. Perhaps they work 
so well on the Clearwater because 
they resemble the small squawfish 
the bass feed on. Whatever the rea- 
son, I have since found them effec- 
tive for smallmouth bass in the East 
as well. 

Actually, I had been introduced to 
this lure and the Clearwater the year 
before. I was visiting Lewiston that 
summer and met Scott, who took me 
along for an afternoon of fishing and, 
using a top-water silver plug, I'd 
hooked and landed a 4 V 2 -pound bass. 
Playing a fish that size from a rubber 
raft in fast water was really exciting, 
and Scott and I had planned this 
longer trip in the hope of getting a 
record fish. 

But our time was running out. Be- 
tween the two of us on our three-day 
float, we had hooked probably 100 
bass of the 10- to 12-inch size, but 
even these had stopped striking. 
About 3 o'clock on our last after- 
noon, since we were ahead of sched- 
ule, we stopped, pulled the raft on 
shore, and fished a gravel flat below 
a rapid. Casting right to the edge of 
the fast water, I caught a 3-pounder. 
But that was it. 

Scott was disappointed, even 
though I said that the fishing had 
been great compared to what I was 
accustomed to. 

Next day I had to catch a plane 
for the East, but it did not leave until 
late afternoon. So Scott and I de- 
cided to try once more. We left the 
raft at home and went back to the 
gravel flat where the dust storm had 
swirled over us earlier in the week. 
Two hours of hard, careful fishing

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produced nothing. As we started to 
leave, I couldn't resist casting into 
fast water flowing from a paper mill 
outlet on one side of the gravel bar. 

The plug hardly had time to hit 
the water when a huge smallmouth 
struck. He struck so hard he cleared 
the water by a foot. It all happened 
so quickly that I didn't have time to 
set the hook. From what I could see 
of the fish, it looked as though it 
would have weighed at least 5 
pounds. 

The bass wouldn't strike again. But 
I walked off that gravel bar knowing 
I'd at least had a glimpse of one of 
the Clearwater's big, battling small- 
mouths. 

Can You Really 
Photograph Africa? 

(Continued from yage 38) 

I'm not a professional photo- 
grapher myself, but this incident 
made me wonder what it would be 
like to photograph Africa as an 
amateur. It is possible for the aver- 
age tourist to take good pictures? 
What problems could be expected — 
and how could they be met? 

Pan Am went along with the idea 
of trying to answer these questions, 
and together we chose Kenya as the 
country to photograph. In Kenya, 
tourism has become the largest single 
source of foreign-exchange earnings. 
Thirty years ago safaris were almost 
entirely hunting expeditions. Now 
hunting is only 2 percent of the safari 
business. This is not because of any 
decrease in the number of hunters, 
but because there is now 98 percent 
more safari business, most of it con- 
cerned with photography or just ani- 
mal viewing. 

Another reason we chose Kenya is 
that compared to game parks in some 
other countries, especially in South 
Africa where crowds are so big there 
is bumper-to-bumper traffic, Kenya's 
parks are new and uncrowded. Be- 
sides, Pan Am has a direct flight to 
Nairobi, a great city for shopping as 
well as the starting point for safaris 
to all the Kenya game parks. 

Since the object of this trip was to 
find out how an amateur could best 
equip himself to photograph Africa 
(and I am as much an amateur as 
anybody), I first needed a camera 
that would be both easy to operate 
and able to get pictures at long dis- 
tances. Eastman, where I went for 
advice, suggested the Kodak Insta- 
matic Reflex camera plus two tele- 
photo lenses. Flashcubes, color slide 
film, and a carrying bag completed 
the list of equipment we decided I 
would need. Actually it could have 
been less than this because I later 
found I only needed one telephoto 
lens. 

The Kodak reflex-type camera is 
an amateur's camera. There is no 
film speed adjustment to make and 
no possibility of loading errors. The 
film snaps into the camera in a 
cartridge. On one of the safaris into 
a game park, I traveled in the same 
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bus with a professional photographer. 
He was draped with 20 pounds of 
cameras with lenses of different 
millimeter lengths and he was very 
proficient at constantly snapping pic- 
tures. Only when I was loading film 
could I beat his ease at handling 
cameras. Since it is almost axiomatic 
that a camera will run out of film 
at the same moment a lion attacks a 
zebra, or a rhino charges the bus, 
this loading-speed advantage was a 
useful one. 

Ease of operation is another 
amateur's advantage. In addition to 
cocking the camera and snapping the 
picture — both taking a mere push of 
the thumb or finger — there are two 
operations: focusing and aperture 
and shutter speed selection. Focus- 
ing is done much as it is with other 
reflex-type cameras, but the speed 
and aperture selection are much 
simpler than on nonautomatic 
cameras because both are set with 
one motion. When looking through 
the viewfinder, you see a range of 
shutter speeds — 30 to 500 — repre- 
senting fractions of a second (the 
lower the number, the slower the 
speed) and a needle pointing to the 
speed at which the camera will shoot 
at the aperture setting which has 
been selected. To shoot a rapidly- 
moving subject, high speed — 250, 
generally — is usually best for the 
average person. 

Actually, the most difficult opera- 
tion for the amateur — the only one, 
I think, which needs practice — is 
focusing. When photographing ani- 
mals, it is important to move fast. 
Many times I was focusing when I 
should have been taking the picture. 
The animals are quite often curious 
enough to stand and stare at the 
safari buses for several minutes. 
After that they may turn and walk 
or run away. If I had practiced more, 
I could have taken more close-up 
facing shots instead of trying to 
focus on a disappearing animal. 

A great help in focusing is to be a 
good judge of distances. If the regular 
lens is on the camera, any distance 
over 35 feet can be photographed 
with the focus set on infinity, if the 
distance appears to be close to 35 feet, 
set at infinity but check the focus 
after you set the shutter speed. But 
when you are using a telephoto lens 
— as you will be for most of your 
Africa pictures — this prefocusing 
system does not apply, and each shot 
will have to be individually focused. 

I took two telephoto lenses — a 
135mm and a 200mm. I used the 
200mm a great deal, but hardly took 
the 135mm out of it's case. When 
more than one lens is carried for a 
camera, they should be ready to be 
exchanged as quickly as possible. 
Carry the spare lens in a case around 
your neck — and keep it there at all 
times when it's not in use. Leaving 
it on the seat of the bus even for a 
few minutes can put it in danger of 
getting dirty or broken. 

Since I didn't want prints, I took

Dick Van Riper, a grizzled old fish- 
ing buddy who knows every stream 
in the area well, claimed it was the 
best fishing around, and that was 
enough of a recommendation for me. 
We climbed into his car in the mid- 
dle of a spectacular sunrise and were 
at Dick's brushy waters by 7 a.m. 

Small streams can't be fished in 
the same stretch by more than one 
man. There just isn't room enough 
for two anglers to walk and work 
abreast. Knowing this, Dick turned 
the wheel over to me and left the car. 
We made plans for me to drive a 
mile upstream, then begin to work 
down. He'd work toward the car and 
we'd meet at a halfway point. 

Dick was right; the fishing was 
terrific. I slowly glided through 
canopies of brush and probed every 
possible hole. More often than not, 
the holes held a fat brookie or bull- 
headed brown ... so many, in fact, 
that by 9 I was close enough to my 
limit to fish for fun. My surprise at 
Dick's comment when we met at 
noon was understandable. 

"Never seen this place so bad!" he 
growled, then snapped his creel open 
to reveal two small brookies. 
"They're here, I know it, but they 
just didn't seem to want to bite." 

I eased up next to his shady resting 
spot and dumped the contents of my 
creel on the grass. His eyes had the 
vacant stare of two well-fried eggs. 
"We been fishing the same water, 
Norm?" he asked.

that limited his every move. 

Once you understand its value, 
working with the current is an easy 
habit to establish. But another hold- 
over from big-water-fishing — long 
casts — is as hard to quit as smoking. 

In large rivers and lakes, it's na- 
tural and, to some extent, wise to 
get way out there. Banks are open, 
shadows prominent, and prime fish- 
ing holes often unreachable by any 
other method. But small streams can 
be covered and visited in their en- 
tirety with only a few feet of line. In 
addition, their close-in banks and 
deep shadows provide plenty of 
camouflage to hide your presence 
from the fish. Try to make a long 
cast and most of the time you'll end 
up in a helpless tangle of brush or 
unbudgeable snag. Work with a short 
line, only 6 or 7 feet in most cases, 
and you'll have far fewer hangups 
and catch just as many fish as the 
guy who tries to drop his bait in the 
next county. 

When it comes to tackle best suited 
for small-stream work, I have two 
standbys that I favor over all else. 
One is an ultralight rod loaded with 
4-pound test. Small rods like this are 
pretty standard for tight work. They 
don't require much to get them mov- 
ing, so you can use tiny weights that 
don't sink flat on the bottom in mod- 
erate currents. Most important, their 
short length gives you plenty of 
freedom to play a fish without inter- 
ference from nearby brush. But I 
only use my ultralight when I'm 
wading through the thickets. If the 
stream I'm going to fish is at all open, 
I prefer an 8-foot, medium-action 
fly rod. 

At first glance, such a long rod — 
a fly rod yet — for work that's essen- 
tially bait fishing in tight spots might 
seem absurd. Actually, it's eminently 
practical in all but a few situations. 

Should you be working a stream 
that runs in part through an open 
meadow, one of those hard-to-fish 
cuts with sod banks on either side, 
the one thing you have to do is stay 
back from the bank. A long fly rod 
gets you 8 feet away. Just peel off a 
few feet of leader, get your bait in 
the water, and follow the flow from 
well ashore. The current will pull 
your offering under cut banks, 
through holes, and do most of the 
work for you. Obviously, this would 
be impossible with a very short rod. 

Another advantage to a long rod is 
that it is terrificly sensitive. With a 
little practice it's a snap to tell the 
difference between a bite and a snag. 

Fishing small streams is bound to 
pit you against a surfeit of root work 
while you're searching out fish lying 
under the bank. With a fly rod's 
sensitivity you know whether that 
resistance you feel is a fish or a twig. 
You know whether to strike or to 
ease off. You catch more fish, fewer 
snags, and in the process lose less 
rigs and save time spent retying. 

Equally important is the control a 
fly rod provides. Fish in small 
streams are glad to take a bait from 
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right under your foot as long as they 
don't know you're around. Rig a fly 
rod with weight and a worm, let it 
dangle on 3 to 4 feet of line from rod 
tip to sinker, and you've got an ef- 
fective tool for the thickest stuff. You 
can poke it through a hole in the 
brush and drop it in a promising pool 
without worrying about the space 
required for a conventional cast. 
Should you come to a snag-rimmed 
hole, you can drop your bait straight 
down instead of having to drift it in. 

Having the equipment best suited 
to the restrictions of small streams, 
and knowing the little tricks it takes 
to overcome their natural obstacles, 
makes fishing them an infinitely 
easier job. But to connect consist- 
ently there's one more bit of savvy 
you'll have to learn. You've got to 
have some idea of what makes small 
streams tick and how to use those 
quirks to your advantage. It's that 
factor called ecology. 

Small streams are food rich. Any 
trout water provides aquatic and 
terrestrial meals for its inhabitants — 
aquatic meals like nymphs, craw- 
dads, and minnows; terrestrials like 
worms and grasshoppers. But the 
land-based food kicked in by the 
bank area remains the same no mat- 
ter the size of the stream. In other 
words 10 feet of bank will supply 
just so much food. In a wide river or 
lake, it's spread around. In a tiny 
rivulet, it's concentrated in a much 
smaller area. This excess of terres- 
trial food means one thing: terres- 
trials are bound to be a small-stream 
trout's favorite meal. 

Except for that month or so of 
midsummer when grasshoppers are 
abundant, a worm is the bait to begin 
with when you step into any small 
water. I've found that I get along 
with angleworms a bit better than 
night crawlers, not because of any 
preference on the trout's part, but 
because they can gobble down a 
small meal faster. This eliminates the 
possibility of their mouthing the bait, 
then dragging it into some snaggy 
lair before they get the hook in their 
mouth. If night crawlers are all you 
can get, break them in half. 

Hook sizing is important too, but 
simply as a conservation measure. 
Many of the fish you catch will be 
in the 7-inch class, so unless you like 
a small fish for eating, you'll want to 
put them back. Use No. 4 hooks. And 
no, that isn't a misprint. 

Trout in a small stream are de- 
cidedly unsophisticated. I've had 
very, very few of them spit out a 
bait, even when they start gnawing 
on hard steel. By using these extra- 
large hooks, you insure that tiny 
trout won't get them down their 
gullet and kill themselves. As a mat- 
ter of fact, using these big hooks 
usually means you won't even hook 
the little stuff. 

And while we're on the subject of 
trout big and little, there are eco- 
logical factors working there too. 
Understanding them pays off a few 
small-stream dividends.

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The kind of little water I've learned 
to love seldom grows trout larger 
than 13 or 14 inches, but migrants — 
wise old soakers that live most of 
their life in big water — often run up 
small feeders. Three conditions urge 
them on: mating, dirty water, and 
warm temperatures. If you know any 
of these to be occurring, get on your 
favorite brook and chances are you'll 
be able to intercept them. 

It's rather academic to point out 
that all fish mate, but important to 
realize that each species does it at a 
different time of the year. Rainbows 
breed in the spring, browns and 
brookies in the fall. To do their thing, 
all three need clean water and 
shallow gravel bars. Small streams 
provide both necessities in ample 
quantities, so look for spawners 
there at the height of the mating 
season. 

Spring's roily water also puts big 
fish on the move. When large rivers 
run yellow and dirty in the spring, 
some trout find these conditions in- 
tolerable. They have to fight a 
strong current and are constantly 
pelted with floating debris and roll- 
ing gravel. When this happens they'll 
often seek out conditions more to 
their liking; the consistent clarity 
and level of small streams. 

Finally, big water is far more sus- 
ceptible to heat. A combination of 
denuded banks scoured clean by 
runoff and the large water-surface 
area of lakes and big rivers raises 
their temperatures under the hot sun 
of summer. Once these waters begin 
to hit the high 60's, trout congregate 
at their confluence with small 
streams. They're drawn there not 
only by the lower temperatures, but 
by the increased level of dissolved 
oxygen that cool water carries. 

As the river temperatures increase 
even more, the fish gradually swim 
upstream until they find a cool hole 
or riffle to their liking, then remain 
there for the duration of the hot 
weather. These summer migrants 
can be counted on to provide some 
real surprises for anyone hooking 
into them. Of course, such encount- 
ers will come rarely, if at all; but 
when they do, they won't be acci- 
dental. Meetings like this happen 
only because you and the fish both 
have small stream savvy.

slides. If you want prints later, they 
can always be made from the slides. 
Take a good supply of film. I thought 
twenty rolls with twenty exposures 
each was plenty, but I bought several 
additional rolls on the trip and could 
have bought much more. 

To prevent having to guess how 
much film would be needed each day, 
I carried all of it all the time. A 
light, preferably soft bag is com- 
fortable for carrying film and flash- 
cubes; a large one may also hold 
the camera and spare lens. I never 
used the flashcubes I took along but 
they are good insurance. One never 
knows what type of picture one might 
want to take. 

In Kenya, photo safaris are con- 
ducted by an ever-increasing number 
of companies. Most hotels have a 
safari office in the lobby. The head- 
quarters of most are in Nairobi. It is 
best to contact one before setting off 
on the trip and everything will be 
ready when you arrive in Kenya. 
Our group chose Funga Safaris, 
which has an office in the Intercon- 
tinental Hotel where we stayed while 
in Nairobi. I did notice that drivers 
varied. A good driver, I found, must 
be a font of knowledge, a good ani- 
mal spotter, a diplomat, and a good 
sport about any side trips a group 
wishes to take. 

We were lucky enough to get a 
good driver the first day. As a re- 
sult, we rode in his bus on all future 
trips. Most of our knowledge of the 
animals came from him, and he 
seemed to know from just what 
angle we could get the best picture. 
He made every effort to put the bus 
in the best position. At one place, 
when we had stopped to photograph 
a flock of crested cranes, he offered 
to walk out the 300-yards and put 
the flock up for an action picture. 

The game parks vary, and it is 
wise to choose different types. Also, 
there are areas other than game parks 
which are fun to see and photograph. 
The group I was with stayed in Africa 
about ten days. This gave us time to 
tour two game parks and visit Tree- 
tops, Mount Kenya Safari Club, and 
Mombasa on the Indian Ocean. 

Treetops and Mount Kenya Safari 
Club are north of Nairobi and are 
examples of the old British-African 
relationship — more British than Afri- 
can. The terrain north of Nairobi is 
mountainous, people are plentiful, 
and the countryside is spectacular. 

Nairobi Game Park is just outside 
the city of Nairobi and game is easy 
to photograph here, but not as plenti- 
ful as in other parks. The animals 
are accustomed to seeing people, and 
photo buses drive to within a few 
yards of lions. On one day, after a 
very short and violent rainstorm, we 
watched five lionesses stalk a herd 
of zebra while the male lion lay in 
the road waiting for the sun to come 
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out to dry him. Five lionesses, five 
buses, two large white cars, and an 
assortment of small cars, all stalked 
the zebra. As the lionesses moved 
up one by one, so did the vehicles — 
all with cameras clicking. Little by 
little we all crept up on the zebra. 
The lionesses gave the cars an occa- 
sional glance, but otherwise they 
were intent on stalking the game. 
When the cars and lions got too close, 
the zebra herd galloped off and the 
lionesses headed back for their area 
with only a glance at our bus. 

South of Nairobi, we drove to 
Tsavo East National Park, the main 
stronghold for big game in Kenya. 
It is very large, and some game in 
this park might go for a month with- 
out seeing people. In contrast to the 
animals at Nairobi Game Park, they 
are more difficult to photograph but 
more in keeping with the habitat of 
African wildlife. The land is hot, dry, 
and flat. Game seemed to be endless 
and Africa began to seem more like 
Africa. It is a long drive to Tsavo and 
usually people stay in lodges located 
in the park. We stayed at Voi and 
Ngulia, both just opened in 1969 by 
Halloway Hotels. These lodges have 
been built to seem a part of the land- 
scape, and the feeling is new Africa 
with only a slight British touch. 

In game parks there are no re- 
strictions on photographing animals. 
People are not allowed out of ve- 
hicles, however, and in Nairobi Game 
Park they are not allowed to open 
the hatch in the top of the bus unless 
it is a type covered with bars. 

The people of Africa are far more 
difficult to photograph than the ani- 
mals. Most prefer not to have their 
pictures taken, though a few will pose 
for money. 

Once we stopped along the road- 
side to watch coffee beans being 
dried on racks. This was all right, but 
as soon as someone tried to take a 
picture, the women stopped arrang- 
ing the coffee beans and threw rocks 
at our bus! 

For photographic variety, a trip to 
Mombasa on the Indian Ocean was 
interesting. There the Moslem in- 
fluence was obvious. The beaches 
were beautiful, the shopping was 
great, and the prices were cheaper 
than Nairobi. Again, the people were 
hard to photograph, but the docks 
and old Mombasa were picturesque. 

While in Kenya the photographic 
subjects were so numerous I hardly 
had time to wonder how I was doing 
as a photographer. However, as soon 
as I got back home and the slides 
were developed, I asked a profes- 
sional photographer to give me his 
opinion of the pictures. Camera 
movement was my worst fault. This 
surprised me because I thought I 
was holding still. I had held my 
breath and tried to squeeze the 
camera release, but nevertheless the 
camera movement was there. This is 
an easy mistake to correct, he said, 
but also an easy one to make uncon- 
sciously. The best way to correct this 
fault is to take your time. You may

miss a few shots this way, but the 
ones you do get will be worth having. 

Wrong focus was the second reason 
for my bad slides. If it was strictly a 
scene, focusing was easy for me. But 
an elephant 50 feet from the bus was 
much harder, because I was afraid he 
might get away before I could get a 
good picture. More practice with the 
camera would undoubtedly have 
alleviated this problem. 

Most of the game parks have ani- 
mal orphanages, and there are great 
places to go first when visiting a park 
to get some practice using a camera. 
Also they are good spots to get close- 
up pictures of animals. Most of the 
animals are caged, but in a few areas 
some of them are free to roam. Be- 
sides, these orphanages are great fun. 
At one we played with a baby wart 
hog as if it were a puppy, and at 
another we fed and petted a 9-year- 
old black rhino which was as tame 
as a saddle horse. 

After all the slides with bad focus- 
ing and camera movement had been 
eliminated, I still had some that were 
not good to a professional's eye. 
Some of these were the fault of the 
camera. My photographer friend 
called the trouble override. Once I 
was shooting lions late in the after- 
noon after a rainstorm where there 
was an odd balance of light. The sky 
was bright and the ground dark. 
When only a little of the bright sky 
was in the frame of the camera, the 
meter read off this, and there was no 
way to set the camera to get a com- 
promise of sky and lion. The electric 
eye in the camera read "bright sky" 
and took the picture accordingly. 
This will restrict some types of pic- 
tures you will be able to take with 
this camera. 

Now, after examining all the bad 
slides, did I have anything left? Yes. 
The majority of the remaining slides 
were what the photographer rated as 
fair, a few as good, and perhaps one 
or two as "great pictures." 

As an amateur photographer going 
to Kenya, you will have problems — 
not as much in equipment as in tech- 
nique. The equipment is now avail- 
able for the amateur to take good 
pictures. The Instamatic Reflex-type 
camera takes care of many of the 
manipulation problems a professional 
solves readily through experience. 
The two technique hurdles, focusing 
and camera movement, should be 
solved before trying to take good 
pictures. Practice helps both these 
problems. Before going all the way 
to Africa, take pictures of cows or 
horses or chickens from a car win- 
dow. They are not zebras, elephants, 
or giraffes, but they are animals. 
Take your cow, horse, and chicken 
slides to a good photographer for 
advice. The money saved on non- 
wasted film in Africa will more than 
cover any fee the photographer might 
charge. If you are conscious before 
you leave on your trip what your 
problems are going to be, you should 
be able to correct them and come 
home with good pictures. ''Tr

that I would be better off back with 
the blueberries. With the second 
click of my shutter he snorted 
sharply, turned to starboard and rang 
up "full ahead" for the deep timber. 
The first bull joined the exodus, 
leaving me only the sounds of crash- 
ing underbrush. 

The Kenai's ridgetops harbor Dall 
sheep and rock and white-tailed 
ptarmigan, but they also offer a view 
of the Harding Ice Field. This awe- 
some sea of ice sprawls for fifty miles 
with several of its glaciers reaching 
the Pacific Ocean. Where some of its 
glacial tongues have receded, U- 
shaped valleys have been left behind, 
many with placid lakes. 

Miles out on the ice field, jagged 
peaks protrude through the ice, form- 
ing little islands of rock known as 
nunataks. Astonishingly, Dall sheep 
migrate across wide stretches of ice 
to summer on these rocky outcrop- 
pings. The fact that these frosty 
perches are free of bothersome in- 
sects may be one reason for the Dall's 
summer trek, but what the sheep 
forage on has yet to be discovered. 

As Judy and I crossed the tundra 
for the last time on our way down 
to the lake country, a young red fox 
sitting beside his hilltop den watched 
us go. Being hopelessly addicted to 
wild creatures, Judy could not resist 
the encounter. 

When she came within a few yards 
of the den, the young pup began 
tossing a small twig, then stalking 
and pouncing on it. Judy picked up 
another twig and toyed with it cun- 
ningly. The pup quickly opted for the 
one he didn't have and cautiously 
stalked down the hill. But after only 
a few minutes of romping and curi- 
ously appraising his strange new 
audience, he sat down and vacantly 
gazed off at the mountains. 

Our packs seemed a bit lighter as 
we headed for our canoe and the last 
lap of our trip through the Kenai's 
quiet lake country. 

As I eased the canoe into our first 
lake, I marveled at the sharp con- 
trast to the mountains, glaciers, and 
tundra that we left just a few miles 
to the south. We were entering a 
region which held over 1,200 lakes 
of at least 6 acres in size. Draining 
this area are three main rivers: the 
Chickaloon, the Swanson, and the 
Moose; and feeding them is a be- 
wildering array of creeks, springs, 
lakes, and potholes. This is canoe 
country rivalled only by Minnesota's 
Boundary Waters Canoe Area. 

The U. S. Fish and Wildlife Serv- 
ice, which manages the Kenai Moose 
Range, has mapped and marked sev- 
eral canoe and portage trails through 
the lowland lake country. With these 
new access routes to remote areas, 
a real wilderness experience is in 
easy reach, and anyone who can pad- 
dle a canoe can discover the Kenai.

either daily or weekly rates. Yet, as 
some measure of the vastness of this 
canoe country, we traveled for a 
week at the height of the season and 
did not meet one other traveler. 

We did meet wildlife. If the West 
Coast duck hunter were interested, 
he could come here to see where his 
brace of mallards or pintails were 
born. Besides a wide variety of ducks 
and geese, the rare trumpeter swan 
also breeds in the lakes and marshes. 
The Kenai has been an important 
breeding ground in bringing this 
largest of our waterfowl back from 
the near extinction of the 1920's. 

At every turn in a creek or river, 
muskrat plopped into the water and 
shot for their bankside dens. And we 
crossed many lakes only to find one 
end amply supported by beaver 
dams. In late evening mink prowled 
the banks; and once, while towing 
my canoe along a shallow creek, I 
saw in the mud a splayed five-toed 
track of a wolverine. 

The many streams, lakes, and riv- 
ers of the Kenai form the spawning 
grounds for more than 40 percent of 
the commercial salmon fishery in the 
waters of Cook Inlet. Beside red, sil- 
ver, and king salmon, Dolly Varden, 
rainbow, and steelhead trout are 
found in the lakes and streams. Our 
best fishing was in Gene Lake, a 
picturesque lake with a bottleneck 
in the middle and a small wooded 
island for a campsite. With the sun 
low in the sky, Judy knotted on a 
gaudy fly and had our rainbow sup- 
per dancing at the end of her flyline 
by the third cast. 

Our last day on the Swanson River 
was bright and clear. Yet the final 
hours of any long wilderness trek 
always seem a bit sad. The best part 
was behind us. Now there would only 
be memories and photographs. But 
what we were not at all prepared 
for was the shocking way that our 
long Kenai visit was to end. 

In late afternoon the warm air 
freighted to us a foreign and acrid 
odor, almost suggesting smog. Soon 
we heard the drone of heavy ma- 
chinery, and through the trees we 
saw large trucks roaring over gravel 
roads. Another half mile and the 
thickening smell identified itself as 
crude oil. We had canoed into the 
Swanson River oil field — an oil field 
that is right in the middle of a pro- 
tected wildlife refuge! 

As we pulled the canoe from the 
river our hearts sank. A group of 
hard-hatted men with oily boots and 
survey equipment paused to look at 
us quizzically. I began to feel utterly 
foolish and out-of-place, as though 
in search of the outdoors with fly 
rods, backpacks, and canoe we had 
floated down an industrial canal and 
hauled out among the oil rigs of San 
Pedro or Bayonne. How could this 
happen in a National Wildlife Ref- 
uge — in Alaska — 4,000 miles from the 
urban mire that we came to escape? 

In 1955 — overriding Executive Or- 
der 8979 — then Secretary of the In- 
terior Douglas McKay opened to oil 
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exploration the lands within the 
Kenai National Moose Range. The 
purported justification for this act 
was that it would help a sluggish 
Alaskan economy. 

Today, like a spreading sore, oil 
activities have penetrated even re- 
mote areas of the lowland lake re- 
gion. There are now over 1,700 miles 
of seismic slashes cut through those 
forests, crisscrossing and radiating in 
every direction in search of new oil 
drilling sites. Despite U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife stipulations that no trees or 
foliage be disturbed within 300 feet 
of a lake, there are numerous places 
where heavy machinery has blun- 
dered into lakeshores leaving a scar 
which, at these northern latitudes, 
will take over a hundred years to 
disappear. There is also the constant 
menace of oil pollution and siltation 
of streams and rivers. 

And all this despoliation is taking 
place in a priceless wilderness and 
game refuge that much of the Ameri- 
can public has not even begun to 
enjoy — many don't even know they 
own it! 

But the Kenai's final fate will be 
determined under the 1964 Wilder- 
ness Act. The moose range is cur- 
rently on record as a candidate area 
for inclusion in our new wilderness 
system. Investigations and hearings 
will be held and pros and cons aired. 
A final decision is scheduled to be 
made this year. 

Alaska has recently experienced an 
oil discovery north of the Brooks 
Range which is rated as the biggest 
strike in the history of the U.S., 
equaling one fifth of all the oil re- 
serves of North America and valued 
at $15 billion. Since Alaska's eco- 
nomic outlook seems far from "slug- 
gish," can the gouging of resources 
from half the Kenai's publicly owned 
and protected lands now be justified? 

On the Kenai itself, except for 
commercial fishermen and a few 
conservationists, the strongest vote 
seems to be for all protection to be 
removed and the moose range abol- 
ished. This would open the land to 
complete commercial exploitation. 
These are the folks who don't want 
the Kenai, just the profits it might 
bring in the marketplace. 

However, there are some (and I 
am one of them) who feel that Ex- 
ecutive Order 8979 and its original 
boundaries and specifications best 
provided for the moose range and 
should be adhered to, but with Wil- 
derness Act protection. Stop all oil 
exploration within the range, cancel 
all nonproductive leases, and phase 
out oil and gas wells as they go dry. 
Having seen the Kenai's unique back 
country, its wildlife, delicate tundra, 
lakes and glaciers, I believe that this 
land in its most natural state serves 
an infinitely more valuable end than 
would be achieved by gleaning any 
or all of its commercial resources. 
Oil we can always get elsewhere, but 
there's only one Kenai. 

Now, what do the American people 
want? T

HAVING observed years ago 
that the further back one reads 
in each issue of Field & Stream 
the better it gets, I have long 
since ceased reading anything 
much ahead of page seventy- 
five, and therefore failed to see 
Mr. Trueblood's article in the 
March, 1970, issue in which he 
wrote that while I was engaged 
in rendering a cowboy ballad 
entitled "Blood on the Saddle" 
during a chukar-hunting ex- 
pedition in 1956 his dog Rip, 
who had been lying at my feet, 
got up and moved some dis- 
tance away.
